Ribbons for badges, comrades or oflftcers, each 05 cents. 

Bronze button for coat lapel, each 10 cents. 

Rules and regulations, each 10 cents. 

Every comrade, whether oflicer or not, should have the proper badge 
always, and have it correct, and every comrade should be so proud of 
his membership in the Grand Army of the Republic, that he would 
wear the little bronze button every day in the year. 

IV. Posts which have not forwarded Adjutants and Quartermasters 
reports, with per capita tax, for the term ending June 30th, are now de- 
linquent, and as such will be reported to the Department Commander 
and to the Council of Administration. 

A blue pencil mark in this paragraph indicates that the Post receiving 
this order so marked, is delinquent. 

V. The Thirty-fourth Annual National Encampment will be held at 
Chicago, the week of August 26th, to September 1st. 

Railroad rates have been fixed at the low rates which have hereto- 
fore prevailed for National Encampments, and on all lines leading into 
the Great City of the West. 

The soldiers of Illinois, and their comradeship in the Grand Army of

I. As announced in previous General Orders the Thirty-fourth Annual 
Encampment of the Grand Army of the Republic will be held at Chicago 
the week of August 26th, to September 1st. On the date first given 
patriotic religious services will be held in all the churches in the City of 
Chicago. Monday following the secular features will be inaugurated by 
the parades of the Naval Veterans and the ex-Prisoners of War. 

That proper arrangements may be promptly completed for the forma- 
tion of this Department for participation in the parade of the Grand 
Army of the Republic on Tuesday 28th, Post Commanders will give their 
personal attention to having the blanks on the enclosed postal card 
filled, and to having the card mailed immediately. It is urged that the 
postal cards be given proper and prompt attention, whether or not the 
Post intends going to Chicago. 

II. Department Headquarters will be established in Chicago at the 
Auditorium Hotel, corner Michigan Avenue and Congress Street, on 
Monday, August 27th, where Post Commanders will report to the As- 
sistant Adjutant General, and Aids will report to the Chief of Staff. 
Department Officers, Past Department Commanders, Representatives 
and Alternates to the Thirty-fourth National Encampment will each 
return to the Assistant Adjutant General the enclosed postal card, first 
writing in the blanks name, and address in Chicago. Members of the 
National Encampment (as above designated) who for any reason can- 
not be in Chicago, will report that fact to the Assistant Adjutant Gen- 
eral on enclosed postal card. 

These postal cards, properly filled, should be mailed at once. 

III. During the absence of the Officers at the National Encampment, 
Headquarters in Philadelphia will be open daily as usual, in charge of 

2-19(H-G. A. R. 
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Comrade Harris, Department Clerk, where supplies and information can 
be had. 

IV. Every member of the National Encampment (from this Depart- 
ment) will be expected to attend its sessions in the established uniform 
of the Department (which consists of dark trousers, darb blue four- 
button blouse, white vest, fatigue cap, black neck-tie and white gloves), 
and the Department Commander will insist that every comrade in the 
line for parade shall be in the prescribed uniform. Our Department has 
earned the distinction of being the best uniformed Department in the 
Grand Army of the Republic, and it is hoped that no Comrade will seek 
to mar this reputation by asking to parade unless he is in uniform as 
above. 

Transparencies, umbrellas, banners or colored gloves are no part of 
the uniform or equipment of this Department, and cannot be permitted 
in the parade. The equipment of a Post with canes is in violation of 
orders; canes should be carried only by those whose physical infirmities 
require their use, and by Post Commanders, the latter alone saluting 
in passing the reviewing stand. 

V. On parade. Comrades should avoid wearing a multiplicity of badges. 
During the short time devoted to the parade every comrade should wear 
only the honored Grand Army Badge and the Pennsylvania ribbon, and 
every one who proposes taking part should attend now to having his 
badge correct and neat as to ribbon, star and eagle or rank strap. Pre- 
sentation badges, Corps marks, medals and badges of other organiza- 
tions are right and proper decorations and can commendably be worn 
excepting on the parade, where uniformity of equipment and soldiery 
bearing are particularly desired. 

VI. Reunions of commands of the several States will be held on Tues- 
day evening, 28th, at 8 o'clock, promptly. East State will be assigned 
a building or a hall for the reunion. The programs to be issued by the 
Committee of Arrangements, and the Chicago papers will give the loca- 
tions of the twenty-five halls where the reunions are to be held. 

Members of Pennsylvania commands will meet in a particular hall to 
be designated by the Committee ; members of New York commands will 
meet in another hall; Ohio in another; New Jersey in another, and so 
on. In each of the halls markers will be placed showing all the regi- 
ments of the State. A comrade, on reaching the building in which the 
reunion of the volunteers of the State in whose command he served, will 
look up the marker of his regiment. 

The greetings of those who served together will occupy about thirty 
minutes, after which there will be a State Camp-fire. 

Comrades are urged to attend the reunions of their respective com- 
mands, as they will unquestionably bring together many of the old 
"boys" who have not met for years.

I. The following regarding the Thirty-fourth Annual National En- 
campment at Chicago, is published for the guidance of those who pro- 
pose participating: ^ 

A Special Headquarters Train. 

The Department Commander, with members of his Staff, Post No. 220, 
and other comrades, will leave Franklin for Chicago, via Lake Shore 
and Michigan Southern Railroad, on Monday, 27th, at 7.14 o'clock, A. M., 
arriving at Chicago early that evening. 

Parade, Tuesday, August 28th. 

Department Officers and Aids, mounted, will report at 9 o'clock A. M., 
at the Pennsylvania marker, on Lake Front Park (Michigan Avenue), 
near Randolph Street. 

Officers, Past Department Commanders and Representatives to the 
National Encampment, who are not mounted, and not parading with 
their Posts, will form on the immediate left of the mounted Aids. 

Aids not mounted, will be assigned to duty along the line. 

Formation of Posts in the Line. 

Posts will form at 9 o'clock A. M.; in numerical order in platoons 
of twelve, on Lake Front Park (Michigan Avenue) near Randolph Street, 
facing west; Post No. 1, will take position to the immediate left of the 
Representatives to the National Encampment. In the order of seniority 
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the other Posts will close upon Post No. 1; the line extending east, 
toward the Lake. 

Distances to be observed between platoons and Posts, in marching, will 
be given in orders from the Chief Marshal of the parade. 



Uniform. 

Every comrade in line must be in the established uniform of the De- 
partment of Pennsylvania, viz: Dark trousers, dark blue four-button 
blouse, white vest, fatigue cap, black neck-tie and white gloves, with the 
Grand Army badge and Pennsylvania ribbon. 

Multiplicity of badges should be avoided during the parade; (in addi- 
tion to the ''Pennsylvania ribbon") wear only the Grand Army badge, 
and have it correct and neat. Other badges, medals, etc., can be worn 
with propriety at any time excepting on parade. 

Bands and Drum Corps. 

Ninety steps to the minute, is the time best suited to comrades who 
parade. The quick-step of one hundred and twenty steps to the minute, 
in use by the National Guard, and other military organizations, makes 
the march too rapid for the **old boys." Bands and drum corps will 
therefore be instructed by Post Commanders or music committees to 
have the music for this occasion for ninety steps to the minute; and 
that the time and the step must be taken up from the preceding band 
or drum corps. On approaching and passing the reviewing stand, only 
patriotic melodies should le given, and there must be no evolutions or 
turning out at any part of the parade. 



. Saluting. 

At the reviewing stand, only the Department Commander, Post Com- 
manders and Commanders of armed guards, will salute; other officers 
and comrades will not. 

Colors will be dipped within ten paces of the reviewing stand, and 
recovered after passing six paces, battle flags will not be dipped. 



Novelties Must be Omitted. 

The introduction of transparencies, banners, umbrellas, colored gloves, 
or innovations of any character would destroy the uniformity of our 
Department and cannot be permitted. 

Canes of every description should be avoided, excepting by those 
whose physical condition requires the use of a stick, and by Post Com- 
manders for saluting. There is no objection to any comrade using a 
cane on parade, but a Post must not be equipped with canes. 
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Soldiery Bearing. 

Let each Comrade appreciate that the good name of the Department is 
in his keeping while on parade. About one hour will be all the time 
required for this duty, so that there will be ample opportunity, both 
before and after the parade, for entertainment, amusement, and di- 
vergence from uniformity and discipline. 

Pennsylvania can maintain the high standard which it has reached 
in our organization, for uniform, discipline and soldiery be€u*ing, if 
each comrade will but do his part. 

Headquarters— Registration. 

Department Headquarters will be opened in the South Parlor of the 
Auditorium, cor. Michigan Avenue and Congress Streets, on Monday, 
27th, at four o'clock P. M., where all Comrades are invited to register. 

Registration cards will be provided, the blanks on which will be filled 
by Comrades who desire to register; after the cards have been com- 
pleted, by the insertion of names, numbers of Posts, commands in 
which the Comrades served during the war, with home (P. O.) ad- 
dresses and Chicago addresses, they will be handed to the Assistant 
Adjutant General, or to other Comrade who may be in charge. These 
cards will greatly facilitate registration and in locating those who have 
registered.

I. The Annual Inspection of the Posts of this Department will take 
place between September 15th and December &th, under the direction 
and supervision of Department Inspector Charles A. Suydam. 

Upon receipt of this Order the Assistant Inspector-at-Large will at 
once arrange the details for the inspection to that the wort may be 
properly performed, and each Post inspected not later than December 
8th. Assistant Inspectors will forward their reports immediately after 
each inspection, to the Assistant inspector-at-large in charge of the 
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District, who will examine the same, and if approved, so endorse and 
forward them to the Department Inspector, Charles A. Suydam, Lock 
Box 29^23, Station S., Philadelphia. 

The inspection will consist of a thorough examination of Minute or 
Record Books, Descriptive Book, Order Book and Quartermaster's 
Ledger, and the files of General Orders from National and Department 
Headquarters. 

The Assistant Quartermaster General has submitted to the Depart- 
ment Inspector a list of Posts from which Adjutants and Quarter- 
masters semi-annual reports and per capita tax for term ending June 
30th last have not been forwarded to Department Headquarters as 
required. No favorable reports of inspection of such Posts can be made 
until this delinquency has been removed. A blue pencil mark at this 
paragraph means that the Post receiving this Order so marked is 
delinquent. 

The Oflacer of the Day is charged with the duty of properly instruct- 
ing recruits in the unwritten work. Perfection in this work is im- 
portant, and can only be obtained by close study. The cipher explana- 
tory of the unwritten work can be had upon application to Department 
Hearquarters. With every facility afforded the Officer of the Day 
there should be no omission or improper instruction of recruits. 

Form of Inspection adopted at the Twenty-sixth National Encamp- 
ment for the proper reception of Assistant Inspectors, etc., is transmit- 
vcd herewith. These instructions should be strictly observed. 

The Assistant Inspector-at-Large in charge of the District will give 
timely notice to each Post Commander of the date selected for inspec- 
tion with the name and Pott of the officer detailed. In all cases the 
Post Commander should le notified at least one meeting night previous 
to that on which the inspection is to be held. 

The inspection of Posts during the year 1899 reflected great credit on 
the Comrades detailed for the work. In some instances, however, proper 
provisions had not been made by the Commanders of Posts to admit of 
the inspection on first visit of Inspector; in such cases second visits 
were found necessary, thus increasing the expenses and adding to the 
labor of the Comrades detailed. 

All necessary blanks, etc., will be furnished by the Department In- 
spector to Assistant Inspector-at-Large for Distribution to Assistant 
Inspectors. 

Commanders of Posts should use every effort to have a full attend- 
ance of the Comrades. The great benefits intended to be secured by 
an inspection of a Post, can ony be had by making it an event of im- 
portance. 

It will be impossible to provide Assistant Inspectors-at-Large and 
Assistant Insjectors with copies of the new ritual. They can, however, 
secure the use of the Ritual through the courtesy of the Post Command- 
ers and become thoroughly familiar with the duties and requirements of 
the position. 
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Adjutants are to be especially instructed in reporting deaths, to fill 
the blank provided in the Semi-Annual Reports, giving company, regi- 
ment, vessel or other command, with rank and date of death of a Com- 
rade.

I. The Department Commander takes this opportunity to congratu- 
late, compliment and thank every Post, every member of the National 
Encampment and every Comrade from Pennsylvania, who participated 
at Chicago during the week of August 27th to September 1st. Nor is 
the Commander alone in complimenting those who went from the Key- 
stone State to the great City of the West, because all along the line- 
in the parade— at Headquarters and in the sessions of the Encampment 
-only praise and commendation of the Department of Pennsylvania 
were heard. 

It was a proud privilege to be permitted to lead the Posts of Pennsyl- 
vania in the grand parade on August 27th. No greater honor could come 
to any man than to command and march at the head of such men and 
Comrades as made up the Department of Pennsylvania in that review. 
In uniform, discipline, soldierly bearing and esprit-de-corps generally, 
the Comrades from our Department again won the honors and re- 
ceived the plaudits of the people and of our Comrades everywhere. 

In the Encampment all the members from Pennsylvania, who were 
present, were interested participants, their counsel was sought and 
their advice was followed, even to the closing scenes, when a Comrade 
from our own Department was called on to install the ofllcers elect 
For all this the Department Commander has a grateful appreciation, 
and a yet higher regard for the honor that came to him in his selection 
as the head of our great Department. 

Mention must be made of the compliments paid to Pennsylvania by 
other Departments; the "Cook Drum Corps," of Denver, Colorado, surely 
the finest in the world, escorted the Department Commander and Post 
No. 220, from the station on arrival, to Headquarters; the Department of 
Iowa, headed by its Commander and accompanied by its splendid band, 
visited and serenaded Pennsylvania, and a like compliment was paid 
by the Department of Minnesota with its famed "State Band.'* To these 
Comrades the Commander extends the thanks of the Department of 
Pennsylvania. 

II. Post activity being resumed, after an especially hot summer, the 
Department Commander urges that renewed efforts be given to increas- 
ing Post membership. In every County, City, Town, Village and Town- 
ship, there are those who are eligible but who are not on the rolls; 
some have had membership with us and dropped out, and a few have 
never known the pleasures and advantages of Comradeship in the Grand 
Army of the Republic. 

A proper presentation of what membership in our organization means 
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would bring to our ranks many who are "loitering outside of the 
Camp," and it is hoped that every active member of every Post will 
become a recruiting ofllcer. 

Those Comrades who have been dropped can be restored to member- 
ship by a majority vote of the Post, at any meeting, on the payment 
of one year's dues— no other fee is required — no application on the 
blank form for recruits has to be presented — there is no muster-in 
ceremony and the Ritual obligation is not administered. Those who 
have never been members of any Post must of course have filled and 
signed the blank application provided for recruits, and pay the en- 
trance fee fixed by the Post they desire to join; this fee ranges from 
$1.00 to $100.00, depending on the by-laws of the Poets — in more than 
one-half of the Posts this fee does not exceed $2.00, and in not more 
than ten of the 568 Posts does the entrance fee reach $25.00. Whatever 
the cost of membership, it will pay every Soldier, Sailor and Marine, 
who is eligible, to be a member of the Poet in his locality; in fact, he 
cannot afCord to be ofC the rolls, as the cost is insignificant when com- 
pared with the advantages that may come to every veteran or member 
of his family; annual dues (in many Posts as low as $1.00 a year), no 
matter what the amount may be, can be provided for by every man who 
respects his family, his service record and his ^Comrades. 

Post Officers should give attention to this work by the appointment 
of committees of Comrades who will act, and by co-operation with them. 
In this connection it is noted with pleasure that during the present 
year a number of Posts have increased their membership and that its 
members are still at work in the same direction. 

III. Under the direction of Past Department Commander James W. 
Latta, Secretary of Internal Affairs, the Proceedings of the 34th Annual 
Encampment of the Department, at Gettysburg, June 6th and 7th last, 
have been published and a copy sent to each Poet. 

The thanks of the Department officers go to Comrade Latta for the 
splendid volume; the paper, printing, binding and general typographical 
and mechanical make-up of this book of 304 pages, elicit the praise ana 
thanks of every Officer and Comrade of our Department. In this con- 
nection it is only proper to add that Comrades Isaac B. Brown and 
Thomas Wilson, attaches of the Department of the Secretary of In- 
ternal Affairs, Past Department Commander Thomas G. Sample, Super- 
intendent of Public Printing, and W. Stanley Ray, Esq., State Printer, 
gave special attention to and interest in the publication of the Pro- 
ceedings, which come without cost to the Department. 

IV. Regretful announcement is made of the death of Comrade Charles 
C. Harris (of Post No. 1), who for more than five years was the clerk at 
Department Headquarters. Comrade Harris was known to thousands of 
Comrades not only in our Department, but all over the country. He was 
an active, enthusiastic member of our organization and by his urbanity 
and amiability made friends everywhere. Though in failing health for 

. two years he continued on duty until the end came; he was at his desk 
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at Headquarters on September 10th and passed over to the "great ma- 
jority" early the next morning. 

"And the end was fitting! " Just as he had desired, he was buried with 
Grand Army ceremony and services; the Post of which he was a mem- 
ber attesting its respect and comradeship by attending in uniform and 
in a body.

The appointment of Comrade Watson (Post No. 13) is hereby revoked. 

VI. Comrade John N. Reber (of Post No. 191) has been appointed 
Clerk for duty at Department Headquarters, to fill the vacancy caused 
by the death of Comrade Harris. As heretofore. Department Head- 
quarters will be open daily, Sunday excepted, from 8.30 o'clock A. M. 
until 6 o'clock P. M. and the Comrades are cordially invited to visit 
whenever it may meet their convenience. 

Vn. The General Committee of Arrangements for the Encampment at 
Chicago had prepared for each Department a banner to be given by the 
Department Commander to the Post making the best display in the 
parade, August 27th. Where all did so well as evidenced by the recep- 
tion which came to those who participated in making Pennsylvania the 
leader, it was extremely difficult for the Department Commander to 
make the selection. 

After consultation with some of the Comrades who have been fre- 
quent attendants at National Encampments and who witnessed the 
entire parade at Chicago, and after careful deliberation, the Depart- 
ment Commander decided that the banner should go to Captain Philip 
R. Schuyler Post No. 51, Philadelphia, and it was by him, in person, 
presented to that Post, but without reflection on any other Post which 
was in Pennsylvania's line in the parade, inasmuch as every Post parad- 
ing earned credit for itself and honor for the Department.

I. Under the requirements of the Rules and Regulations, the annual 
election for Post Officers must be held at the first meeting of the Post in 
December. At this election there must also be chosen Representatives 
and Alternates for the Thirty-fifth Annual Department Encampment. 

II. Blank Forms A and B, Adjutant's and Quartermaster's Reports, 
and Credentials (in blank) for Representatives and Alternates are here- 
with enclosed. The Credentials should be filled up immediately after 
the election; one copy to be forwarded to these Headquarters at once 
and the other to be retained and presented to the Assistant Adjutant 
General at Gettysburg, in June next. 

III. Adjutant's and Quartermaster's Reports on Forms A and B, with 
per capita tax, must be forwarded to the Assistant Adjutant General at 
these Headquarters, immediately after the close of the last meeting in 
December. The figures in red ink, representing the membership in 
good standing in the report made for the term ending June 30th, must 
not be changed; if any discrepancy exists in those figures advise the 
Assistant Adjutant General, but do not alter the figures. 

In accordance with the Rules and Regulations a member is in good 
standing until suspended by vote of the Post, although in arrears for 
dues a member must be included among the number in good standing if 
he has not been suspended. 

See that all proper names are written legibly, the phraseology of a 
communication can usually be deciphered when not plainly written, 
but it is impossible to guess at a name in cases where the letters form- 
ing are not given distinctly. 

The enclosed blank for Post Surgeon's Report should be filled accord- 
ing to the directions noted thereon and forwarded to Dr. George W. 
Parker, Medical Director of the Department, No. 1401, S. Sixth Street, 
Philadelphia, at a very early date following the close of the last meeting 
in December. The Medical Director is required to compile and con- 
dense the Report of the Department, and to forward the same to the 
Surgeon General of the Grand Army of the Republic, and it is therefore 
essential that the enclosed blank be properly filled out and promptly 
forwarded. 

IV. In the selection of Officers for 1901 the Comrades should be 
guided by the ability and general qualifications of those Comrades who 
are named for positions; so much depends on a Post having Officers 
who are not only active but intelligent that considerations of personal 
ambitions or simply good fellowship should not be conclusive. The wel- 
fare of the Post is of the greater value and ought not to be either sac- 
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riflced or jeopardized to favor ambitions unless they are accompanied 
by merit and ability. 

V. Supplies are still furnished at the low prices heretofore announced, 
and every Post and Comrade ought to be fully equipped, the Post with 
Service Books, Rituals, Blue Book, Rules and Regulations, Blanks and 
other requisites, and the Comrades ought to have the Badge and Button 
always, and have the Badge correct and in good form all the time. An 
Officer should have the proper Rank-strap, but whether officer or other 
Comrade have the Badge, the proper Badge, and don't wear it with a 
soiled or torn ribbon when a new ribbon can be had for 5 cents. 

VI. All communications must be addressed to the Assistant Adjutant 
General. Make all Drafts, Checks and Money Orders payable to the 
order of the Assistant Quartermaster General, but enclose them to the 
Assistant Adjutant General. 

VII. The Department Commander reiterates his desire that active 
recruiting should be done with and among the lists of suspended and 
dropped members, as he is assured that very many who have left our 
ranks could be brought again to the Post rooms, and to the advantage, 
not only of those Comrades, but also to the Posts and to the organization 
generally. Have every man who is eligible to our ranks appreciate 
that it is his duty to be with his old Comrades of nearly forty years ago.

I. Post Officers elected to serve during 1901 must be installed at the 
first stated meeting in January, or at a special meeting called for that 
purpose as near the date of the regular meeting as may be possible. 

Posts will find it to their advantage to hold open installations, and the 
Department Commander recommends this course wherever feasible; 
suitable halls can be had in any community, if the Post room is not suffi- 
ciently large to accommodate the Comrades, their families and friends. 
It has been found by those Posts which have adopted this plan that 
beneficial results to a large degree have been obtained. The attendance 
of many members who have taken but little interest in the aftairs of 
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the Post is induced and the co-operation and good will of the general 
public is secured. 

II. On the recommendation of Comrade John McNevin, Chief Muster- 
ing Officer, the duties of Installing Officer will be performed by the 
Senior Past Post Commander present, although it is preferable that 
arrangements for an Installing Officer be made prior to the date set 
apart for the installation. Should a Past Commander decline to act 
the Post Commander may assign the duty to any Comrade who will 
serve. 

If a Post desires a Comrade other than a member of the Post to act 
as Installing Officer, it will first arrange with the Comrade and then 
forward the name of the Comrade so selected with hi» Post and post- 
office address to these Headquarters. 

Officers elect who may be absent at the installation must be installed 
by the Post Commander of by a Comrade assigned to that duty at the 
earliest possible date thereafter. 

III. Reports of Adjutants and Quartermasters, with per capita tax, 
for the term ending December 31, are due immediately after the last 
meeting held this month; from many of the Posts they are due now, and 
Post Commanders are directed to give personal attention to the prompt 
forwarding of the same, as under the Rules and Regulations Post Offi- 
cers for the ensuing year cannot be installed until such reports have 
been forwarded to Department Headquarters. 

Checks, drafts, money orders must be drawn to the order of the 
Assistant Quartermaster General, but enclosed to the Assistant Adju- 
tant General. Credentials of Representatives and Alternates to the 
Thirty-fifth Department Encampment, to be held at Gettysburg in June 
next, and Surgeons' Reports, should be forwarded promptly. Attention 
to this will materially aid the Officers of the Department. 

IV. Quartermasters are required to furnish bonds on the form provided 
by this office; where Quartermasters have been re-elected they will not 
be required to make new bonds unless the amount or condition of the 
securities has been changed. 

V. A realizing sense of the honor conferred on them by their Com- 
rades and a proper pride in our organization should induce every Post 
Officer to procure at once the badge of his office and to wear it at all Post 
Meetings and functions, and Post Commanders should see to it that 
their Posts are supplied with Rituals, Service Books, etc., to properly 
conduct every ceremony. 

VI. February 12th is the anniversary of the birth of Abraham Lincoln, 
and February 22d that of George Washington. Both these dates should 
be made the occasions of patriotic services and the Department Com- 
mander hopes that by public meetings, or in such form as the Posts may 
decide, these days will be given to patriotic ceremonies wherever there 
is a Post of the Grand Army of the Republic. School houses, churches 
or other large meeting places can be had for the purpose for the asking. 
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The people of every community will gladly aid in making the occasion 
successful. 

VII. Department Headquarters takes this opportunity to thank Com- 
rade Wm. F. Mullin, Assistant Quartermaster General, Department of 
New York, for "New York at Gettysburg," in three volumes, which 
has been added to our library through his courtesy. The work is one 
of great merit and is a valuable acquisition to our Department Head- 
quarters. 

VIII. The year now about closing has been one of success for our De- 
partment. The net loss in membership has been exceedingly small, and 
because of active work done in many of the Posts, suspended and 
dropped members have returned to their places In Post rooms, and some 
who have heretofore not known of the pleasures of membership with us 
have come to our ranks. There are many more who can be brought to 
seats in the Post rooms, and it is urged that efforts be made, even 
though at this late day, to increase our membership.

I. Countersigns, both National and Department, have been forwarded 
to all Posts from which per capita tax and reports for term ending De- 
cember 31st, 1900, have been received. Those Posts which have not yet 
sent their semi-annual reports for that term are now delinquent and 
subject to being reported in General Orders. 

Credentials of Representatives and Alternates to the Thirty-fifth 
Department Encampment , to be held at Gettysburg in June next, and 
postal cards giving names and addresses of Post Commanders, with 
nights of meeting and locations of Posts, have not all been received at 
these Headquarters. Commanders of Posts are directed to attend to the 
immediate forwarding of all such matters as have not yet been at- 
tended to. 

II. Every Post in this Department should make arrangements for the 
proper and patriotic celebration of the birthdays of Abraham Lincoln, 
February 12th, and of George Washington, February 22d. Let commit- 
tees be appointed by all the Posts to prepare programs, with speakers 
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and music, for the occasion; where the Post room is not of sufllcient size 
for accommodations, school houses, churches or other commodious 
places could be had for the asking. 

III. The Council of Administration has arranged for the Thirty-fifth 
Annual Department Encampment, to be held at Gettysburg during the 
week of June 3d to 8th next. Inasmuch as the Comrades and people of 
that historic town promise that the coming Encampment shall in every 
way exceed that of last year, notice is given thus early that Comrades 
and Posts may have ample time to make arrangements for the participa- 
tion of themselves and friends. Railroad rates will doubtless be as 
heretofore, one fare for the round trip, and accommodations can be had 
at from one dollar to three dollars a day, so that no matter where a 
Post may be located or where a Comrade resides, the exact cost may be 
readily determined, as any railroad ticket agent in the State can tell 
the cost of a one way ticket to Gettysburg, and the rates at hotels and 
boarding houses will vary as above. 

IV. Post Officers should advise the Comrades of the low prices at 
which all supplies are furnished, so that every Comrade may at all times 
be fully equipped with badges, buttons, ribbons and rank straps; every 
Officer should have the proper rank strap, and every Comrade, whether 
Officer or not, should keep his ribbon in good form always. 

V. Under the provisions of the Acts of Assembly relating to the Penn- 
sylvania Soldiers' and Sailors' Home at Erie and the Pennsylvania Sol- 
diers' Orphans* Schools, the Department Commander made the follow- 
ing appointments on the 16th inst.: 

Trustees of the Soldiers' and Sailors' Home: — Past Commanders-in- 
Chief Louis Wagner and Robert B. Beath; Past Department Commanders 
Thomas J. Stewart and H. H. Cumings, and Comrade John P. Nicholson, 
of Post No. 19. 

Soldiers' Orphans' Schools Commission: — Past Department Command-

VI. Circular letter from Headquarters Grand Army of the Republic, 
dated at St. Louis, December 27th, 1900, says: 

'*A circular letter from Hancock Post No. 2, Department of Texas, 
signed M. O. Perkins, making a touching appeal for help, is being cir- 
culated among the Posts. This appeal is wholly unauthorized by the 
Department of Texas, whose officers say that the parties signing the 
appeal have already received more than their share of money and 
supplies which were distributed by the Department of Texas."

And now the summons has come to Chill W. Hazzard. For two 
years he was without speech and without power of limbs; suftering 
such as no man can describe, suffering mentally and physically, he 
bore his afflictions with stoicism that evidenced the brave soldier. 

We love to think of "Chill" as we knew him in the vigor of his 
manhood; as a volunteer in that grand old Division — the Pennsyl- 
vania Reserves— he served his country faithfully and well as Lieu- 
tenant in Co. F, of the Twelfth Regiment. Later, promotion came 
to him and he was commissioned Captain of Co. I of the same 
command. Before the close of the war he was brevetted Major 
for gallant and meritorious conduct. 

In the Grand Army of the Republic, too. Comrade Hazzard made 
his impress; forceful, unique in speech, polished in oratory, per- 
fect in rhetorical expression, frank, zealous and aggressive; he was 
indeed a power in the counsels of our organization and a more than 
welcome visitor at all gatherings of the Comrades. 

As in our own Department, to which he always gave his thought 
and his zeal, so in all other Departments was Comrade Chill Haz- 
zard respected, esteemed and loved by the boys, who, with him, 
had worn the honored uniform of blue. 

In January, 1880, Comrade Hazzard was elected Department 
Commander and so earnest had been his administration, that at 
the end of the term he was able to report a net gain of fifty Posts 
and of four thousand two hundred and eighteen members; and 
with a thorough avoidance of self laudation or of seeming ostenta- 
tion, he said, referring in his address to the growth of the Depart- 
ment: — 

"Whatever success has been reached is due to the kindness and 
the warm support of the Comrades; for this I am deeply grateful 
and when I forget it, memory will have ceased to perform its 
office." 

Generous, grand, glorious Chill Hazzard! For all time to come 
thy great deeds, thy good works, the evidences of thy noble man- 
hood and of thy splendid comradeship will be nurtured in the 
hearts of thy Comrades. 

The bugle has sounded taps; one of God's chosen servants has 
pronounced the benediction; the clods of earth have forever hid- 
den the casket from view, but our happy recollections of dear old 
"Chill" will never fade away.

1. Two score years ago the reverberation of the first gun fired at Fort 
Sumter and the flag found its answer and its echo. Scarce had the 
smoke risen in Charleston Harbor ere the shriek of the fife, the blast of 
the bugle and the rattle of the drum were heard on every hilltop, in 
every valley, in every town and in every city, north and west, where 
loyalty dwelt. The farmer boy left the plough, the apprentice dropped 
his hammer, the office clerk put aside his pen, the student closed his 
book, and forsaking the vocations and pursuits of daily life these patri- 
otic boys donned the uniform of blue, grasped musket or saber and 
with unquivering voices sang "The Union Forever, Hurrah, Boys, Hur- 
rah!" in answer to the defiant shouts of secession and disunion. 

Four years of war, four years of deadly strife, four years of danger and 
or suffering, four years of privations and of daring, four years of devo- 
tion to one country and one fiag, four years of surging armies from the 
banks of the Susquehanna to the gulf -washed shores of the South, and 
from the surf of the Atlantic to far beyond the levees of the Mississippi, 
two great American armies fought inch by inch, foot by foot, the one 
for the perpetuity of the American Union, the other for its destruction! 
During these four years the grand old emblem of our National unity 
was kept to the breeze by the willing hands and strong hearts of the 
flower of our loyal young manhood and of our patriotic youth. 

On the sea, as on the land, brave lads who wore the honored uniform 
of blue won glory and renown; gallant boys who went down to the sea 
in ships sang cheerily "We will fight for freedom's Banner." 

Strewn on the ocean's bottom, down deep in the gulfs and bays, in the 
swamps and in the fields, under the magnolias and beneath the drooping 
willows, below the waving grain and the wild flowers, in the plain vil- 
lage churchyard and in the monument marked cemeteries of the cities, 
from the rock-bound coast of Maine to the shallow waters of the bayous 
of Louisiana, from the beaches and blufCs of the majestic Atlantic to 
and beyond the great mountains, where the imperial Pacific laves the 
western shores of our country— under the sod and beneath the sea— there 
are sleeping hundreds of thousands of those comrades of ours, who with 
us shared their pleasures and helped us endure our privations. 

To these comrades with whom we touched elbows in days of war, 
we pay our loving tribute; with sweet flowers, with sacred song and 
with streaming flags we will visit the silent cities of the dead and give 
praise to God that He had given such men, as were these comrades of 
ours, for that great struggle for free America.

II. In localities where there are two or more Posts, the oflacers or 
proper committees will arrange for a division of the work on Memorial 
Day. Very many of our Posts bring other organizations to join with 
them in the sacred services of the occasion, and it is urged that this be 
mad.e universal. Church congregations, school children, military and 
semi-military bodies and civic associations will be found glad to aid in 
paying tribute to America's dead heroes. 

III. In the Grand Army of the Republic May ^th, is Memorial Day 
and should be referred to by no other title. "Decoration Day" is ap- 
plied to May 30th, by those who advertise and use it for frolicking or 
sporting purposes. Comrades and their friends, all the people and the 
newspapers are solicited to refer to the day only as Memorial Day. 

IV. All Posts will arrange for divine service on Sunday, May 26th, and 
on this day the Posts should attend in uniform and in as large numbers 
as possible. Churches of every denomination and belief, pastors and 
congregations of every creed will give hearty welcome. Arrangements 
can be made with pastors for sermons and services especially adapted 
to the spirit of patriotism, in which can be recited what the war meant 
for universal freedom and extended Christianity. 

V. Schools should be visited by the comrades during the week of May 
20th to May 25th, that the youth of America might have lessons of patri- 
otism taught them by the men who were the participants in the great 
war for the preservation of the Union; added to this would be the feature 
of interesting the youth of our land in paying homage to the memory 
of those gallant comrades who are now "sleeping under the sod and 
the dew."

I. As heretofore announced, the Thirty-fifth Annual Department En- 
campment will be held at Gettysburg, the week of June 3d to 8th. 
Department Headquarters will be established at the Eagle Hotel, on 
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Tuesday, June 4th, at 3 o'clock P. M., where Post Commanders will 
report promptly with credentials. 

II. The following Comrades are appointed a committee on credentials: 
Robert B. Wallace, Assistant Adjutant General; Samuel P. Town, Post 
2; Thofi. H. Cole, Post 67; John N. Reber, Post 191; J. Henry Holcomb, 
Post 51. 

III. The sessions of the Encampment will begin Wednesday, June 
5th, and will be held at the Brua Memorial Hall, in the College grounds. 

IV. The Trunk Line Association has fixed railroad rates at **one fare 
for the round trip," from all points in Pennsylvania. Tickets to be sold 
and to be good, going June 1st to 4th, returning to June 10th. No card- 
orders required; ask for "Grand Army round trip ticket to Gettysburg." 

V. Comrades and Posts not yet supplied with quarters should write 
at once to Comrade Jacob Kitzmiller, Gettysburg, Pa., stating how many 
want accommodations, and whether at hotels, boarding houses, or with 
private families. Rooms, with board, can be had from $1.00 to ?3.00 
per day. 

VI. Camp-fires and reunions will be held at Post No. 9's headquarters, 
Xavier Hall, the Court House, and at other suitable places. Memorial 
and Song Services will be held, under the direction of Department 
Chaplain Sayers, at the National Cemetery. The children and faculty 
of the Soldiers' Orphans' School, at Scotland, with its two brass bands, 
one of boys and the other of girls, will visit Gettysburg during the En- 
campment. 

VII. The following standing resolution is repeated for the guidance 
of members of the Encampment: "At Encampments, all Representa- 
tives shall wear the prescribed uniform of the Department of Pennsyl- 
vania." 

VIII. Po»t Chaplains will make reports, immediately after May 30th, 
of the observance of Memorial Day in their several localities. These 
reports should be forwarded to Department Chaplain John W. Sayers, 
No. 1509 North Twentieth Street, Philadelphia; and as he is required to 
summarize these and make his report to the Chaplain-in-Chief prior 
to July 15th, it is necessary that Post Chaplains should be prompt. 

IX. Herewith are enclosed blanks A and B, for semi-annual reports 
of Adjutants and Quartermasters. Figures in red ink represent the 
number of members reported in good standing December 31, and must 
not be changed. These blanks, properly filled and signed, with en- 
closure for per capita tax, should be forwarded immediately at the close 
of the last Poet meeting in June. The Rules and Regulations require 
the Assistant Adjutant General to make report for the Department not 
later than July 15th, to National Headquarters. This is made possible 
if Post Commanders give personal attention to the forwarding of Post 
reports not later than July 1st. 

X. Make all checks, drafts and money orders payable to the order of 
the Assistant Quartermaster General, but enclose with the report to the 
Assistant Adjutant General. The per capita tax is ten cents for each

member in good standing, and the rules and regulations provide that a 
member is in good standing until suspended by vote of the Post. 

XI. Supplies are still furnished at the low prices which have prevailed. 
Post Ofllcers and other Comrades who propose participating in the De- 
partment or National Encampments should see to it that badges, badge 
ribbons and lapel buttons are in good form. Posts should keep sup- 
plied with rituals, service books, blanks, blue book, etc.

Gettysburg, June 3d to Sth, 1901. 

With a view of completing preliminary arrangements, the Assistant 
Adjutant General with other Comrades went to Gettysburg on Saturday, 
June 5th, reaching that historic town about two o'clock P. M., and soon 
learned that the energetic committee there, with Comrade William T. 
Ziegler as its Chairman, had everything in readiness. 

From Saturday until the Wednesday morning following, the two 
railroads entering the town, the Philadelphia and Reading Railway 
Company and the Western Maryland Railroad Company, brought Com- 
rades, their wives, families and friends, who came by hundreds by 
regular and special trains until it seemed as if Gettysburg would be put 
to extremities to house and provide for the thousands of visitors who 
had traveled from far and near to participate in the Encampment and 
to absorb the patriotic inspiration which can be had nowhere as on 
the greatest of the World's Battlefields. 

On Sunday, June 2d, the early arrivals, following the bent of their in- 
clinations, attended church, visited the National Cemetery, and tramped 
the fields where hostile armies had met, thirty-eight years before. 

Monday the throng began to arrive and all day was spent in visits 
to Reynold's Grove, Cemetery Ridge, Gulp's Hill, Barlow's Knoll, 
Spangler's Springs, Peach Orchard, Ziegler's Grove, Devil's Den, Wheat 
Field, Round Top and other points replete with personal experiences 
of many of the old boys and of unceasing interest to men, women and 
children. In the evening Corporal Skelly Post No. 9 held its usual 
weekly muster, in its own comfortable home; the large assembly room 
was crowded to its utmost capacity by visiting Comrades, among whom 
were Commander-in-Chief Rasseiur, Quartermaster General Burrows 
(both of whom had reached Gettysburg during the afternoon), and 
Comrade James O'Donnell, of the Department of Illinois. 

The Comrades above named, with others who were present, gave inter- 
esting addresses; members of the Post and visitors alike being well 
pleased with the occasion. 

Tuesday, the 4th, added to the already large gathering; train after 
train brought hundreds upon hundreds. At 10 o'clock the pupils. and 
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faculty of the Soldiers' Orphans' Industrial School, 269 pupils and 31 
of the faculty and employes of the Scotland School, arrived and no- 
where were visitors ever more cordially welcomed than were these 
Orphans of our Comrades. 

The visit of the School is perhaps best shown in the following memo- 
randa, given as an itinerary of the trip of these wards of the Grand 
Army: 



THE SCOTLAND SOLDIERS' ORPHANS' INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL 
VISITS THE ENCAMPMENT. 

The entire school, comprising one hundred and fifty-one boys and one 
hundred and eighteen girls and thirty-one teachers and other em- 
ployes in charge of Captain Skinner, Superintendent; Colonel Bam- 
brick, Principal and Military Instructor, and I^iss Jennie Martin, Matron, 
left Scotland June 4th, on a special train over the Cumberland Valley 
and Western Maryland Railroads, arriving at Gettysburg at 10 A. M. 
They were met at the station by members of the Soldiers' Orphans' 
School Commission and by a delegation of members of the Grand Army 
of the Republic and escorted through the principal streets to the Theo- 
logical Seminary and public school building; where the girls and boys 
were quartered respectively. At 2 P. M. the boys' band gave a concert 
in front of the Eagle Hotel, after which they escorted the survivors of 
the 187th Pa. Vol. to Brua Hall, where a reunion of this regiment was 
held. At 3.30 the entire school attended a special song service con- 
ducted by Chaplain Sayers at the Rostrum in the National Cemetery, 
ihe girls' choir leading in the singing and giving some special exercises. 

The time from 6 to 7.30 P. M. was devoted to an exhibition drill 
by the boys and Calisthenics by the girls on the college campus. These 
exercises were witnessed by several thousand persons and elicited round 
after round of applause. So dense was the crowd that it was very diflft- 
cult to clear a space sufficiently large for the exercises. 

At 8 P. M. both boys' and girls' silver cornet bands and the girls' 
glee club marched to Xavier Hall, where the camp fire was to be held 
and gave a musical and elocutionary program before a crowded house, 
lasting until 9 P. M., when the camp-fire proper began. Before leaving 
the Hall, Gen. Miller,' the retiring Department Commander, addressed 
the boys and girls, complimenting them highly on all the exercises of 
the day. 

At 10 A. M. Wednesday morning, the boys' band and boys' battalion 
escorted Department Headquarters from the Eagle Hotel to Xavier Hall, 
after which the entire school was conveyed in trolley cars to the battle- 
field, where all points of interest were visited and where they were pho- 
tographed, grouped about Hancock monument. Capt. Long, the cele- 
brated battle-field guide, accompanied them and pointed out at length 
most of the leading features of the battle. After returning from the 
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battle-field and partaking of a feast of good things in the grove near 
the Seminary building, the homeward trip was begun, the utmost 
enthusiasm being manifested as the children marched through the 
the streets to the depot to take the train that landed them back at 
Scotland at 10 P. M., a very tired but a very happy and enthusiastic 
crowd of youngsters. 

But one opinion was expressed by those who witnessed their exercises 
and their general conduct during the trip and that was of the most fa- 
vorable character. Especially were the old soldiers delighted, many of 
whom shed tears as they saw these children of their dead and disabled 
comrades marching by. There was something, no doubt, in the vigor- 
ous step, and splendid marching of these boys to remind them of the 
days, now long gone by, when as boys themselves and not much older, 
they marched forward into the heat and flame of the great battle for 
national unity and national life. It may be added here that the sol- 
diers, orphans' schools system is emphatically the child of the Grand 
Army of the Republic in Pennsylvania and that organization has every 
reason to feel proud of its offspring. 

At 3 o'clock, on Tuesday, the Assistant Adjutant General opened 
Department Headquarters in the reading room of the Eagle Hotel; here 
the Committee on Credentials received the credentials of Post Com- 
manders, Representatives (or Alternatives) and issued badges for those 
reported to be present. 

Department Chaplain Sayers opened a service of song in the National 
Cemetery at 3.30 P. M., being assisted by the Rev. Alexander H. Leo; 
hundreds upon hundreds of Comrades and their friends attended this 
very interesting service, made the more so by the participation in the 
exercises of the 300 children from the Industrial School. Among the 
speakers at t^e Service of Song were Junior Vice Commander-in-Chief, 
Comrade John F. Lovatt, of the Department of New Jersey, and Past 
Senior Vice Department Commander, Comrade Charles F. Chidsey, of 
Post No. 217. 

In the evening, at 8 o'clock, the Camp-flre which had previously been 
announced, was started at Xavier's Hall, and although the evening was 
unpleasantly warm within doors, the Hall was literally packed with 
residents of and visitors to Gettysburg. After a selection by the 
splendid bands of the Industrial School, Comrade Zlegler, of the Gettys- 
burg Committee, Introduced Past Department Commander Morrison 
as the Chairman. Comrade Burnell, the Department stenographer, 
makes the following report of the Camp-fire: 

Past Department Commander Morrison: 

"Ladles, gentlemen and Comrades,* I will present to you a citizen of 
Gettysburg, a citizen of New York, a citizen of Pennsylvania, a soldier 
of the war of the rebellion, a comrade of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public; one whom you all know, General Charles H. T. CoUls, the com- 
;nander of the old 114th Pennsylvania Volunteers," 
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General Collis: "Commander, ladies and gentlemen and Comrades of 
the Grand Army of the Republic of the Department of Pennsylvania: 
The honor has been conferred upon me by the people of Gettysburg to 
tender to you a hearty welcome to their town. I am not native here 
nor to the manor born, but I love the place for the deeds of heroism, of 
self-sacrifice and patriotism which were performed here. It goes with- 
out saying that no body of men could possibly receive a more generous 
welcome from the people of Gettysburg than the citizen soldiery of 
Pennsylvania who ranked themselves upon the Union side during the 
war to suppress the rebellion. What the sons of Pennsylvania did 
upon this great battlefield forms a brilliant page in the history of our 
country, and from memory I may recall to you some of the incidents to 
the credit of Pennsylvania. This great Keystone State gave for this 
battle 74 regiments and 5 batteries. It gave to the Army of the Potomac 
its skilful commander, General George Gordon Meade, of Philadelphia. 
The leader of the advance of the army, who gave his life for the cause, 
after placing a Philadelphia regiment in a position to open the battle, 
was General John F. Reynolds, of Lancaster. The man who stayed the 
retreat — I may say the rout, on the night of the first of July and reformed 
the line of battle, who brought order out of chaos and sent word back 
to his commander that this was the place to fight it out, was Winfield 
Scott Hancock, of Norristown. 

"It was a brigade of six Pennsylvania regiments (which I myself had 
the honor subsequently to command), consisting of the 57th, 63d, 68th, 
105th, 114th, and the 141st, that received the terrific enfilading fire of 
Longstreet on the afternoon of the 2d of July at the Peach Orchard. It 
was through the skill of Humphreys and Birney* two Pennsylvanians, 
that Longstreet was held so long in check upon that memorable day, 
and it was the division of the Pennsylvania Reserves, commanded by 
Crawford, McCandless and Fisher, which ultimately repulsed the enemy 
and maintained the line. (Applause.) It was a brigade of regiments 
raised in Philadelphia that withstood the terrific onslaught of Pickett, 
on the third day, and rendered such assistance in finally repelling that 
assault, and It was a Pennsylvanian who interrupted and defeated Jeb 
Stuart's scheme to march his cavalry round our right flank and turn it 
while Pickett made the charge in the center. I refer to David McGregor 
Gregg, of Reading. 

"I am instructed to say by my fellow-citizens of Gettysburg (and I 
am proud to call them my fellow-citizens, I spend a portion of every 
year with them), that there was not a spot on this field, and there was 
not an hour during these three days* fight when Pennsylvania did 
not add something to the lustre of her great history. I am for these 
reasons told to give you thrice welcome and you are cordially invited 
to enjoy yourselves while you are here; you have captured the town, 
you saved it and you are entitled to own it. You will see many things 
here to interest you, among others, very beautiful faces; I think the 
girls now look Just as they did in '61, '63 and '65. (Great applause.) 
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Unfortunately we don't look just the same to them, but we knew their 
mothers, and we loved their mothers, God bless them, and I hope 
that we are not all so old that there is not a little warm place in their 
hearts for us even if we are not of the present generation. 

"In your meanderings around the battle-field during the present week, 
my Comrades, you will see much to make you love your country. You 
will see that the government has done everything in its power through 
its very able commissioners who have charge of the work here, to make 
this great field attractive to visitors, and you will have the opportunity 
of giving the lie to the charge so often made that republic are ungrate- 
ful, and what you see here and what you hear here may as well be unseen 
and unheard unless you carry away with you from Gettysburg some new 
thought, some new inspiration which will be useful to your fellow 
countrymen. If to-night I can sow the seed, in the minds of my old 
Comrades, of this new thought and they will fructify it and make it 
bloom, I shall be very proud of the opportunity that has been afforded 
me this evening to say a few words to you. You will all visit the Na- 
tional Cemetery where on Memorial Day the little school children lay 
flowers on the graves of our fallen Comrades, and it is the most beau- 
tiful ceremony that I have ever witnessed in the world, and I have been 
nearly all over it. You of course will go to that cemetery, and there 
you will see lifting its great and beautiful shaft, a fine and colossal 
monument erected by a proud State to commemorate the valor of our 
fallen brave, a monument that cost more than $60,000 erected by the 
great State of New York, and you will go down along Hancock's line 
and there you will find that the State of Vermont has erected a monolith 
of granite to perpetuate the memory of Stannard*s gallant brigade, and 
a little farther south you will note where Minnesota, an infant State, 
comes here and erects a proud tribute to that splendid regiment, the 
First Minnesota, which lost the greatest percentage of any regiment in 
the battle. 

"Now my Pennsylvania Comrades, I want to say to you that there 
is nothing on this field to mark the fact that 74 Pennsylvania regiments 
and 5 batteries fought here to maintain the Union and save the integ- 
rity of the nation, but the bronze figures and tablets mostly erected 
by the men themselves with a slight contribution afterwards from the 
State. There is no monument which for all time shall perpetuate the 
valor of the great mass of Pennsylvania soldiers, and I want to insist 
that before I die and before you all die, in order that our children and 
our grand-children may come here, I want to see a superb work of 
art erected by the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania to commemorate the 
deeds performed here by her fallen sons. 

"There are lots of appropriate places for it, preferably I should say 
in the centre of the town, which you Pennsylvanians saved. If it is 
brought about, and I hope it will be this year; if not, when the Legisla- 
ture next meets, I hope to see that great monument erected, and I hope 
that you will see that your representatives respond to this. I want to 
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see it surmounted by that great and good soldier's friend, Andrew G. 
Curtin. (Great applause.) 

"Now, having spoken for my constituents, the citizens of Gettysburg, 
whose hearts are opened to you, allow me to say for myself, that I wish 
you a charming time, good weather, and that you may return to your 
homes satisfied with your visit, and that you will not forget the monu- 
ment." (Great applause.) 

Past Department Commander Morrison: I take great pleasure in now 
introducing to you Department Commander Charles Miller. 

Department Commander Miller: "Comrades of the Grand Army of 
the Republic and citizens of Gettysburg: It was in '63 that the noble 
Army of the Potomac came into Gettysburg and the enemy became 
theirs; it is to-day that we come here and we are yours. We are in- 
deed very glad to visit this memorable spot, on& so dear to every Ameri- 
can citizen because of the victory that was won here in July, '63, when 
the enemies of the Union attempted to invade Pennsylvania and the sol- 
diers of the North said, thus far and no farther. They were driven 
back out of this great and glorious Commonwealth; they were driven 
back into the South and not long thereafter Sherman's March to the Sea 
and Grant's attack around Richmond ended the cruel and bloody war, 
and what has been the result? The greatest and most glorious country 
upon the face of the green earth has been brought about. Institutions 
have been established that would honor any country. It is worth while 
to travel a long distance to visit the schools established to care for the 
orphans of those who are now sleeping beneath the sod. What more 
beautiful tribute can I pay than to say that what we saw here to-night 
is a far more enduring monument than any other, for monuments will 
perish and crumble to dust, but here we have girls, soldiers* girls, that 
have delighted our hearts with sweet music, and it rejoices us to look 
upon these sweet faces, and all the sweet faces that are here in Gettys- 
burg, and there are many of them, for we have seen them. We are 
glad to be with you, we are glad to speak of the sacrifices that our 
Comrades made years ago and we rejoice in our victory and the 
bringing about of such glorious results; indeed, there is no battlefield 
upon this earth that stirs our hearts like Gettysburg. We can think 
of difCerent nations going to war, but the war of the rebellion was a 
family affair, it was hard for brother to stand against brother; it re- 
quired more than ordinary nerve to fight the battles of the Union 
against our fellow-citizens of the South, and it was that love of country— 
a united country, that sustained our arms and through the providence 
of God gave us the victory. 

"I was thinking this evening that you have made it so delightfully 
pleasant that we could almost wish that our encampment might be 
held every six months. It seems but a few months since, a very few 
months to me since we ivere here before. Time is passing swiftly but 
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the memory of the deeds done by the boys in blue will be our inheri- 
tance forever. 

"We thank you in behalf of the Grand Army of the Republic for the 
delightful and pleasant reception, and we desire to thank Comrade Collis 
for the kind words spoken, and I assure you that as we go to our homes 
we will take with us sweet memories. We shall often think of this 
battle-field; we shall think of the dead who are sleeping beneath the sod 
here; we shall think of the monuments that are being erected by the 
different States to commemorate the bravery of the men who fell here, 
and we shall go home and endeavor to be living monuments; to be 
loyal and true and faithful to Old Glory so long as we shall live. 

"I thank you again for your kindness and trust that our stay here 
may be one long to be remembered, because of our good deportment." 
(Applause.) 

Past Department Commander Morrison: "I am going to introduce a 
much younger speaker the next time, not an old soldier, not a member 
of the Grand Army of the Republic, but a member of the Scotland Sol- 
diers' Orphans' School, Miss Beatrice Hayne." 

Recitation by Miss Hayne, which was greeted with hearty applause. 

Past Department Commander Morrison: Let me present a Comrade 
to you now whom many of you folks know. We have national encamp- 
ments, where we elect Commanders-in-Chief. Pennsylvania ordinarily 
has quite a voice in that matter, and I take great pleasure in introduc- 
ing to you Comrade Leo Rasseur, Commander-in-Chief of the Grand 
Army of the Republic. 

Commander-in-Chief Rasseiur: "Mr. Chairman, ladies and gentlemen 
and Comrades: I have traveled from the western banks of the Missis- 
sippi to be here with my Comrades of Pennsylvania to manifest not 
only my appreciation of the good work that they have done for the 
Grand Army of the Republic, but the appreciation of the organization 
itself for this grand Department to which you Comrades belong. I 
coud not stay at home and be just to those who had elevated me to 
the proud position which I occupy and so I am here in the midst of 
Pennsylvanians enjoying with them the hospitality of this beautiful 
spot. I do not know that I can add anything to what has been said 
h.ere to-night; the thoughts that well up in my mind have been in 
part expressed when I saw the orphans taken care of as they are by 
this great State. When I looked into the bright faces of these girls 
and boys I said to myself that if a public home ever came near to the 
real home it does so in this State and these children are enjoying real 
homes. (Applause.) I thank you for what you are doing for them. 
They are as near and dear to us as our own. We feel a special interest 
in them, an interest such as their fathers would have felt in our chil- 
dren if they had lived and we had died, and when I oon^i^^r wJiat they 
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have given to their country all that which you do for them is no charity, 

no, for no matter how much you do, still you are in their debt. I 
do not want these children that are here to-night to feel that they have 
done their full duty until they have gone out in the world and success- 
fuly carved their future. There can be nothing but brightness in store 
for them if they will but be true to the teachings they now enjoy and 
true to the memory of the lives of their ancestors. If they will bear 
in mind what their fathers did and what their mothers must have 
counseled their fathers to do, they cannot be other than true citizens 
and children of this grand State. 

"Our Comrade, General Collis, who spoke a little while ago about 
the beautiful cemetery and the battle-field surrounding it, referred to 
the absence of a State monument for Pennsylvania soldiers, I am 
not surprised that Pennsylvania has not erected a monument, O no, this 
grand State is a monument of the Union; she need but point to the 
history of her work if she wishes, and that speaks for her as no mon- 
ument can speak, but I suspect this great State is in the monument 
business after all. I have seen some fine monuments, and I imagine 
the powers that be were a little afraid that if they put up a fine structure 
here, some other State might put up a finer, and they are waiting to see 
all the others do what is in their power, and then they will step forward 
and say the Keystone State will do still more. The time is coming and 

1 have no doubt when Pennsylvania's name is called, she will respond 
as she responded in '61 ; she will not fail to be on hand when required to 
do a patriotic duty; she will not fail to respond when she is called 
upon in any way to uphold this glorious Union of ours for all time to 
come, not only to maintain the rich heritage of the past, but to go for- 
ward on the lines of right, still further to raise the standard of this 
country so that future generation may have all that can possibly be 
expected, and so that foreign nations may see the standard and be led 
to the bright light of human liberty. 

"The Grand Army of the Republic is no ordinary organization; we 
may not all be good looking nor young, but we belong to an organization 
into which the monarchs of Europe could not get with all their wealth 
and power, and all the multi-millionaires of this country could not 
possibly gain entrance unless they served when this country's life was 
in danger from '61 to '65 and had an honorable discharge to attest their 
service and to manifest their eligibility. (Great applause.) 

"Our organization is built upon such broad lines that the humblest 
soldier of that war — he who served as a private in the rear rank, stands 
in that organization as the equal of the generals of the United States 
Army who stand or have stood at the head of that army. (Applause.) 
To my mind it means an immense deal that this is so, probably be- 
cause I served as one of the very humble soldiers, but it means a great 
deal, because it indicates what is evidenced by your battle-field as one 
travels over it from one side to the other. Generals performed, no 
doubt, g^and seryice in planning the battle, and in laying down the 
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lines on which the battle should be fought, but when you read the history 
of that battle it was the soldiers in the ranks that made it possible to 
defeat that power that undertook to over-run Pennsylvania and destroy 
the Union. It was the soldier who carried the musket; it was he who 
manned the guns that did the fighting on that day, and who made it 
possible for our flag to continue to float in glory as it does. Yes, it was 
their work that made it possible to keep that flag stainless as it is to-day 
and as it was not in '61 in the South when human beings were held 
in bondage, just as much human beings as we who are white, and took 
from them the liberty which their creator intended they should enjoy. 
(Applause.) 

"Out on the Mississippi river in '63, the Army of the Tennessee thought 
what a grand, glorious present our army would tender to Abraham 
Lincoln, and the country, on the natal day of this country, the 4th 
of July, '63, when they sent the message 'thirty thousand prisoners at 
Vicksburg, captured by the Army of the Tennessee.' It was a proud 
thought, my friends, and you can imagine that thousands of us who 
thought of it glorifled in the thought, and could not resist thinking that 
the President would be proud of that western army, but when the news 
reached us of the glorious fight at Gettysburg, our army sent up cheer 
upon cheer when it learned that the greatest army of the South had 
been defeated by the grand old Army of the Potomac on this field of 
Gettysburg on that same 4th of July. There was no longer any joking 
at the expense of the Army of the Potomac. We were as proud of their 
achievements as we were of our own, and we felt that the President 
had more than good news on the 4th of July, '63, and that the day 
would be memorable for all time to come, not alone in our own country 
but wherever the history of a free people is read but it remained for 
one man in our midst, my friends, to tell us what I did not know nor 
any member of the Army of the Tennessee, nor any person in either 
of our great armies. Not long ago in the city of St Louis we elected 
a mayor, a quite tall, six-footer, a splendid looking man, and he has a 
Grand Army record. Not long ago he made a speech and spoke of the 
great deeds at Vicksburg but he said also that at Gettysburg we mani- 
fested our greatest strength, in other words, our Grand Army man either 
was not willing to rest on the laurels of one place or he was determined 
to have the laurels of both, and some of us wondered how he did it. 
1 think the children that we saw here to-day from the Orphans' School 
would have detected him in trying to claim laurels not really his. 

"I want to thank you for your kind attention to-night, and to thank 
you for the way in which you have received the Grand Army. It is 
exceedingly gratifying to me to know that there is no organization that 
receives from you more attention than the Grand Army. I want to 
say to you also that when you have visitors to the great field of Gettys- 
burg, do not fail to bear in mind the common soldier who gave up his 
life on that field, and when monuments are erected, let them be erected 
^s well to that humble soldier as to the General, and let us cj^rry out 
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General Collis' idea, that the great War Governor of this State, the one 
who ceaselessly labored to accomplish the greatest good during the war, 
who was ever ready to respond to every call, let the figure of that 
Governor be at the top of that monument as the representative of the 
people that stood behind him during that war, and made possible 
the sacrifices that were made in the interest of the country; let that 
monument be built, and let it be the grandest of all monuments as 
carrying with it the grandest of ideas." (Great applause.) 

Past Department Commander Morrison: "At the suggestion of Miss 
Patterson, of the Scotland Industrial School, I am going to introduce Mr. 
John Black to you. Corporal John Black, there he is." 

A quite small member of the Soldier's Orphans' School came forward 
and favored the Camp-fire with a humorous recitation, which was re- 
ceived with hearty applause, and this was followed by a song by several 
members of the girls* glee club. 

Past Department Commander Morrison: "One of our girls, Miss 
Wright, of the Soldiers' Orphans' School, will now give us a recitation." 

Miss Wright gave a recitation, which was received with applause. 

Past Department Commander Morrison: "These boys and girls were 
called at four o'clock this morning to get ready to start for Gettysburg, 
and you can appreciate the necessity for them to get to their little beds 
as early as possible. There are very few of you, with your bald heads 
and gray hair down there, who know what it means to get up at four 
o'clock in the morning; very many of you know what it is perhaps to 
turn in at four, but that is different. Before we part with the children 
we are going to have the bugle calls by Herbert Mengle and Edith Bar- 
rett." (Great applause as they come forward and rendered the calls cor- 
rectly and in perfect unison.) - 

Department Commander Miller: "When a Roman lady was asked by 
her neighbor to bring out her gems, she brought out her two sons, and 
said, 'These are my jewels,' and I want to-night on behalf of the Grand 
Army of the Republic of Pennsylvania, to point to these young girls 
and boys and say to the world, 'These are our jewels,' and as Depart- 
ment Commander of Pennsylvania, and I am sure I voice the sentiment 
of every person here this evening, we tender unto these boys and girls 
our sincere thanks for their kindness in entertaining us so delightfully, 
and we wish you Godspeed and may God bless and keep you, and may 
you grow up to be such good men and women that the Grand Army 
of the Republic may never need to blush for any action of yours, but 
rather that we may be increasingly proud of you as our beautiful jewels, 
shining more unto the perfect day." (Applause.) 

Department Commander Morrison: "I have been requested to ask 
if Comrade James O'Donnell, of Illinois, is in the room?" 
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Comrade O'Donnell did not respond. 

Past Department Commander Morrison: "We have here with us to- 
night some Comrades who have tramped all over this grand State in our 
Grand Army work and most of the folks here know them all. The first 
one that I will introduce to you is Department Chaplain Sayers, who 
will tell you some funny stories.'* 

The Chaplain: "Let me say to the friends that are back yonder who 
are standing up, that if you wait until I get through, you will hear 
perhaps the best thing that you have heard yet, with one exception, 
for Past Commander Stewart is to come after. Now, Mr. Chairman, 
when General Collis made that magnificent address of welcome, I said 
to myself, coming here year after year, looking into the faces of so 
many men who have been here every time, almost, that we had an 
encampment, no men meet any more gracious welcome than the people 
of Gettysburg always give to the old soldier, for you may go where you 
will, and though everywhere we are kindly received, there is no place 
where to us it seems so much like home as when we come back to this 
spot, and find the people everywhere ready to show us all the courtesy 
and the kindness that it is possible for them to do, and so I want to 
thank them that they have kept it up all these years, and then the 
Commander-in-Chief of the Grand Army of the Republic having made 
such a magnificent speech as he did, coming here from St. Louis, but 
he don't know very much about Pennsylvania soldiers, nor abouf Get- 
tysburg, for if he had known, he would have looked at you in a 
different way from what he did, when he described the great monument. 
Our Department Commander made a splendid speech too, and was car- 
ried away to make a second speech because of the boys and girls that 
were here, and I am not surprised for I believe the man who hasn't 
any heart for the boys and girls of the Soldiers' Orphans' School, hasn't 
any heart for anything anywhere. (Great applause.) They expect me 
to tell you a story, but I have too much work on hand to do anything 
of that kind. I have got work to-morrow, and I had work to-day and 
if you had been on the ground you would have enjoyed our song service, 
and unless they keep us in the encampment, we will have another to- 
morrow. We want to get the best out of it, and there is a thought 
that I want to express to you now, for to me it was sad. To-day in 
coming up the main street I remembered the time some years ago, when 
one who was at every camp-fire with me, and we were always together 
at the one place and when I looked in there, I said to a friend who was 
with me, 'Hazzard and I used to stop at that place,' but now he has 
gone, and how many more since we gathered here last year have gone. 
Judge Slegel was on this stage last year. He has gone. Nine hundred 
and thirty men of our Department have been mustered out and gone 
into camp on the other side of the irver. I know not what a kind Provi- 
dence has in store for you and me, but I pray that if it shall be either 
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of us, that it may be said of us that we did our part as well and that we 
shall hear the Commander-in-Chief say, 'Well done, good and faithful 
servants,' for after all, as we honor ourselves, and as we respect our- 
selves do we deserve to be respected by the community in which we live, 
and so I hope that we will go forward until the last page is finished in 
the history of the Grand Army of the Republic, for there will never be 
another organization like it. There has never bfeen one before and 
there will never be another. The flower of the 19th century was in 
that army, the brains of the 19th century; the patriotism and the good 
citizenship of the American people were in that army, and we have in 
a measure, at least, introduced and filled the hearts of the boys and 
girls as they enter upon the 20th century with the spirit that filled us in 
'61 and '65, and I pray that God may help us while we live that we 
may be loyal and true and worthy, wherever we may be placed, and 
that we may do our part well, and we ^all receive our reward. God 
bless you all." (Applause.) 

Past Department Commander Morrison: *'Stewart is a Presbyterian, 
and we have another Methodist here that I want to introduce to you. 
Comrade Adams, of Philadelphia." 

Comrade Adams: "Mr. Chairman, ladies and Comrades: Very briefly 
I want to call your attention to the assertion which was made some 
years ago by one of the Bishops of the Episcopal church who made the 
assertion that 'the days of chivalry are gone and the days of humanity 
have come.* For some time I was trying to determine just what time 
the days of chivalry disappeared and the days of humanity began, and 
I came to this conclusion, that about the time chivalry disappeared, hu- 
manity began, which was about the time that President Lincoln signed 
the Emanicpation Proclamation. Previous to that time America was 
under false colors. We posed as a free people, but were not, because 
throughout all our Southland we had humanity in the bonds of slavery, 
and under cruel taskmasters, but like the (ftiildren of Israel bound under 
old Pharoah they multiplied and they multiplied until their numbers 
became legion, and God in his own due time raised up for those people 
in the Southland a leader, just as he did in the olden time, a leader for 
the children of Israel, and emancipation was declared, and through 
emancipation, and through the musket and the sabre and the gun, they 
attained their freedom. To-day their number through our entire land 
is legion, and to-day this country is free from east to west and from 
north to south with one exception, and I would to God that every one 
within the sound of my voice, every one in Pennsylvania, every one 
throughout the United States were free, free from the thraldom of sin 
and of vice and of iniquity. It seems to me, Comrades, at times as 
though the disease of sin was on the rampage, especially when we come 
to Memorial Day, when by some people the day is turned into a day of 
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frolic and dissipation, when it ought to be, not only to the veteran and 
to the veteran's wife, but to every American citizen, it ought to be the 
most sacred day of the 365. 

"Now, Comrades, I promised that I would be short, and I will stop 
and give way to Comrade Stewart; I would like to talk to you an hour." 
(Applause.) 

Past Department Commander Morrison: "The Chaplain asked me to 
have Comrade Stewart follow him. I forgot to ask the Chaplain whether 
he meant to immediately follow or just later, after a while. I had 
agreed with two or three Comrades who were here in the early part of 
the evening not to call on them. They made assurance doubly sure by 
getting out when I was not looking, but I am going to introduce to you 
a Comrade whom you seem to want. Past Department Commander 
Thomas J. Stewart" (Great applause as Comrade Stewart came for- 
ward upon the platform.) 

Past Commander Stewart: "This, is the first time in my life that I 
ever followed two Methodists when there was not a collection taken up." 
(On hearing this remark, both the Chaplain and Comrade Adams came 
forward with their hats, which created much amusement.) 

"Brother Adams will take the left aisle and Brother Sayers the right. 
I know how it is done. 

"I have been very much amused at the Camp-fire to-night. I think 
that the Camp-fires in the old times were held mainly for amusement 
I think they used to make bets as to which could tell the biggest lie 
or the most unlikely story. The Chaplain and I weren't in it I was 
amused with what earnestness and sincerity the Chaplain said that if 
the people in the rear end of the hall would only come up front, they 
would not miss the speech that they will miss if they sit back there. I 
am sure that the Chaplain made one of the best Camp-fire speeches I 
ever heard him make and he has been at it for thirty odd years, and it 
is pretty hard to get up a new speech, but he got in something new this 
time; then it was very amusing to see Morrison, who put me in mind 
of an old New Hampshire clergyman when he said he had *an announce- 
ment to make,' and held up the paper and looked over his glasses. He 
didn't look through them once to-night. 

"There was an old New Hampshire deacon on one occasion who was 
very hard of hearing, and he called upon this clergyman and wanted 
to make an announcement at the morning service in regard to some 
new hymn books that he had, so the old clergyman said he might make 
the announcement some time during the service; the man who was 
selling the hymn book and who wanted to make the announcement to 
the congregation, sat. in the front pew, and when the time came the 
clergyman said *We have a brother with us this morning who desires 
to make an announcement,' but the deacon was a little deaf and did 
not hear what was said, and the clergyman repeated it and told him to 
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get up, and he got up, and he said, 'I am here to sell hymn books and 
I have got a new edition and I will furnish them to you in job lots, and 
I can give you a fine hymn book for 50 cents each, all of them that you 
want' Then he sat down, and the clergyman rose and said, 'I under- 
stand we have an infant here this morning for baptism, and the parents 
will please come forward and present it to be baptized,' and then this 
old fellow who was selling the hymn books thought the clergyman was 
saying something about the hymn books, and he got up and said, *Yes, 
by the way, I forgot to say that I can furnish you the same kind, bound 
in full morocco for |1.50 each.' (Great laughter.) 

*'I was amused too at the way Morrison has been running this Camp- 
fire. He wanted to let all the curiosities remain until the circus was 
out. You know you can always see the lions and elephants and the 
camels, but the few choice curiosities come in at the wind-up of the 
show. It was evidently intended that they should be exhibited here, 
but Morrison said they had all gone and it put me in mind of an Irish- 
man who on one occasion was doing some heavy firing, loading and 
firing very rapidly, and one of the -general officers happened to ride up 
and take in the situation, and he said 'Here, what are you doing?' 
'Why,' said Pat, 'I am firing.' 'Yes,' said the General, 'I see you are, but 
what in the name of sense will you do when your ammunition is all 
gone?' 'Why,* said Pat, 'I'll just keep on firing,' and that's what Mor- 
rison is doing." 

"I was very much pleased with the reference to our good friend Haz- 
zard by the Chaplain. A man of infinite humor, and worth and elo- 
quence. I remember one time in Sayer's experience, when he was full 
of that lively humor, and keen jokes that he was distinguished for, and 
he and the Chaplain were visiting one of the national encampments. 
The Chaplain was walking up one side of the street and Hazzard was 
walking down the other side very leisurely. The Chaplain happened 
to be right in front of a great gilded saloon, and he happened to see 
Hazzard, and he beckoned to Hazzard and said, 'Hazzard, come on over 
here.' *No, I thank you,* said Hazzard, *I just had one down here below.' 

"This show was scheduled to wind up at ten o'clock, and I have 
talked a minute over time. As I sat here to-night and listened to the 
splendid eloquence of the speakers who preceded me, sometimes I 
thought that we get too solemn at Camp-fires. I think we ought to be 
jolly. We have been absent and spread over this State for a year. I 
think that to-night we ought to be glad. We ought to be glad that from 
*61 up to '65 we had a chance to help to do what was done in this great 
Republic. We ought to be glad to know that the old fiag that came down 
at Sumter in '61 was pulled right back in the South by the same hands 
that pulled it down. We ought to be glad to know that we participated 
in the grand review in the city of Washington when the greatest armies 
that ever trod the earth passed in review for the last time before the 
great leaders, Grant and Sherman and all the rest, and then ought to 
mingle with the citizenship of the Republic and to organize and build 
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' up this great brotherhood of the Grand Army of the Republic. We 
ought to be glad that we are here and that although we now see it 
going back we have been permitted to see it in all its splendor and 
magnificence and as we see the lives shortening to the right and to the 
left and reflect that after a while the time will come when the last man 
of the Grand Army of the Republic will stand at the very last Post and 
looking over our great nation with its increasing millions of people, 
beholding the new stars in its flag and the new lands over which it 
floats, he will realize that the only link that binds him to those strenuous 
days of '61 to /65 are the chords of history and memory, and then the 
last man of the Grand Army of the Republic will be gone. Let us be 
glad that we have been given the opportunity by Providence to live 
in this time, to know what the Grand Army of the Republic has done, 
to realize that what was done on this field of Gettysburg bore its fruit 
in the war of '98, when again was exemplified the magnificent response 
of our volunteer soldiery, turning from its own work one day and then 
the next day coming back to citizenship again, furnishing the grandest 
armies that the world has ever known. Let us be glad that we are 
here to-night and let us all leave this place hoping that we may be 
permitted to gather here at Gettysburg one year hence for another 
grand old Camp-fire of the Grand Army of the Republic." 

Past Department Commander Morrison thanked the audience for 
their attention and adjourned the Camp-fire.

Xavler Hall, Gettysburg, June 5, 1901. 
The Thirty-fifth Annual Encampment of the Department of Pennsyl- 
vania, Grand Army of the Republic, was called to order by Department 
Commander Charles Miller at ten o'clock A. M. 

Commander Miller opened the Encampment in due form as provided 
for by the Ritual, with a prayer by the Chaplain, as follows: 

Chaplain Sayers: "Almighty God, our Heavenly Father, with hearts 
filled with gratitude and praise to Thee we come into Thy presence. 
We thank Thee that Thou dost not repel us, but that Thou hast invited 
us to come and call upon hy name, and that Thou wouldst hear and 
answer our cry. We come this morning thanking Thee for what Thou 
hast done for us, for preserving our lives during another year, for per- 
mitting so many to come together in this Encampment. Lord help us 
that we ma> r.ppreciate Thy loving kindness. We feel our own un- 
worthiness; we wander from Thee again and again; we do the things 
that we ought not to do, and leave undone the very things we ought 
to do, yet we praise Thy name that Thou dost deal with us not as we 
deserve, but that Thou dost in mercy look upon us and Thou hast mani- 
fested Thy loving kindness toward us. 

"Now we ask as we gather in this Encampment that Thy spirit may 
rest upon us and that everything that is done may redound to Thy 
honor and Thy glory. Bless us in our deliberations. May brotherlinesB 
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continue. May the true spirit of the gospel of charity characterize 
all of our actions and we pray, Almighty God, that this may be the 
best Encampment we ever attended. We pray that Thy blessing may 
rest upon every one of our Comrades and may nothing occur while 
they are away from home that shall bring sorrow to any one of them, 
but do Th^u bless them and bless every one of us. 

"Now our Father we bow before Thee and ask that Thy special 
blessing rest upon those that are in sorrow to-day. Some that a year 
ago with us, others that were still living and looking forward to the 
time when they might meet again with us, have been called away from 
our midst. God bless those who are in sorrow in their homes, the widow 
and the orphan. Be Thou their strength; be Thou their support, and 
we pray that Thy blessing may rest upon the many of our Comrades 
who are with us in spirit and who are anxious from day to day as we 
are here, to gather the news and know how it went with us here. They 
no longer can come with us as they were wont to do. Bless them in the 
evening of their lives, as their sun is setting; do Thou grant that it may 
bring to them joy and gladness as t]a.ey hear from this Encampment. 
Great Father, we pray that Thou wilt be pleased to be very near to those 
who are nigh unto death. Grant, O Almighty God, that as they go 
down to the valley and the shadow of death, that Thou may be with 
them, that Thou wilt lead them and guide them, safely across to the 
Heavenly rest. 

"We pray that Thy blessing may rest upon the President of the United 
States, upon all that are associated with him in authority; upon the 
Governor of our own State; upon our order; the Commander-in-Chief; 
the Commander of the Department and all the officers and all the 
members, and grant Almighty God that we may so live before Thee 
that whether our days shall be few or many they shall be spent to glorify 
Thee, and when our time shall come, as come it will, sooner or later, do 
Thou grant that we may hear from the great Commander, 'Welcome, 
good and faithful servants.' 

"Hear us when we pray, 'Our Father in Heaven, hallowed be Thy 
name. Thy kingdom come, Thy will be done on earth as it is done in 
Heaven. Give us this day our daily bread, and forgive us our tres- 
passes as we forgive those who trespass against us, and lead us not into 
temptation but deliver us from evil, for thine is the kingdom and the 
power and the glory, forever, Amen!" 

Department Commander Miller: "Attention! I now declare the De- 
partment of Pennsylvania, Grand Army of the Republic, open for the 
transaction of business. 

"I most cordially invite all Past Department Commanders to take 
seats upon the platform."

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Address of the Department Commander. 



The Assistant Adjutant General announced that next in order would 
be the presentation of the Address of the Department Commander, when 
Department Commander Miller read as follows: 

Comrades: Again the uniform of blue comes to Gettysburg! Within a 
month it will be thirty-eight years since the clash of sabres, the crack 
of muskets and the crash of artillery hurried thousands of the flower 
of the land to grim death on the highways, in the flelds, on the hills and 
in the valleys of this quaint and quiet town; then the Boys in Blue came 
bronzed and tanned, ragged and hungry, footsore and weary, but they 
made Gettysburg historic and glorious. Some of these boys are here 
to-day; not with musket or sabre, not with rifle or cannon, not with 
bronzed face or unkempt hair. Neither are they ragged or hungry, but, 
though their gait may not be so sprightly, their step not so elastic; 
though their shoulders may stoop a little more than they did in July, 
1863, still they are here to-day as patriotic and as soldierly as they were 
when these flelds were the scenes of the great conflict, "where, the 
diapason of blood and the knell of death, made men wanton of life;" 
here the dying "Rebel Yell" was met by the conquering "Yankee Cheer." 

We come to Gettysburg just as we would visit the scenes of our early 
youth, with hearts fllled with recollections of our earlier days, and as 
we can recall the village church, the store, the school house and the lane 
that leads over the hill, so too do we remember Seminary Ridge, the 
Wheat Field, Gulp's Hill and Devil's Den. 

Again it shall be our pleasure to tramp over this historic battlefleld; 
again shall we be inspired, as we stand where Gregg baffled the on- 
slaught of the enemy; again shall we halt where Warren saved Round 
Top. 

All over this great battlefleld; through its streets, its lanes, its or- 
chards, by its springs, on its ridges and among its rocks, shall we again 
waiider and absorb still more patriotic inspirations. 

OUR MEMBERSHIP. 

There is cause for gratiflcation in the fact that losses in membership 
during 1900 show a diminution from those of the preceding year, and 
that the net loss is much less than the number of deaths, evidencing a 
restoration to the rolls, of those who had been suspended, and the 
bringing in of those who had not heretofore known of the pleasures 
and advantages of membership in our -^reat organization. I join heartily 
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in the recommendations of my predecessors that special attention be 
given to those Comrades who formerly sat with us in the post rooms, but 
having lost interest drifted away. 

As between the Veterans of 1861 to 1865 and the Grand Army of the 
Republic only one condition exists, each needs the other. No man can 
tell when or in what form the organization may be of value to himself 
or his loved ones, no Post can know how useful one may be to our 
organization unless he is a member; the advantages are reciprocal and 
the trifling expense for dues can be easily met by any man who eiurns a 
livelihood for himself and family. 



FINANCIAL CONDITION. 

The finances of the Department, thanks to the careful watchfulness 
of the Council of Administration, and the continued avoidance of every 
extravagance, are in excellent condition. The report of the Assistant 
Quartermaster General shows that we have on hand a balance of $9,- 
387.77, which is $1,384.82 in excess of the amount of a year ago. We can- 
not hope to maintain these figures. Inasmuch as revenues are decreasing 
yearly and expenditures have been brought to the lowest figures. 

Too much praise cannot be given to those Comrades who for years 
worked so earnestly to place the Department's finances in shape and 
who, realizing that the income must necessarily decrease yearly and con- 
tinuously, brought about free rental, decreased salaries and the produc- 
tion of the annual proceedings without cost. These features with the 
elimination of other expenses have brought us to our present healthful 
financial condition; continued economies alone can keep it there. 



THIRTY-FOURTH NATIONAL ENCAMPMENT. 

At the Annual National Encampment held at Chicago in August last, 
the Department of Pennsylvania as usual acquitted itself with distinc- 
tion, and whilst the parade of the Grand Army of the Republic was on 
one of the hot days of the season of extreme heat, the boys from the 
Keystone State with true soldierly grit and discipline kept their places 
in line and covered the entire route. 

Unquestionably, Pennsylvania had at this Encampment the larg^st 
and most elaborate and most desirable headquarters, exceeding by far 
any had by any other Department and far superior to those usually occu- 
pied. Hundreds of visitors were entertained daily, and thousands of 
Comrades from all over the country took advantage of the unique reg- 
istry system which Assistant Adjutant General Wallace inaugurated. 
The members of the National Encampment from our Department were 
prompt and continuous in their attendance at the sessions and as here- 
tofore were active participants in every measure proposed and in every 
vote taken. 
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The Department Commander cannot in words express the pride which 
was his in being permitted to head, in parade, the Comrades of Pennsyl- 
vania and in being privileged to take part with the distinguished repre- 
sentatives of our Department in the proceedings of the sessions of the 
EIncampment. 

OFFICIAL VISITS. 

It was my firm intention on assuming the duties of the high and 
honored position to which you called me a year ago, to devote of 
my time in periodical visits to different parts of the State to meet with 
our Comrades. To some extent I was enabled to do this, but not so com- 
pletiely as I had hoped for and desired. The unsolicited appointment of 
Major General of the National Guard came to me shortly after my in- 
stallation as Department Commander. This was followed by the Divi- 
sion Encampment and on the heels of this were disturbances in our State 
necessitating the calling out of the National Guard. Added to these con- 
ditions there came serious illness to my wife from which thorough re- 
covery has not yet been had, multiplied still further by the business 
enterprises in which I was actively engaged, which made greater drafts 
on my time than I had anticipated would be demanded. 

That I did not make an entire avoidance of visits is evidenced in the 
fact that I twice participated with the Comrades of Philadelphia; once 
on Washington's Birthday and again at a later date; a number of times 
took part in reunions in the western and northwestern part of our State 
and at Post meetings at other points. 

It is not necessary for me to add that I lament missing opportunities 
for pleasurable meetings with the boys who wore the blue and to know 
that the loss was entirely mine. 



WOMAN'S RELIEF CORPS. 

This noble organization is still earnestly engaged in its great work of 
relieving the necessities and the distress of veterans and of those de- 
pendent upon them. The Home at Brookville, for Veterans of the War 
of 1861 to 1865, the wives and children of the old soldier and sailor and 
for army nurses, is one of the monuments to the fidelity of the women 
of our State to America's soldiers. A report of the year's work of the 
Relief Corps will doubtless be presented to the Encampment when we 
shall learn the extent of what has been done in the past twelve months. 



THE LADIES OF THE G. A. R. 

More than a year ago a great calamity befell this organization and 
the community in the destruction of the Home at Hawkin's Station, 
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bat with their UBual energy the Ladies of the 6. A. R. relaxed no effort in 
their care for the old Comrade and his life's partner. 

Like their sisters of the Relief Corps, the Ladies of the 6. A. R. keep 
looking after the interests of the worn out Comrades and his dependent 
one. The Home for Aged Veterans and their Wives, in Philadelphia, 
established and managed by the ladies is not only kept full, but the 
welfare of the inmates is looked after by the continued personal attention 
of the members of the organization. 

Both the Woman's Relief Corps and the Ladies of the G. A. R. should 
have the encouragement and practical aid of the people of our State and 
under no conditions should the burden of caring for the physically used 
up veterans be placed on their more robust Comrades from the fact 
that the average man who fought in the War of 1861 to 1865 has his own 
struggles in the pursuit of a livelihood. 



SONS OP VETERANS. 

That the boys were "chips of the old block" was thoroughly exempli- 
fied when the call came three years ago for men for the defence of the 
flag and the honor of our country. Regiments of Sons of Veterans were 
quickly organized and in every regiment called on to leave the State 
were to be found the sons of men who had borne the brunt of battle. 

Active intelligent men are those who are found in the ranks of this 
organization and they are in the front rank in teaching patriotism and in 
inspiring a love of country in the hearts of all the people. 

The Sons of Veterans deem it one of their special missions to partici- 
pate in Memorial Day Services, not merely in parade, but in the details 
and in the work of paying tribute to the dead heroes of our Nation, and 
in this as in all other public ceremonies, they are, as they should be, 
heartily welcomed. 

In a few years these boys will take up our work; in a little while they 
will be the representatives of the great Union Armies and until our 
voices are stilled we should continue to applaud the good work of the 
Sons of Veterans and shall not relax in our encouragement of their noble 
efforts. 

DEPARTMENT OFFICERS. 

The report of the Department Officers, which will be submitted, will 
tell in part the result of their work during the year, but not one of them 
will assume the credit to which he is entitled. 

Senior Vice Department Commander J. N. Banks, although engaged 
in a profession which requires the "burning of the midnight oil" has 
never been unmindful of his duties to our organization and has kept 
touch with the Comrades thoroughly and has been ready and willing at 
all times to give his help. 

Junior Vice Department Commander William R. Parks has been un- 
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ceasing in his work. The honor conferred on him a year ago meant to 
him added exertions which he cheerfully put forth. Up and dawn the 
romantic Lehigh Valley every man, woman and child knows "Billy" 
Parks, of the Grand Army. 

Department Chaplain John W. Sayers. — Who can write an eulogy of 
this Comrade of ours commensurate with his work and his worth? For 
twenty-nine consecutive terms he has served us, and oh! how faithfully; 
for twenty-nine years he has preached to us the gospel; for twenty-nine 
years he tas prayed to the Father of us all imploring His mercies for 
us, and through all these years he has sooihed the last moments of our 
dying Comrades and at the graveside has told of the glories of the Home 
beyond the skies. This Comrade lives in our hearts, but the framing 
of even the most beautiful words into phrases and sentiments cannot ex- 
press our admiration of his work or of our love for him. 

Department Inspector Charles A. Suydam. — The close of this adminis- 
tration closes also the tenth term of Comrade Suydam as Department 
Inspector. Suflacient evidence that he has been faithful to the Depart- 
ment and to the duties devolving on him; he is one of those whose 
work is never done. He has been earnest and active in all matters per- 
taining to the interests of our organization; one of the willing workers 
whose hands were never too full. 

Judge Advocate Thad. M. Mahon is commended because of his great 
comradeship, rather than by reason of his duties as our law officer, inas- 
much as he reports "not a single case was sent to me, either for an 
opinion or justification." Comrade Mahon, however, has been earnest 
in our work; has given largely of his time and interest to our Soldiers' 
Orphans' Schools and in addresses to gatherings of Comrades; one of the 
most polished and learned being that delivered by him in Allegheny 
on Appomattox Day. 

Chief Mustering Officer John McNevin, a familiar Comrade at our En- 
campments has, like Comrade Mahon, not been overburned by reason 
of duties pertaining to his office, nevertheless. Comrade McNevin has not 
been an idler in the vineyard and has earned our thanks for his con- 
tinued work with us. 

'Assistant Quartermaster General Joseph R. Craig comes to us at the 
end of his fourth term showing more than five times as much cash in 
bank to the credit of the Department as we started him with in 1897. 
Zealous and faithful, he brings reports showing in detail every dollar 
received; how every cent went out and what funds we have on hand. 
Like other officers of the Department, Comrade Craig too, has on many 
occasions dropped his daily vocation and gone out to see and to talk to 
his Comrades elsewhere. 

Assistant Adjutant General Robert B. Wallace was somewhat reluctant 
to accept the appointment in June last, basing his reluctance on his 
appreciation of his inability to meet the requirements of the position. 
How fortunate it was for the Department, its officers and its Comrades 
that we had for Assistant Adjutant General one so completely equipped; 
10 
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a Comrade so affable and genial; a Comrade so thoroughly acquainted 
with the history and the requirements of our Department; a Comrade 
so absolutely in consonance and in touch with the Comrades every- 
where, as has been "Bob" Wallace. Judge Advocate Mahon pays tribute 
to Comrade Wallace, unwittingly of course, when he reports that not 
one case was sent for an official opinion. Personally, as well as officially 
my thanks in all sincerity go out to Comrade Wallace and it gives me 
pleasure to say in all earnestness that he has been the "right man in 
the right place." 

Medical Director George W. Parker, M. D., will tell in his report of his 
official relations during the year, but aside from that, Comrade Parker 
in his quiet unostentatious manner has been and is of us and with us. 
His professional duties necessarily prevented him from frequent par- 
ticipation with his Comrades outside of Philadelphia, but very many of 
the boys has had an exemplification of his skill in alleviating their pains 
and in restoring them to health. How many acts of true comradeship 
have been done through his generosity will never be known, inasmuch 
as he will not tell. The Encampment had no mistake in electing Com- 
rade Parker as its Medical Director. 

Chief of Staff John A. Wiley has been most valuable to me in the 
affairs of our Department; his experience in organization and his long 
and continued service in the National Guard brought to the position 
of Chief of Staff a Comrade thoroughly competent and completely 
equipped for its duties. 

Comrades William J. Wray, George J. Schwartz, H. H. Bengough, 
Harvey Miller and Joseph Swartz, members of the Council of Adminis- 
tration, are entitled to great credit for their able handling of the finances 
of the Department and for their generous thought for its best interests. 
Individually and as the Council they successfully met every requirement. 



PENNSYLVANIA SOLDIERS' AND SAILORS' HOME AND THE 
PENNSYLVANIA SOLDIERS' ORPHANS' SCHOOLS. 

So faithfully and well did the five Comrades, appointed on the part 
of the Department as trustees of the Home, attend not alone to the duties 
required of members of the Board, but to the comfort, welfare and happi- 
ness of our old Comrades who through physical inability have faltered in 
the struggle for existence, that it gave me pleasure to reappoint Com- 
rades Louis Wagner, Post 6; Robert B. Beath, Post 5; Thomas J. Stew- 
art, Post 11; John P. Nicholson, Post 19, and H. H. Cumings, Post 311, 
as members of the Board of Trustees. 

From the reports which have come from members of the Home and 
from visitors thereto, it is evident that at Etie our weakened Comrades 
find a Home indeed, where, in the enjoyment of life they are provided 
for and cared for as Comrades. The new hospital building which was 
in process of erection a year ago has been completed and is occupied and 
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gives facilities for medical and surgical service, unequalled in many and 
unsurpassed in any institution. 

The Soldiers* Orphans' Schools, four in number, are under the charge 
of a Commission consisting of the Governor, two State Senators, three 
Members of the House of Representatives and five members of the Grand 
Army of the Republic. 

That the eleven hundred children* who are pupils at these schools are 
being properly educated and trained for the duties of true manhood and 
womanhood is evident to any visitor to the schools. In January last, on 
the expiration of the term for which the five of our Comrades had been 
appointed by Comrade Patterson, as Commander of the Department, it 
gave me pleasure to present to the Governor for his confirmation, the 
names of Comrades Thomas G. Sample, Post No. 128; Alfred Darte, 
Post No. 97; James F. Morrison, Post No. 1; Levi G. McCauley, Post No. 
31, and Thaddeus M. Mahon, Post No. 309; all of whom have been en- 
ergetic in the interests and general welfare of the orphans' of our Com- 
rades. 

Inasmuch as the Comrades who are members of the Board of Trustees 
of the Home at Erie, and those who are members of the Soldiers' Or- 
phans' Schools Commission are always active participants at Depart- 
ment Elncampments, there will no doubt be reports from either or both of 
these important and representative bodies. 



POST PROPERTY. 

An eftort was made to learn just how many posts in the Department 
were owners of the real estate where post headquarters were located, 
and from the reports received, it is evident that quite a number of our 
posts are not in distress. 

In some cases the post headquarters are owned by the "Hall Associa- 
tion of Post No " or some such organization of the members. In 

these instances the posts do not take credit of ownership. The figures 
of the report of our Assistant Quartermaster General to the Quarter- 
master General, show that, December 31, 1900, the value of cash and 
other properties of the posts in the Department of Pennsylvania aggre- 
gated as follows: 

Cash in posts general fund, 177,714 90 

Cash in posts relief fund 22,714 36 

Real estate to value of, 271,733 09 

Personal property to value of, 212,078 90 

Total, 1584,241 25 



When it is considered that a sum far in excess of these figures has 
been cheerfully given for the relief of the Comrades, sick or in dis- 
tress, it cannot be truthfully charged that the veterans of 1861 to 1865 
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has been idle, slothful or improvident. Ii was with great pleasure that 
the Department Commander read the results as above and because of 
its interest, it is here interpolated. 



REPORTS. 

The reports of the ollicers and of the Council of Administration, sub- 
mitted to this Encampment are worthy of careful perusal and the sug- 
gestions of my predecessors that these reports should be read at Post 
meetings from time to time are earnestly reiterated. Those Comrades 
who have not the opportunity of being present at the Encampments are 
interested in the work of the Department and could become thoroughly 
familiar with it if the annual reports would be taken up and read at 
post meetings. 

MEMORIAL DAY. 

The duty of Memorial Day was observed with its usual solemnity. 
In very many instances communities have joined in paying tribute to 
our dead heroes; in some localities the day was given to picnics and 
sports. Legislation and change of date to prevent the diversion referred 
to have been forcibly suggested, but they would be of questionable eftect. 

Perhaps, an effort to educate the people, to the full knowledge of all 
that Memorial Day signifies, would win further influence and support 
in making it again a day of sacred memories. 

It is too soon to know how faithfully the posts and Comrades have 
this year bedecked, the little green mounds with spring's fairest flowers, 
but I am sure we may rest satisfied that all over this great State, the 
Comrades lying under the sod and the dew were not forgotten, but that 
eloquent voices, willing hands and sweet music gave them the loving 
offerings of Comradeship. 

UNIFORMS. 

By experience, the Department Commander has learned that greater 
interest attaches to Post meetings and occasions of public ceremony 
where the Comrades wear the uniform. In all cases this is not possible, 
but wherever and whenever the honored uniform of blue can be worn, 
it has seemed as if a greater degree of interest and dignity has been ob- 
tained. In this connection it is urged that a partial uniform should 
never be worn. Do not wear the blouse and buttons with light or fancy 
colored trousers, nor -with a hat of any description ; the cap should never 
be ornamented with the letters "G. A. R." The proper and only desig- 
nation to be encircled by a wreath, is the number of the Post. Military 
hats, with or without gilt cord, should never be worn with the uniform 
of the Department of Pennsylvania, and are as far removed from our 
uniform as would be the head-gear of the soldiers of a foreign obuntry. 
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IN CONCLUSION. 

Although the hour is not yet here, the time has come when the 
honored title of Department Commander, with its pleasures and re- 
sponsibilities, shall pass from me to the Comrade of your selection. 
Personally, I have been complimentea'and flattered, with degrees, orders 
and positions for which men are ambitious, but, could these honors be 
crystalized into one, and multiplied ten times, they would fail to reach 
the magnitude of the honor you conferred on me one year ago, when so 
graciously and so unanimously you elected me Commander of the De- 
partment of Pennsylvania, Grand Army of the Republic. 

OflaQially, I bid you farewell! I bring back to you the Department, a 
trifle lessened in membership, but I hope and believe no less dignifled, no 
less influential, than when you gave its welfare into my keeping. If the 
emotions in my heart could be laid bare that you might read for your- 
selves, then could you know how in all sincerity, I appreciate the gener- 
ous confidence and fraternal Comradeship which has come from you to 
me. 

"Farewell! a word that must be, and hath been — 
"A sound which makes us linger; yet farewell!"

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A large number of small Posts must either disband or consolidate in 
the near future. In many cases they have not enough members to fill the 
chairs. 

The largest Post in the Department is Post No. 2, with 558 members. 
The smallest is Post No. 185, with only three members. 

There are a few Posts that show gains in membership, but the great 
majority show losses. The greatest loss is from suspensions. Some 
Posts are carrying more suspended members than they have members 
in good standing. This could in most cases be changed by active work 
on the part of the Comrades of the Posts interested. It is from this 
source we must look for whatever gains in membership it is possible to 
make; it should not be neglected, but all s-ould go to work to bring back 
these old Comrades of ours into the ranks, and use our best efforts to 
keep them there until their final muster out. 

The reports show a net loss for the year of 795 members, which, taking 
everything into consideration, is a favorable showing and you are to be 
congratulated on your successful administration of the affairs of the De- 
partment, and on the splendid condition in which you will surrender it 
to your successor. 

There has been a marked improvement in forwarding the semi-annual 
reports and per capita tax. Especially was this noticeable for the term 
ending December 31, 1900; but there are a few Posts that always cause 
delay and it requires a great deal of correspondence before their reports 
are finally sent in. This makes it impossible for the Assistant Adjutant 
General and Assistant Quartermaster General to forward the Depart- 
ment reports to National Headquarters within the time specified by the 
rules and regulations. 

I would call the attention of every Post Commander to this very im- 
portant matter, to see to it that the order for per capita tax is drawn on 
the last meetings in the months of June and December, and that the 
same is promply forwarded to Department Headquarters by the Ad- 
jutant. 

I attended the National Encampment at Chicago, in August last, and I 
take this opportunity of saying to the Department, that it was never 
better represented at any Encampment than it was at Chicago. Of your 
representatives elected only four were absent. Two of these were de- 
tained at home by sickness (one Col. F. B. Speakman was on his death- 
bed) and the other three unavoidably absent. 

The representatives present attended faithfully to the business of the 
EiUcampment, remaining until the end. 

Personally, I wish to extend to each individual member of the dele- 
gation, my thanks for the many courtesies received at their hands. 

Department Headquarters Clerk Charles C. Harris died on the 11th of 
September last, and was buried with Grand Army honors by his Com- 
rades of Post 1, of which he had long been an active and useful mem- 
ber; Comrade Harris had been employed as clerk at these Headquarters 
for severar years. He was faithful in the performance of every service 
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required of him .painstaking and careful in his work. He died respected 
and loved by all who knew him. Comrade John N. Reber, of Pennsyl- 
vania Reserve Post No. 191, was appointed to succeed him, and fully 
meets every requirement of the office. 

Again the Department is under obiigations to our Comrade Past De- 
partment Commander James W. Latta, Secretary of Internal Aftairs, for 
the printing and distribution of the Report of Proceedings of the Thirty- 
fourth Annual Department Encampment, and more especially for the 
excellent manner in which the work was done and the promptness with 
which the books were completed and issued to the Posts. In General 
Order No. 7, the thanks of the Department were tendered to Comrade 
Latta, to Comrades Isaac B. Brown and Thomas Wilson, attachees of the 
Office o^the Secretary of Internal Affairs, to Past Department Com- 
mander Thomas G. Sample, Superintendent of Public Printing, and to 
W. Stanley Ray, Esq., for the special attention which they gave to the 
work. 

It has been my privilege during the year to visit a number of Posts 
and camp flres and everywhere I received a cordial welcome. These 
visits have more firmly impressed upon me, that the ties of fraternity, 
which have bound our Comrades together since the War of 1861-65, grow 
stronger as the years roll on. 

In company with yourself, Past Department Commanders Cumings, 
Morrison and members of your staft, I had the pleasure of attending the 
reunion of the Posts comprising the "Northwestern Association," in Sep- 
tember last, The large number of Comrades and their friends who at- 
tended that reunion was a revelation to me, and I was profoundly im- 
pressed with the great turn-cut and the Comradeship displayed by the 
"boys" comprising that grtat organization. These reunions are of incal- 
culable benefit to the order, in addition to the pleasure derived by the 
participants, and should be inaugurated in all sections of our great De- 
partment. 

In closing, I wish to again tender to you my thanks for the honor 
conferred upon me at Gettysburg one year ago, in appointing me As- 
sistant Adjutant General. I entered the office with limited knowledge 
of its duties, and with many misgivings as to my ability to meet its re- 
quirements, but I have put forth my best efforts, and if I have in a 
measure succeeded in winning your approbation and that of my Com- 
rades throughout the Department, I am content. 

I desire to acknowledge the obligation I am under to Past Commanders 
in-Chief Wagner and Beath and Past Department Commanders Sample, 
Emsley, Cumings, Darte and Morrison for counsel and advice cheer- 
fully and freely given, with the view of advancing the best interests of 
the Department and of the organization, and to all the Comrades with 
whom it has been my pleasure to meet during the year, for their kindness 
towards me. 

My association with you in your administration as Commander of the 
Department of Pennsylvania, will always remain a pleasant memory.

The foregoing summary of the condition of this Department was only 
obtained by the loyalty to duty of the Assistant Inspectors at Large, 
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the Assistant Inspectors and the determination to obtain the very best 
results possible. 

E^ach succeeding year proves that it is more difficult to secure the 
services of efficient Comrades to perform the duties appertaining to 
that of an Assistant Inspector, especially so is this the case in rural 
districts. 

Infirmaties due to advancing age has lessened the attendance at Post 
meetings, and I am of the opinion that in many localities good results 
would follow a change of time for holding the meetings from evening to 
afternoon sessions. 

Every effort was made to minimize the cost of Inspection, every Post 
Commander was requested that, "Should it be necessary for the As- 
sistant Inspector to remain over night, proper provision should be made 
for his accommodation. This can be done by the Comrades at little 
or no expense and will be a proper courtesy to extend to him as an 
officer." As a rule this request was complied with, but in some cases the 
Department has been called upon to meet the expenses incurred. To 
some Posts the Inspector was compelled to go a second time in the per- 
formance of his duty, by reason of the negligence of the Post Com- 
mander in not having his Post in readiness for inspection at the time 
designated, or to find that "The Po^ has not had a meeting since 
Memorial Day." I would suggest that in the future where Posts "seldom 
meet" or "do not answer letters" that Inspectors at Large should not 
make a detail to inspect said Post, but send the blank to the Com- 
mander to have it filled out, thus avoiding expense and trips barren of 
results. 

The Department is to be congratulated upon its generally healthful 
condition. The harmony that exists, exemplifies the fact that we do 
"take with us into our daily lives that fraternity of feeling that should 
bind us together as Comrades." 

In submitting this, my Tenth Annual Report, I do so conscious of the 
fact that I have left nothing undone that experience could suggest to ad- 
vance the interests and maintain the high standard of the Department, 
and most sincerely do I thank the Assistant Inspectors at Large for their 
very efficient service. 

My warmest thanks and appreciation are due and are hereby tendered 
to Department Commander Charles Miller for the honor conferred by 
my appointment; also to Past Commanders James F. Morrison, Thomas 
G. Sample and William Emsley for valuable suggestions and assistance, 
and last but not least to you as Assistant Adjutant General, for your 
uniform courtesy and true Comradeship.

Comrade: I have the honor to submit to you my oflacial report as Chap- 
lain of the Department of Pennsylvania. I have endeavored to dis- 
charge, to the best of my ability, the duties of Department Chaplain. I 
have attended Post meetings and camp-fires, as well as other gather- 
ings of old soldiers, have preached three sermons in the interests of our 
Order, and have attended more funerals than in any preceding year. 

The reports from the different Posts have come in so slowly that no 
exact statement can be made of the number of graves decorated, but those 
that have reported show the number to have been fifty-one thousand 
(51,000), proving that the interest in Memorial Day is not flagging. 
Nearly every Post attended divine service before Memorial Day. The 
Sons of Veterans and the Woman's Relief Corps participated in the 
memorial services and made the performance of this sacred duty easier 
in many places where but few comrades remain to do honor to our 
patriotic dead. While there are many who turn away from the sacred- 
ness of Memorial Day, it is gratifying to note that a great army of the 
children and youth of our land join in these patriotic services. We 
cannot give too much encouragement to these in their willingness to 
unite with us in keeping green the memory of our dead heroes. 

During the year nine hundred and thirteen have answered to their 
names for the last time, among them some of those who have been 
the most active in our organization. They are greatly missed to-day, 
but to many of them it was a release from suffering. They have joined 
the great army that preceded them and are waiting for the summons of 
the final review. 

"Don't sound the taps for me, let it be reveille," said a Past Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Grand Army of the Republic — brave, noble, cam- 
panionable John G. B. Adams, of Massachusetts. What a beautiful 
thought! Not taps for the darkness and the night of earth, but the 
glorius reveille for the eternal morning; not taps to tell of marches 
ended, battles fought, cares over, sorrows past, but reveille that gives a 
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welcome to the camp of everlasting peace, where feet never grow weary, 
cares never come, sorrow never enters. The lights are not out, earthly 
glories and triumphs pale before the light that shines about the great 
white throne. 

The armies of earth are mustering on the plains beyond the river. 
There in countless numbers are our comrades of the old days who fought 
the fight and kept the faith, and now, the conflict over, wear the crown. 
We but bivouac here. Let us be so true in our comradeship, so earnest 
in our service, so loyal in our thought and action to the Great Com- 
mander of all the armies and navies of earth and Heaven, that amid 
the closing scenes of our earthly campaign and pilgrimage, there shall 
be sounded for us, not taps, but reveille.

^ AN ACT 

To provide for the burial of honorably discharged soldiers, sailors or 
marines who served in the United States in any war, who die in alms- 
houses and like institutions, and to authorize county commissioners 
to purchase plots of ground for the burial of honorably discharged 
soldiers, sailors or marines who served the United States in any war, 
who die in indigent circumstances. 

Section 1. Be it enacted, etc.. That all public officers, agents and ser- 
vants, and all officers, agents and servants of any and every county, city, 
township, borough, district and other municipalities, and of any and 
every almshouse, prison, morgue, hospital or other public institutions 
having control over the body of a deceased honorably discharged sol- 
dier, sailor or marine, who served the United States in any war, shall im- 
mediately on the death of said soldier, sailor or marine, who served the 
United States in any war, notify the person in the immediate or adjoin- 
ing district, who has been appointed by the county commissioners under 
the act of May 12, 1885, to take charge of the burial of honorably dis- 
charged soldiers who die in indigent circumstances, of the death of the 
said soldier, sailor or marine who served the United States in any war; 
whereupon it is made the duty of said person, appointed under the act of 
May 12, 1885, to take charge of said body and bury it in accordance with 
the provisions of said act. 

Section 2. County commissioners are hereby empowered to purchase 
plots of ground in any cemetery in their respective counties for the inter- 
ment of honorably discharged soldiers, sailors or marines who served the 
United States in any war, who die in indigent circumstances, and to draw 
their warrant on the county treasurer for the payment of the same. 

Section 3. All acts or parts of acts which conflict with the provisions 
of this act be and the same are hereby repealed.

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Assistant Quartermaster General Craig in addition to exhibiting de- 
posit book with Third National Bank of Philadelphia, showed supplies 
on hand to the value of $100.19, and of postage stamps, $23.71. 

During the year the Council acted under the rules which had governed 
its predecessor and would recommend their adoption by its successor. 
One of the most essential of these rules being that no bill should be 
paid nor check drawn, for any purpose whatever, until a voucher for 
the same should first be approved by the Council of Administration; this 
approval being had, ine check shall be signed by the Department Com- 
mander, Assistant Adjutant General and Assistant Quartermaster Gen- 
eral. The Council recommends that the Encampment shall direct the 
continuance of this feature. 

Survivors Associations and the Grand Army Association of Philadel- 
phia and vicinity continue their meetings at Department Headquarters. 
The great usefulness of the latter in caring for unfortunate Comrades 
temporarily in Philadelphia and in attending to cases of unusual and 
prolonged distress, has been fully exemplified in the statistical reports 
of the Association. 

Numerous applications from kindred organizations and from Posts, 
have been made for the use of the rooms, but the Council has always ap- 
preciated that not only was the use of the rooms given for a specific pur- 
pose but there was no authority for the expenditure of further sums for 
the maintenance of Headquarters' rooms, added to this the confusion 
which would ensue from a dividend responsibility as to their occupancy, 
urged the Council to decline all requests. This action it is urged will b^ 
endorsed by the Encampment. 

Among those who have gone from us, and recently, was Past Depart- 
ment Commander Chill W. Hazzard; one of the foremost Comrades in our 
ranks and who, until seized by the affliction which came to him two years 
ago, was always most active in National and Department Ekicampments. 
Esteemed and loved by every Comrade his memory will live with us 
forever. 

The matter of the indigent burial act referred to the Council at the 
Thirty-fourth Encampment was, as noted in minutes of April meeting, 
taken in charge by our Comrades who are State Officials and a new and 
further reaching law is now in operation. 

The continuance of the rule that the city or town desiring the De- 
partment to hold its Encampment, shall, through its citizens guarantee 
the payment of the usual necessary expenses, as has been generously and 
graciously done for the past four years, is again recommended. 

Some books and pictures have come during the year to Department 
Headquarters and Comrades from everywhere are always cordially wel- 
comed. 

The Council of Administration feels that its report would be incom- 
plete without reference to the very efficient officers at Headquarters who 
have done so much to make the year one of success. Comrade Wallace 
as Assistant Adjutant General, Comrade Craig as Assistant Quarter-

Past Department Commander Wagner: "In connection with the letter 
which the Adjutant General has received, I think it is due to Comrade 
Beath that his letter should be entered upon the journal of this En- 
campment. It is hardly necessary that I should make a motion to that 
effect, but I desire to say a few words as to the suggestion made by 
Past Commander-in-Chief, Comrade Beath, in the matter of the candi- 
dacy and election of Past Department Commander Thomas J. Stewart 
to the oflSce of Commander-in-Chief, a position of great honor and of 
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great responsibility, and I* am sure that there is no man in the Grand 
Army of the Republic more thoroughly qualified to fill it than Comrade 
Stewart. He is a completely equipped Grand Army man; he is admi- 
rably fitted for the place for which his name has been mentioned. In 
various Departments throughout the length and breadth of the land 
his service is known and appreciated as Adjutant General, and as De- 
partment Commander in our own Department — his service without pay 
as Adjutant General of the Grand Army of the Republic for two years 
and at a reduced rate of pay for another year, certainly entitles him 
to the consideration of the National Encampment which will assemble 
at Cleveland. It is proper when a Comrade is urged for such a place 
as Comrade Stewart is, that we, who are better acquainted with him 
than the Grand Army at large, should endorse him. I therefore make 
this motion that, the delegates to the National Encampment to be elected 
and the members of the National Encampment from Pennsylvania 
shall be instructed to use all honorable efforts to secure the elec- 
tion of Comrade Thomas J. Stewart as Commander-in-Chief, and that 
a committee be appointed to bring his candidacy more prominently 
before the Grand Army generally."

great Department of Pennsylvania and therefore. Commander, I suggest 
that we adopt this motion by a rising vote." 

Motion seconded. 

Department Commander Miller: "It is hardly necessary for us to 
ask for any remarks for there is only one vote, I know, and that is, for 
the adoption of the motion. 

•*The question being. Shall the motions prevail?" They were agreed 
to, by a unanimous rising vote. 

Loud calls for Commander Stewart, who came forward, greeted by 
great applause. 

Past Department Commander Stewart: "Department Commander and 
Comrades: Within the great membership of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, there is no man who belongs to the organization, nor 
has been a member of it in the years past, who appreciates more sin- 
cerely and deeply than I do, the great honor of wearing the decoration 
of membership in the Grand Army of the Republic or the great privilege 
of enjoying its comradeship, its companionship and its friendship. No 
man appreciates it more keenly than I do. Among the youngest of its 
membership, the honor is one intensified by the privilege I have en- 
joyed, lo, these many years, of sitting in comradeship with men whose 
names have been written in honor and in glory on the pages of history. 
I was an humble and obscure soldier in the great army of the Union 
and it has been a great honor to me and a great pleasure to have been 
of service to the Grand Army of the Republic, and I am glad that in my 
day and time I had the opportunity to render it service. If I can be the 
humble instrument to bring to the magnificent Department of Pennsyl- 
vania the honor of its highest ofiicial station, I ^hall feel honored 
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beyond measure in having been able to do so under your direction and 
by your help. 

"To be the Commander-in-Chief of the Grand Army of the Republic 
is to be the humble and responsible servant of the greatest organization 
that ever lived. I pledge you, in thanking you for this mark of con- 
fidence and esteem that has been shown me by this Encampment, that 
I shall use my best eftorts to be worthy of them and to bring to the 
Department of Pennsylvania the highest honors in the Grand Army of 
the Republic." 

Department Commander Miller: *'I have information that the Com- 
mander-in-Chief is at the outpost, and it is desired that those present 
on his staff be requested to escort him to the platform." 

Past Department Commander Sample: **I would move you, inasmuch 
as the Commander-in-Chief is here, that a committee consisting of 
the Aids upon his staft be designated to present the Commander-in- 
Chief before the Encampment." 

The motion being seconded, it was unanimously agreed to. 

Department Commander Miller: "Those Comrades who are the Aids 
on the staff of the Commander-in-Chief will proceed to the outpost, pre- 
sent the compliments of the Encampment and invite him upon the 
platform." 

The committee so designated retired for that purpose, and as the 
Commander-in-Chief appeared in the hall, escorted by the committee, 
the entire Encampment arose at the tap of the gavel. 

Department Commander Miller: "As our Commander-in-Chief has 
to leave the city this afternoon at one o'clock I take great pleasure in 
presenting him to you now in order that we may hear from him words 
of encouragement and wisdom." (Great applause.) 

Commander-in-Chief Rasseiur, of St. Louis: "Commander and Com- 
rades: I have come a great way to meet with you, and it has given 
me a great deal of pleasure to be with you in your Annual Encamp- 
ment. In coming I knew that I would meet the largest and most har- 
monious Department of all of our grand organization. I also knew 
that while some people indulge in the remark that we are back num- 
bers, and that, our influence is waning, that these statements are not 
true, tut that the Grand Army of the Republic is to-day as potent for 
good as it ever was. 

"I come here also for the purpose of being encouraged instead of 
bringing encouragement to you, for I knew that this Department needed 
no encouragement from others, but was ready at all times to extend 
it to the weak and to those who were halting in the good work. 

"In coming here, however, it occurred to me that you were entitled 
to my special thanks as the rank and flle which sent Representatives 
to Chicago, who honored me with a unanimous vote for the high position 
which I received at the hands of that Encampment. I appreciate the 
honor as the highest that could come to me, and I have endeavored 
to discharge my duty to the organization with all the light before me. 
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While mistakes may have been made, and I am no less mindful of the 
fact that we make mistakes as well as others, of one thing I can assure 
you, and that is, that I have endeavored to so conduct the affairs ol 
our grand organization that when the end of my term comes your Repre- 
sentatives will not have to hang their heads in shame for anything said 
or done by me during my term of ofllce. 

"Comrades, you are entitled to know what has been attempted during 
the past nine months. Shortly after heing installed into office the first 
business that had to be looked after was the location of the National 
Encampment. Your Executive Committee, charged with the power 
of the National Encampment while it is not in session, notified the 
Cqmrades at Denver that they must procure the rate of one cent a 
mile in oder to have the National Encampment in their city. They 
were also informed that it was their pleasure to determine whether the 
Comrades at Denver would procure that rate, making the efforts with 
all the home influences that they could bring to bear upon that sub- 
ject, or whether they would ask the national officers to assume the task, 
promising them that if they permitted the national officers to do the 
work, that we would do all that could be done to carry out the wish of 
the National Encampment as expressed at Chicago. Denver procured 
the rate of one cent per mile from only one road out of twenty-two. The 
National Officers secured it from two trunk lines, and then it was 
asked that the Encampment be located at Denver, because three roads 
had promised to make a rate of one cent a mile and nineteen roads 
declined to make that rate. It was an exceedingly unpleasant task to 
say, 'we cannot leave the Encampment with you,' but we could not 
do otherwise as the resolution of the Thirty-fourth National Encamp- 
ment had decided that his Encampment should only go to Denver 
provided the railroads should give this rate. We did not insist that 
all roads in the United States should give the rate, and since only three 
roads out of twenty-two consented to make that rate, the change of loca- 
tion was made, whether correctly or not. If incorrectly, it was done 
under the order of the Encampment that speaks for all of us. While 
Denver felt dreadfully hurt and while Denver or some of the Comrades 
indulged in personalities, I have this to say that when I visited the 
Encampment in Colorado, and gave them a statement of the facts, that 
Encampment unanimously said that that matter was a closed incident 
and it felt that the Executive Committee and Commander had done as 
well as they could have done, and I was the recipient of the honor of 
being made an honorary member of that Encampment, and was invited 
to a reception before I left Pueblo. 

"Legislation the past year has given us a great deal of work. We 
tried to procure the legislation which the Thirty-fourth National En- 
campment had endorsed. One was the bill called the Veteran's Prefer- 
ence Law. That law undertakes to give to the soldier who remained 
in the service to the end of the war, or to the end of his period of en- 
listment, a preference in public employment. The law has been on 
15-1901~G. A. R. 
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the statute books, if I remember correctly, since '62, a law which received 
the approval of Lincoln, and there is a new law which undertook to 
give those of us who served to the end of the war, or to the end of our 
respective periods of enlistment, that same preference. To you and to 
me probably that means little or nothing except the establishment of a 
principle, but there are probably thousands of our Comrades who saw 
fit to enter the public service after their return from the war, and who 
have been in that service ever since and who have at times reported 
discrimination against them by those in power. If you think of them 
who are now of an age where they cannot turn to any other employ- 
ment in order to earn that* which is necessary to support their families, 
then you will agree with me that it is of the utmost importance that- we 
stand by them as a solid organization to the last. The old man who is 
to be turned out because he is not quite as keen as the younger man 
who has just entered the service, has an immense amount of experience 
which goes for something, and all we ask is that he shall not be turned 
out until he has had a trial which discloses that he is no longer fit 
to render survice such as the Government demands. Some of our oppo- 
nents say we are ready to debauch the service, but it is a slander upon 
us to say anything of the kind. All we ask is that our Comrades who 
cannot speak for themselves, who are too weak to secure the ear of the 
administration; all we ask is that they should have a hearing, such 
as is accorded to any servant where justice is done, and we say that 
they should be accorded such consideration because of the fact that 
they displayed the courage and patriotism, and were ready to defend 
this government in its greatest hour of peril and helped to make it 
what it is to-day, the grandest country on God's green earth. The 
bill came up in the Senate first The Senate amended the bill so as to 
include the Spanish- American veterans; the principle which would 
apply to our Comrades probably being the same principle which would 
include the Spanish- American veterans. We asked, however that this 
principle, for our veterans, thirty-five years after the close of the war 
of the rebellion, when it could not be said that -this organization was 
all seeking to get to the public crib, we asked that it be dealt with as 
in the original bill, but the Senate saw fit to amend the bill. It went to 
the House in the shape just stated, including the Spanish- American 
veterans. In the House the bill received, at the hands of the committee 
to which it was referred, favorable consideration, in the form in which 
it came from the Senate, and at the last session of the last Congress, 
that bill was permitted to go before the House at a time when it eould 
not be amended. Those who permitted it to go before the House, 
were three Comrades of the Grand Army of the Republic, the Speaker 
and two Comrades who composed the Rules Committee. They knew 
that the bill could not be amended; they knew before it was presented 
before the House that they were going to fight that bill, and when it 
came up, they fought it on the ground that it included the Spanish- 
American veterans. When that fight was in progress, your committee 
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was told that time was too precious to permit the bill to be reconsid- 
ered; that it could not have another hearing in that House, and the 
statement was made that when it was given a hearing, it had had its day 
in Court, and that it could not have another day. It was not fair to 
us, and it was not right to give us such a day in Court; it was not a day 
in Court, really, for they brought it in at a time when there could not 
be an amendment made. The friends of the veterans of the civil war 
were ready to amend that bill so as to make it meet with favor at 
the hands of the majority but the committee on rules saw fit first to 
tie the hands of the friends of the bill and then to present it, and of 
course it had to go down. 

"I ask you as Comrades, to select such Representatives as will wisely 
act upon that measure; such as will give that matter thorough consid- 
eration and that it may bring to us this protection for the Comrade 
who stands 'in the public service to-day and who is too old to turn to 
some other occupation. 

"Another bill was urged upon the attention of Congress that is prob- 
ably immensely more important than the bill I have just referred to; 
it was that called the Court of Pensions Bill. It was introduced in 
Congress and apparently was very well received and expected success- 
ful treatment at the hands of Congress. When that bill came up it 
was met by a bill prepared in the ofllce of the Secretary of the Interior. 
Our bill, the Grand Army bill, for the information of those who may not 
fully understand the subject, I will state, undertook to create a Court 
composed of five judges to which any widow or orphan or other claim- 
ant could appeal a case after being rejected by the Department of the 
Interior. They first met the proposition by saying, you can't create 
a Court that will be able to dispose of this business. When that objec- 
tion was made by those who opposed the bill — and I will that briefly 
so that you may appreciate its force— that among these 16,000 and odd 
cases were probably 500 and over that involved just one principle, name- 
ly as to whether a minor child had lost its right to a pension by 
reason of the fact that its application was not made until after the 
child became sixteen years of age. The Interior Department has ruled 
that, though the child could not do anything for itself, was without a 
guardian or curator, without fault, still it had lost that .which the 
Government gave to it by law because it had not presented its claim 
in time. Your Representatives of course agree with that view of the 
law. They claim that that which was given to that child is not lost be- 
cause the child could not be guilty of laches, the child could not be 
guilty of neglect by reason of failure to present its claim, leaving the 
claim in the same strong shape in which it was before the child became 
sixteen years of age. Now if there were 50O such cases, a Court could 
dispose of the whole 500 at one time. The Court would have no diffi- 
culty in disposing of that question in a very short time. There are 
also a great many cases in which there are reductions of pensions in 
which the allowance of pensions is controlled under the examinations 
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made by the doctors. These are frequently turned down and they lie 
there as rejected claims, and the question is, whether the three physi- 
cians, sworn officers of the Government, having reputations to lose in 
the communities in which they are living, whether their report, upon 
examining the individual himself, whether their report made from the 
inspection of the individual, is worth as much as the report of an officer 
at Washington, who is cutting these reports without ever having seen 
the claimant. You may have personal experience on that subject, but 
of all the complaints I have heard in all my life, not one is so per- 
sistent as the claim that the old soldier is being wronged by the Medi- 
cal Department for some reason, and the reports of the sworn officers 
who have examined the individual claimants are ignored every day of 
the year in the interest of somebody, that is endeavoring to do what? 
To undo the generous and liberal provisions of the pension laws and 
not to carry out those laws as they should be carried out, and as those 
who passed those laws intended that they should be carried out. Let 
such a case go before a Court; not a Board of Pension Appeal, each 
individual of which holds his office subject to the appointing power, 
and whose hear, under the official guillotine will roll off if he dares 
to assert himself in the interest of right; I say let that point go before 
the judiciary, composed of five independent judges; I care not whence 
you take them; I don't believe you can find five lawyers who will permit 
the Medical Department at Washington to decide what is the extent 
of the disability of an old soldier, sitting at their desks without oppor- 
tunity for personal examination. All we ask is that this matter shall 
come before a Court; that a Court shall be created. 

'They tell us also as an objection that it costs too much — costs too 
much! Think of it, my Comrades! How many years they have had a 
L'ourt of Claims to pass upon the claims of those who were in re- 
bellion against the Government. That Court was created without ob- 
jection as to its cost and it passes upon the question of their status, 
and nobody has undertaken to say that it cost this Government too 
much to be honest, to be just, to be fair. 

"Another objection has been made: that there is no occasion for 
that Court; no occasion for a Court to pass upon the claims of an old 
soldier under the law, when by thousands they are crying out that 
wrong is being done; when an effort is being made to have gur com- 
plaints misunderstood and misconstrued; when tjie effort is made by 
going into the newspapers to make it appear as if we were chronic 
grumblers, and after the treasury, to loot it — thousands of us who saved 
this country when it was in danger. (Applause.) 

**We have answered the question, or the objection that there was 
no occasion for it by saying this: so long as an individual has a right 
that is passed upon by another individual, he in this country is entitled 
to the right of appeal to a court. In the most ordinary transactions 
throughout the length and breadth of this land, between individuals, 
the law enables them to appeal to our courts to decide any question in 
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controversy, and this which involves so many of our Comrades, is it 
to be regarded as so unimportant that it may be squelched without the 
slightest regard for their interests, without consideration of their right 
to appeal to a court? You and I will not permit that statement to be 
made without fighting it from the bottom of our hearts and with all 
the strength we possess. 

"It is the Department of the Interior which is responsible for the 
present condition of things; if any blame comes to any one for wrong 
being done, it rests upon the Department of the Interior. Now that 
Department in its wisdom and graciousness had a bill prepared to 
rectify all the wrong. What do you suppose the bill was? It admitted 
the proposition for which we had contended, that wrong was being 
done, and that a Court was required to sit upon the judgments ren- 
dered by that Department, it admitted the principle for which we were 
contending, but it gives the Secretary of the Interior the right to 
choose five cases a year to send to the Court of Claims, and it is in that 
way that they propose to endeavor to remedy this wrong. In other 
words, the Department which is responsible for the wrong done, pro- 
poses to present five cases of its own selection each year to be passed 
upon by the Court of Appeals created under its own draughting. Under 
such a bill, the probabilities are that before the case of a complaining 
Comrade could be reached the Court of Appeals would be saved the 
trouble of passing upon it because at that rate it would be ten or fifteen 
years hence before many claims could be acted upon, and while our 
Comrades were waiting for such tardy justice, the chances are they 
would be consigned to their graves. 

"That bill was presented in the Pension Committee as the bill with 
which to defeat yours, and they presented it in a way exceedingly unfair. 
Your committee, the Pension Committee, worked like Trojans. They 
were heard by the committee of Congress and made arguments. The 
committee was in favor of your bill, and after your Pension Committee 
had left Washington the Department of the Interior presented its bill; 
while it was not stated in so many words, members of that committee 
said, "why, we were told that you favored the bill of the Department 
of the interior,' and that is the way in which it was thrust upon that 
committee, and the committee's desire to have our bill passed was 
changed so that by a vote of seven to six the bill of the Secretary of the 
Interior was made the favorable one of the committee. With reference 
to this we must be active if we want to accomplish any good in caring 
for the old soldier. You are all bright and strong, and no doubt you 
are still young, but bear in mind that you are the representatives of 
thousands who are not so. Remember that you leave at home a large 
number who are weak and in need of help; thousands who cannot speak 
for themselves, and they, like our Comrade Houser, may receive a pen- 
sion when they lie dead; a pension that won't do them a particle of 
good. My Comrade Houser, and I mention this case as a startling case, 
was examined three times by three different Boards of Examination; 
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he had no hospital record because he was a good, strong man, but 
he served every day of his three years as well as any human being could, 
as a private of Company A, of the Thirtieth Missouri Volunteer In- 
fantry, and when he felt that he was sinking and in need, he came to me, 
and said, 'I must get a pension in oder to support my family. I look 
big and strong, but my strength is gone/ I said, 'Go to a claim agent 
and make your claim.' He did so; he was examined. I know one doctor 
of that Board, and while not permitted to tell me the result of that 
examination, he spoke to me in such language as to leave no doubt 
in my mind as to what the character of the report was. When it came 
back the claim was rejected, and he said, 'What shall I do?* I advised 
him to try again, and he asked for another examination. That report 
was favorable, but he was turned down again, and there was another 
examination made by the request of the claim agent, and the report 
on that examination was favorable under the act of June, '90, and when 
that pension came, Houser had been lying dead since twelve hours be- 
fore, and that widow came to me and sat down, because she could not 
stand, to tell me that her husband had died without knowing that the 
pension was granted, and believing still that the Government thought 
he was a fraud, attempting to get what he was not entitled to. Do not 
let anything interfere with securing at the earliest possible moment the 
opportunity of appealing from those who may be wrong in their de- 
cisions, or may be unfairly disposed, I care not which it is. We owe 
our Comrades an opportunity to have all the safe-guards that every 
other claim in this country has. 

"I have talked longer than I expected. I thank you for your kind 
attention, and I hope that what I have said will bring about the deter- 
mination of closing up your ranks and bringing into your ranks every 
one who ought to be there, so that those who count our strength may 
see that our numbers are so formidable that it means something to 
make war upon these men who served their country from '61 to '65. 

"Let it go forth that first our country, next our Comrades, and then 
all that which may follow, but that we are not going to be trifled with 
with reference to our Comrades' rights. Let it go forth that we ask 
for a Court in order that justice may be done, that it may appear and 
the people may have assurance that we desire nothing that is not 
granted us fairly, by the law; that we desire no more the looting of the 
treasury than we desired our flag to be trailed in the dust when we went 
forth to defend and uphold that flag in times of peril." (Great ap- 
plause.) 

Comrade Demming, Post 58: "Commander, I move that our most 
hearty thanks be given to our Commander-in-Chief for the very able, 
clear and comprehensive statement he has made to us, and that we 
endorse the sentiments so eloquently set forth, and that we do this by 
a rising vote." 

Motion seconded, and by a rising vote, unanimously agreed to. 
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Assistant Adjutant General: "I move that we now go into the nomi- 
natibn of officers." Several Comrades seconded the motion. 

Assistant Adjutant General: "I make this motion so that we will 
have time to get the tickets printed to-day." The motion was unani-. 
mously agreed to. 

Department Commander Miller: "The first nomination in order will 
be for Department Commander." 

Comrade Underwood, Post 31: "Department Commander, and Com- 
rades of the Encampment, it is my privilege to address you on this 
occasion and I Will try to make you hear me. It is my privilege to 
attempt to discharge a very pleasant duty and I am impressed with the 
great importance of performing that duty in an acceptable and effectual 
manner. The reason why I feel such a deep interest in this matter is 
the regard I have for our noble Order, the Grand Army of the Republic, 
joined to an intense desire to represent faithfully not only the entire 
membership of McCall Post No. 31, of West Chester, but I also believe 
that I am speaking for the best interests of this great Order throughout 
the Department. 

"The selection of officers to preside over the affairs of the Grand 
Army of the Republic in this Commonwealth for the ensuing year I 
presume will be the chief work of this Encampment. If that be true, 
then we should earnestly and honestly commit ourselves to the accom- 
plishment of that work in a manner that will reflect credit and dignity 
upon this grand Order, and to that end I want to name for the high 
station of Department Commander, a Comrade whose executive ability 
and honesty of purpose is beyond question and who therefore pos- 
sesses all those qualities that are requisite to the successful adminis- 
tration of the important duties of the position. I have the honor to 
nominate Comrade Levi G. McCauley, of McCall Post 31, of West 
Chester. (Great applause.) And my Comrades, I want to say that in 
giving your support to Comrade McCauley, and I want to emphasize 
these words, you are giving it to a veteran of the Civil War, a plain Com- 
rade of the Grand Army, a courteous gentleman, whose civil life is 
an open book, whose good left arm will ever be raised to promote the 
welfare and advance the highest interests of his Comrades. My Com- 
rades, I trust we will all see proper and see our way clear to support 
Comrade McCauley for the important office of Department Commander." 

Comrade Desilva, Post 110: "Commander, just one word. It is warm, 
and we have had the merits of these different candidates djscussed and 
know all about them, and I hope that Comrades in nominating them 
will cut it short, and sit down and let us go home." 

Past Department Commander Darte: "Commander and Comrades, it 
becomes my pleasant duty to say a few words which I think are of 
importance to this Encampment. Along toward the end of the first 
year of the war, you know all about that, out there in the Cumberland 
Valley there was a great big, broad shouldered country boy, pounding 
a livelihood out of an anvil; the word came up from Washington that 
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the country was In danger, and that boy threw his hammer upon the old 
bellows blowing there and enlisted in the 126th Pa, He was horribly 
wounded at the Boydton plank road in front of Petersburg, and when 
he got pretty near well again he enlisted in the 21st Pa. Cavalry, and 
served there until the end of the war. When the war ended he came 
home and found himself unfit to labor, and that he had got to use the 
brains, the will and determination that the Good Father gave him. He 
studied law, and joined the Post out there in the Cumberland Valley. 
He belonged to that nationality down there which has done so much 
for Pennsylvania. The people of his community sent him to the Leg- 
islature. He did his duty thoroughly and well in the Legislature and 
they sent him to Congress. He has been five times returned to Con- 
gress. He has faithfully performed every duty there, and has never 
voted against a pension bill. He has been instrumental in getting 
pensions for nearly 1,800 Comrades. Some of us think about as our 
Commander-in-Chief thinks. I for one agree with him, that every old 
soldier who wore the blue and needs a pension to support himself and 
his family, ought to have It. I believe that the men who saved this 
nation are worthy of support from the nation. If it had not been for 
them, we should have had only disjointed fragments here, a lot of 
little bits of republic, instead of the great nation and the grand coun- 
try we now enjoy, and I think that every man who needs it is entitled 
to have, and should have a pension. Nearly all are now past sixty; 
some of us seventy, and all are on the down hill side of life, and if you 
are to have a pension you want it right away; you want it now, if you 
are going to get anything, and not after you are dead. Now as to the 
other candidates, I haven't a word to say against them; I know them 
both and know them first-rate, but I think that Comrade Mahon is in a 
position to do you more good. You want somebody at Washington, 
and I want to say to you that Thad. Mahon never goes to bed nights until 
he has answered every old soldier's letter. He is a little bit gray, but he 
has got some boys and girls over there, little bits of fellows only so long. 
He is the kind of a man that we are proud of up in that country where 
we live. He is the kind of a man we like, sound of body and wind and 
limb and brain, and I believe as sincerely as I believe any thing that 
his election would be the best thing we could do for the interests of the 
Department of Pennsylvania, not saying a word against Comrade 
McCauley or Demming, but I believe you should elect Thad. Mahon, of 
Post 309, Department Commander." (Applause.) 

Comrade J. Q. Stewart, Post 58: "Commander and Comrades, within 
a few minutes I have been asked to say a word about a man who has 
been identified with the Grand Army of the Republic for many, many 
years. He was in the organization at its very earliest history. He has 
filled places of trust and responsibility both in civil life and in various 
vocations he has proved himself to be a loyal and faithful public ser- 
vant. He represents a Post that at one time, not many years ago, was 
the third Post in the history of this Department. He represents a Post 
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that is now No. 5 or 6 on the list, I think possibly, in this Department 
In point of numbers, a Post that has seldom made an appeal for offices 
or support, but has been willing to accept what comes to it by your 
grace. He represents an organization called The Central Pennsyl- 
vania Association, which embraces within its membership something 
like 2,500 men and 50 Posts. He represents a city that is possibly better 
known than any other city in this Commonwealth; the Department 
of course is represented by good citizenship everywhere, and Post 58 
at the Capital of the State is well known to every one of you. Harris- 
burg is well known as the capital of this Commonwealth and it has 
brought forward at times men for various positions who have honored 
themselves and honored their State and have honored the Department 
in every particular. We are here now with a few minutes only to spare 
to present to you the name of Comrade Demming, of Harrisburg. I 
know that there are those here who have intimated to us that it is no 
use, but the race is not always to the swift nor the battle to the strong, 
and we have determined to present our candidate, a man of character, 
and man of influence, and we feel that this Post and its representatives 
are entitled to your consideration. I know there are influential men 
who have in the days past served this noble Department with great 
zeal and honesty and energy, but let me say there are privates in the 
ranks whose voices ought to be heard on some occasions at least, but 
I shall not weary you with an extended speech. I only ask that the ver- 
dict be not given until you have heard from the men who do the voting 
here and let me say to you that whatever action is taken in this Depart- 
ment, you can count upon the loyalty of Post 58, and of Comrade Dem- 
ming. We are loyal to the organization and come to you with the best 
of feeling, trusting that whatever the outcome may be that every Grand 
Army man here will join hands with us in making it stronger and 
stronger and better and better as the years go on." (Applause.) 

Comrade Holgate, Post 307: "Commander and Comrades: Represent- 
ing the great northeastern section of the State of Pennsylvania and 
representing that magnificent organization, the pride of the whole Com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania, known as the Pennsylvania Reserves, 
representing the unanimous sentiment of Susquehanna, Wyoming, Lu- 
zerne, Lackawanna and Bradford counties, I rise to second the nomina- 
tion of that magnificent Union soldier, Levi G. McCauley. (Great ap- 
plause.) 

"I desire to say. Comrades, that when you cast your ballot in support 
of Levi G. McCauley, you cast it for a man who marched with you, 
who camped with you and fought with you, and who left his good right 
arm at Charles City Cross-roads; that is the kind of a man that I stand 
here to-day to support and whose nomination I wish to second. After 
he lost that good right arm, after he was maimed and crippled for life, 
he went back to the service and stayed there four long years, and 
brought home with him a military record surpassed by no man in the 
State of Pennsylvania and the people of this Commonwealth looking

upon their tried and trusted servant, said to him, as it has been said in 
relation to another candidate, *Tou represent the brains and the brawn, 
the bone and muscle and the heart and the sinew of Pennsylvania; 
come up higher,' and this grand old Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, 
knowing this son of Pennsylvania, representing its institutions, its 
ideas, its progress, and its civilization, called him up higher, and in 
the civil walks of life he never failed to maintain the reputation he had 
gained in the military service of our country. 

"Comrades of the Grand Army of the Republic, I stand here to dis- 
parage no man within the ranks of the Grand Army, but Comrade Levi 
G. McCauley is the peer of any man, and if you elect him to the respon- 
sible position of Department Commander of Pennsylvania, he will show 
you at the end of the year that your trust has not been misplaced, that* 
the brain, the intelligence and the directing force is there, and this 
magnificent Department will receive back at the end of his term the 
trust you gave to him unimpaired, but with its lustre and honor in- 
creased." 

Comrade Lumbard, Post 148: ''Department Commander and Com- 
rades of the G. A. R.: I rise in behalf of the 247,000 privates that 
followed the flag during the dark days of the Rebellion from the great 
State of Pennsylvania to present to you the name of a man who carried 
a musket and a knapsack when this country was shaken from center 
to circumference, for Thaddeus M. Mahon, from Chambersburg, flrst 
enlisted in the 126th Pennsylvania, where he served in the battles of 
Antietam, Fredericksburg and Chancellorsville. He then enlisted and 
served his country for the second time in the 2l8t Pennsylvania Cav- 
alry, and served his country long and well in that organization, and 
we want to present to you the name of a Comrade who will if elected 
prove himself to be an able Department Commander. I know that on 
the pension question there is no better nor abler man in Congress nor 
one who attends more closely to the wants of the private soldier. When- 
ever he gets a letter from one of them, his orders to his clerk are to 
answer that letter at once, and the sun never went down without his 
answering all letters from his 6,000 correspondents a year, from every 
county in his district. If you elect a Congressman as Department Com- 
mander, you will make no mistake for he is a power at Washington. 
He will have ten times more power as Congressman than any other can- 
didate and I say that if you want to uphold the best interests of this 
Department, you will vote for Thaddeus M. Mahon for Department Com- 
mander." 

Past Department Commander Sample: "Commander and Comrades, 1 
am warm, hungry and dry, and I realize the fact in looking at the faces 
of the members of this Encampment that they can write opposite that 
declaration, every one of them, *^itto.* But, Commander, I would be 
entirely false to myself and I should be doing something that I have 
never done as a member of this Encampment if I failed to obey the 
orders of the men who stand side by side with me in that grand old 
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county of Allegheny, were I to refuse at this time to give expression 
to their sentiments as to the man that ought to be selected as the Com- 
mander of this great Department of Pennsylvania. At a meeting of. 
the delegates of that county held last month, a resolution was unani- 
mously adopted that they endorse the candidacy of that splendid sol- 
dier, that devoted citizen and that high-minded gentleman, Comrade 
Levi G. McCauley, of West Chester, and in conformity V7itli that action, 
they also directed that Comrade Sample should second the- nomination 
in the name of that splendid, loyal old county of Allegheny. In addition 
to that, I desire to do it on my own personal responsibility. I have been 
met with the declaration that Comrade McCauley is a crank; My God, if 
I would have left my arm or my leg on the battle-field, you would not 
have been able to live with me, in the years gone by. The glory of one 
Pennsylvania regiment is the glory of every Pennsylvanian, the glory 
of the Pennsylvania Reserves is the glory of every man of this grand 
old Commonwealth of ours. I could go on and enumerate to you the 
regiments and battalions of cavalry and the batteries of artillery that 
won renown, and each and every one of you are entitled to the credit 
that goes to th^m alike, as having fought and worn the blue in the time 
that made this nation what it is to-day. 

"It has been said that Comrade M'Cauley could not bring the same 
influence to bear upon the distinguished body of gentlemen who are 
in Washington City for the interests of this Department. You have 
heard the words of the Commander-in-Chief that the people that we have 
to fear most in Washington and in the halls of Congress are the men 
that wear the little bronze button of membership in the Grand Army 
. of the Republic. I know that Mahon is loyal to his Comrades. I know 
that Demming is loyal to his Comrades, but I also know and I know 
this from an intimate connection for a number of years, that there is 
no man in this Department who will go farther or do more for the 
benefit of Comrades, than will Comrade Levi G. McCauley. 

"During his administration as Auditor General of this State, it has 
been my province to go with him in the interest of Comrades on many 
occasions, and I say to you here to-day upon my word of honor as 
a Comrade of this G. A. R., tihat at no time and under no consideration 
was I ever turned down by Comrade McCauley; he was always there. 
I want to say to the boys that when Comrade Miller shall step out of 
this chair and transfer the splendid banner of the Department of Penn- 
sylvania to his successor that if this Encampment shall say that his 
successor shall be Levi G. McCauley, in one year hence he will bring 
back that banner to you unstained and unsullied, and standing high 
in the esteem and confidence of this grand old Commonwealth of ours. 
No act of his will besmirch it, and from one end of this State to the 
other, he will be greeted with words or encomium. 

"No man in position in the city of Harrisburg ever left more money 
in the State Treasury than Comrade McCauley; as a matter of fact he 
left more than any other 'Auditor General, which shows his administra- 
te 
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live ability, and if you elect him, I know that at the end of his term 
of office you will all rise up and thank him for his good and faithful 
service." (Great applause.) 

Comrade Stover, Post 152: ^'Commander, I have never yet met Com- 
rade Sample that he was not dry, but in behalf and in the interest of 
th county that in yonder woods gave as a sacrifice the gallant and 
glorious General Reynolds, and in behalf of the Comrades from Lan- 
caster county, I rise to second the nomination of Colonel Demming." 

Post Department Commander Vanderslice: "Commander and Com- 
rades: Twenty-nine years ago the Department of Pennsylvania held 
its Encampment in the woods at Reynolds Grove. Of the more than 
200 delegates that were there at that summer's Encampment I have not 
met in all this throng but one other Comrade beside the Department 
Chaplain that was then with us, and that is the one whose name I shall 
mention in a moment and comparing the attendance then with the at- 
tendance at this Encampment, I have been reminded also of the great 
changes that have taken place in this Department since that time. At 
that time only eight Posts existed in the city of Philadelphia. In the 
county of Allegheny there were but four Posts. Along the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad from Philadelphia to Pittsburg there was a Post in the 
city of Harrisburg, a Post at Lancaster, and not another along that 
whole extent of line. South of that great trunk line, the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, there were but three Posts, one at Monongahela City^ one 
at Gettysburg and one at West Chester. In that magnificent country 
now forming the Northwestern Association, there was not a Post ex- 
cept the one at Corry. You owe your present prosperity and splendid 
condition of this Department to the splendid fellows that came into it 
since that time, for the condition of the Grand Army at that time was* 
most perilous. Post after Post was disbanding. Nearly three-fourths 
of the Posts of Pennsylvania that had been organized in the first en- 
thusiasm of the organization had gone down. West of the Ohio the 
Posts in all the great Departments that now exist were few and far be- 
tween; there were but five Posts in all that great extended territory. 
You owe everlasting gratitude to the few men who remained so steadfast 
to the flag of the G. A. R. in those discouraging days. I know the 
vast majority of them have crossed over the river; these men that were 
with us in '72 and way back in those years, they are marching on in 
other fields than ours. Let us so live that we may^ greet them with 
closing ranks. *In time's declining sun, when the bugle of God shall 
sound the recall, and the battle of life be done.' 

"I have spoken of the Post in Monongahela, which was as much kept 
alive by the inspiration of dear old Chill I^azzard as by any other in- 
fluence; the Post here was maintained and a Post maintained at West 
Chester through the leadership and under the inspiration of Levi G. 
McCauley, who Joined it on the 24th day of September, 1867, and for 
nearly thirty-four years has maintained an unswerving fidelity to the 
Grand Army of the Republic. 




Thad. M. Mahojs, 
Judge Advocate, 1900-1901. 
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"Thirty years ago this year he was our Assistant Quartermaster 
General. 

"I only want to say further that he stood as a youth with those two 
magnificent brigades under Meade and Reynolds, two men, who upon 
this field thereafter were to obtain the pinnacle of their fame and achieve 
everlasting renown. At Charles City Cross Roads he received his badge 
of honor, not as did Stephen Crane's hero, but there in the tumult 
of battle, Levi G. McCauley's good sword fell to the ground, and with 
it fell the strong arm that had so valiantly wielded it. Then, maimed 
and crippled, he went back to his company, a splendid example of in- 
trepid courage, coming put of the service with a Major's leaf upon his 
shoulder; a grand Grand Army man and a grand soldier. That is his 
record. 

You, my Comrades, are more interested in the fact that among the few 
he remained steadfast, and when the future of the organization, along 
in '72 and '73, trembled in the balance, he was one on whom we could 
always depend. For thirty-four years he has served you faithfully, 
now honor him with a vote of your confidence and of your gratitude." 

Past Department Commander Morrison: "Commander and Comrades: 
In listening to the magnificent nominating speeches which have been 
made, I could not help but wish that I had the eloquence of a Van- 
derslice or the oratory of a Sample. No county delegations have 
asked me to say a word for Comrade Mahon, nor have I been impor- 
tuned by the Pennsylvania Reserves to speak for any Comrade, but 
some of the boys of the old 'Reserves,' some of the boys of Philadelphia 
county and all of the delegates of Post No. 1, have asked me to voice 
their sentiment and to give expression to their devotion to the candi- 
dacy of that splendid man, that gallant soldier, that illustrious son 
of grand old Franklin county. Comrade Thaddeus M. Mahon. 

"I rose to do that and also to thank Comrades Vanderslice and Sample 
for their great tribute to the grand old Division, the Pennsylvania 
Reserves, in which both Comrade Holgate and I served; and I give 
thanks to the Department of Pennsylvania for its confidence in the 
boys who wore the blue maltese cross. Four times Pennsylvania com- 
plimented and honored the Pennsylvania Reserves with the Depart- 
ment Commandership; dear old Chill Hazzard and grand old John 
Taylor, both now of blessed memory, were both called by you to the 
high position; in 1892 you again went to the ranks of the 'Reserves' 
and you gave the affairs of the Department into the keeping of General 
John P. Taylor, the gallant leader of that splendid regiment, the First 
Pennsylvania Resei^ve Cavalry, and two years ago, at Wllkes-Barre, 
you went again to the old Division, took a corporal from the Second 
Reserves and made him your Department Commander. 

"Comrade Vanderslice reminds us to-day that back in the seventies 
you went into the Reserves for an Assistant Quartermaster General, 
ycm did not stop with that, because later you took another for the same 
important office from the Second Reserves, from the regiment led by 
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'Buck' McCandless, and which had followed McCall, Reynolds, Meade 
and Crawford. 

"Again and again you went to the ranks of the 'Reserves; ' in 1889 
you took an Assistant Adjutant General from the same old Second regi- 
ment, in a very little while another Comrade, from that same command, 
followed in the same office, and time after time during these years, 
you have gone into the raniis of the Pennsylvania Reserves for other 
officers of the Department. I ask you boys to consider, for a moment 
if the 'Reserves' are complaining that they have not been recognized 
by this Department. 

"Among your list of Department Commanders you have Colonels 
and Majors and Captains, and Captains and Majors and Colonels. 
Twice, perhaps three times, in thirty-five years, you have elected private 
soldiers. Some of the boys who sat on horses, away out on vidette 
duty, some of the boys who have tramped the picket line with muskets, 
have said: 'I>et us liave Thad. Mahon;' they want one of their own kind, 
and he is both. I am here to say that there is a lot of us for Comrade 
Thad. Mahon for Department Commander and we hope that you will 
elect him." 

Comrade Grim, Post 21: "Commander, I move that the nominations 
for Department Commander now close." 

Motion Seconded and agreed to. 

Department Commander Miller: "Next in order are nominations for 
Senior Vice Commander and Junior Vice Commander. 

Comrade Ripple, Post 139: "Commander, I rise to nominate A. B. 
Stevens, Post 139, Scranton, for Senior Vice Commander." 

Comrade May, Post 164: 'Commander, I nominate W. H. Bricker, of 
Post 164, for Senior Vice Commander." 

It being moved and seconded that nominations for Senior Vice 
Commander close, it was agreed to. 

Past Department Commander Sample: "I nominate Comrade Dresser, 
of Allen town. Post No. 13, for Junior Vice Commander." 

Past Department Commander Morrison: "I nominate Comrade John 
McNevin, of Post 62, Altoona, for Junior Vice Commander." 

It being moved and seconded that nominations for Junior Vice 
Commander close, it was agreed to. 

Department Commander Miller: "Nominations for Medical Director 
are now in order." 

Comrade N. B. Koons, Post 213: "I nominate Comrade M. B. Hughes, 
of Post 257, for Medical Director." 

It being moved and seconded that nominations for Medical Director 
close, it was agreed to. 

Department Commander Miller: "Nominations for Department Chap- 
lain are next in order." 

Comrade Bengough, Post 157: "Commander, over yonder on the eter- 
nal shores, rests the spirit of that magnificent Comrade, Chill Hazzard, 
and I just simply want to follow in his footsteps, when he made the 
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nomination for Chaplain. I just simply want to say to the boys, 'Who 
do you want?' Many responses of 'Sayer^.' " 

It being moved and seconded that the nominations for Chaplain close 
and that he be elected by acclamation, it was agreed to unanimously. 

Department Commander Miller: "Next in order are nominations for 
Council of Administration and for National delegates." 

Assistant Adjutant General: "I suggest that the names be written 
plainly with the numbers of the Posts and handed in for Council of 
Administration and for delegates for the National Encampment.** 

Motion to take a recess until 2.30 o'clock was made, seconded and 
agreed to, whereupon the Encampment adjourned. 



AFTERNOON SESSION, WEDNESDAY, JUNE 5, 1901.

The Encampment was called to order by the Department Commander. 
The Assistant Adjutant General announced the following commmittee 
to visit the Ladies of the G. A. R,: Comrades Holgate, Post 307; Boyle, 
Post 215, and Underwood, Post 31; also the following committee to visit 
the Woman*s Relief Corps: Past Department Commander Cumings, 
Comrades Druckenmiller, Post 484, and Walton, Post 63. 

Past Department Commander Sample: ''Commander, with your per- 
mission I will present the report of the Committee on the Soldiers' Or- 
phans' School Commission." 

Department Commander Miller: "I will be glad to receive it.** 

Office of the Comniission of S. O. Schools, 
Harrisburg, Pa., June 1, 1901. 
R. B. Wallace, A. A. G., 

Dept. Pennsylvania G. A. R. : 

Comrade: 

Following out the customary rule of the appointees of the Department 
Commander of the Grand Army of the Republic, on the Soldiers* 
Orphan School Commission, we herewith present a report as to the 
condition of the schools under the charge of the Commission, for the 
year ending May 31, 1901. 

It must be a matter of sincere gratification to the Comrades of the 
Grand Army of the Republic that this great system, which has been in 
operation in Pennsylvania so many years, for the care, maintenance and 
education of the children of our Comrades of the war, is at this time in 
such a splendid condition as to win the commendation of all who have 
taken the trouble to investigate Its workings. During the year that has 
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just closed we suffered a great loss in the destruction of the Industrial 
Building, at the Soldiers' Orphans* Industrial School, Scotland, Frank- 
lin county, Pa., by fire, which occurred on the evening of February 20, 
, 1901. The cause of this fire was a mystery to the members of the Com- 
mission, but the presumption is that it originated through the electric 
wires in the Mechanical Department Everything that was in the build- 
ing, including all the machinery, engines, dynamos, clothing of the 
children, which had just been made up, a large amount of goods on 
hand preparatory to making the spring suits, the printing office, and 
in fact everything embraced within the building was a total loss. The 
Commission felt so positive as to the safety of the building and its 
contents that a limited amount of fire insurance had been placed 
thereon, and we therefore realized but $18,000 from that source. The 
fire came to us at a time most inopportune, because we had anticipated 
the pleasure of having the members of the Legislature visit the insti- 
tution in order that we might show what is being done for these wards 
of the State. We had also hoped at the session of the Legislature of 
1901 that we might come before them with such a report and such 
an exhibition that we would be granted an appropriation sufficient to 
permit of the concentaration of all the schools at this point (Scotland, 
Pa.), and it was with a feeling of profound regret that the members of 
the Commission learned of the destruction of the property. It must 
be understood that the State is the absolute owner of 100 acres of 
land, beautifully located, with an abundant supply of water and good 
air, at Scotland; and we had looked forward to the bringing of all the 
children under one head at this point, but the loss at Chester Springs 
in December, 1899, and the destruction of the Industrial Building, at 
Scotland, necessitated the Commission going to the Legislature for 
a deficiency appropriation; but we are more than gratified to be able 
to report that the Legislature unanimously granted us the appcopria- 
tion of $74,000 in order to make good the losses incurred by these two 
unfortunate fires. 

It is with a feeling of a great deal of pleasure that we report to you 
that a splendid building has been erected at Chester Springs, and the 
contract awarded and the workings now in operation for the erection 
of a new industrial building at Scotland, of the same capacity as the 
one destroyed. We earnestly hope that we will be enabled to reopen 
this new building at the reopening of the school term, in September, 
1901. 

Contracts have been made for dynamos, engines, machinery for both 
the machine shop, wood-working department, and an entire new outfit 
for the printing department, and everything else that will be required 
to place that school probably in a better position than it had occupied 
before. 

The population at the different schools on May 31, 1901, was as fol- 
lows 
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Males. Females. Total. 

Chester Springs, 211 114 325 

Harford, lao lOO 230 

Uniontown, 213 118 331 

Industrial 151 122 273 

Making a grand total of 1,159 pupils. 

As heretofore indicated, the children receive their preparatory instruc- 
tions in the schools at Harford, Chester Springs and Jumonville, and 
as those at the Industrial School become sixteen years of age, and are 
discharged, that institution is filled up by transfers from the three 
above mentioned schools, and we are thus enabled to give to these chil- 
dren of our departed Comrades a course of not only mental education 
but also a slight course of manual training. 

When the school at Scotland is in full operation we have a machine 
shop, wood-working department, printing ofllce, dress-making depart- 
ment, tailoring department, telegraphy, stenography and typewriting 
department,, laundry and shoe shop. In addition to that the boys are 
educated in the use of running engines and dynamos, and the girls are 
taught practical cooking in the kitchen and house work under the charge 
of the matron, and also work in the laundry department, thus fitting 
them to a certain extent to start out in the battle of life a little better 
prepared, probably, than the average children. 

The members of your Committee are unanimous in their expression 
of an invitation to the Comrades of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
and all the citizens of the State who feel an interest in the education 
and proper training of the children to visit these schools upon every 
opportunity. You will be gladly received by the Superintendent and 
the employes, and any information that you may desire will be most 
cheerfully furnished. The members of the Grand Army of the Republic 
are more interested probably in these schools than any other class of 
citizens, because you can see here just what Is being done to properly 
care for those who have been committed to our protection. The Depart- 
ment of Pennsylvania is responsible for the reopening and continuance 
of this system of education for the children of soldiers of this State, 
and the members of your Committee feel that you owe it to yourselves, 
as well as to the citizens of your different communities, that you should 
be thoroughly conversant with all the details of this splendid system. 
We should all feel proud of the fact that we are Pennsylvanians, and 
that this great State, even 36 years after the war has closed, has not 
forgotten the obligation due the men who 40 years ago carried the 
banner of this grand old Commonwealth, along* with our national en- 
sign, through all the battles of that terrible struggle, and it is with more 
than a feeling of pleasure that we desire thus publicly to thank the 
members of the Pennsylvania Legislature for the unanimous manner

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in which they have come to the help of the Commission during the 
troubles we have had in the last two years. 

We also point with pride to another fact that every member of this 
Commission, two from the Senate, three from the House of Representa- 
tives, five Comrades of the Grand Army of the Republic, and the Gov- 
ernor of the State, are all members of the Grand Army of the Republic. 
We shall continue in the future as in the past to do everything that 
lies in our power to maintain a higher standard of this system in order 
that no reproach shall come to the Department of the Pennsylvania 
Grand Army of the Republic, for the proper conduct of the schools. 
Congratulating you on the health and splendid mental and physical con- 
dition of the children under our charge, we have the honor to remain,

Department Commander Miller: "Yo have heard the report on Depart- 
ment Chaplain. What shall be done with it?"

Department Chaplain Sayers: "I have the pleasure of introducing 
the Committee from the Ladies of the G. A. R." 

Department Commander Miller: **It gives me great pleasure to pre- 
sent to you the ladies of the G. A. R." (Great applause.) 

Mrs. E. L. Shannon, Department President: "Allow me to Introduce 
to you Mrs. Ettie Toby, our National President, of Indiana." 

Mrs. Toby: "Commander and Comrades, I have often heard that 
brevity is the soul of wit, and if that be so, I can make the wittiest 
speech of my life. I will say to you, hail, and God-speed to the Depart- 
ment of Pennsylvania Grand Army." (Great applause.) 

Mrs. E. L. Shannon, Department President: "Commander, I bring 
to you from the Ladies of the Grand Army, our best wishes for your 
future prosperity. We, as Ladies of the G. A. R., are proud of this audi- 
ence, of this great organization of the G. A. R. second to none in the 
world. We feel that we have endeavored to do what we could for those 
who are not blest with this world's goods. At each end of the State we 
have placed a helping monument in the way of homes, to shelter those 
Comrades and their loved ones. In the western part of the State just one 
year ago our home at Hawkins' Station was burned to the ground, and 
it may interest you to know that on last Saturday a new home was 
dedicated, much larger, much more commodious than the old one, at 
a cost of $35,000, and one-half of it paid for, and in the eastern part 
of the State we have a home for Comrades and their wives which we 
bought and have that partially paid for, at a cost of $16,000, which is 
far, far too small for the demands we have from day to day. We have 
given to the relief of our soldiers and their loved ones, $74,831 since 
our inception: to the Posts we have given $18,631, and to the homes 
$33,872. To the soldiers' orphans' $10,441 ,making a total of $137,775, 
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and I would say again that we extend to you. the kindest greetings 
that ever were conveyed, and we feel that we are honored by being 
Ladies of the G. A. R., and we give you the best wishes of your mothers, 
wives, sisters and daughters." (Great applause.) 

Mary A. Taylor: "Commander, I also bring the greetings of the 
mothers, the wives, the sisters and the daughters. Who can estimate 
the love of those that I have named? Who can estimate ar think of the 
sorrows of those dear ones in the hour of trial, in those days that tried 
men's souls, but to-day we greet you under very pleasant circumstances. 
A glorious country, and a grand people, and we meet you right here 
an this wonderful battlefield, the most wonderful battlefield of the 
world. I greet you with a heartfelt greeting, with the love of a mother, 
of a wife, of a sister and of a daughter." (Great applause.) 

Department Commander Miller: "Comrades, I think that every Grand 
Army man will recognize the fact that the society of women of which 
these ladies are the representatives and their kind words are the best 
things that we have and as one has well said, 'who misses the best is 
a loser whether he knows it or not,' and we do know that we should 
De the losers if we did not have the companionship and the kind 
words of the women who are so faithfully working for the interests 
of those whom we should love and do love. 

"Thanking you for your kind words and assuring you of our appre- 
ciation of your noble work, we hope you may live long to continue it." 

Assistant Adjutant General: "I wish to make a statement in relation 
to the proceedings of the 34th National Encampment. By instructions 
of that Encampment, the National Council of Administration was 
ordered to cut down the number of volumes of the report of its pro- 
ceedings that had been printed in other years; the result of that was 
that each Department gets about two-thirds of the number of volumes 
they have heretofore been getting. Pennsylvania with its 560 Posts 
received 400 copies. We do not undertake to discriminate. We could 
not say what Posts should receive these volumes, and therefore we 
did not send them out. We decided that the better way would be to 
bring them to Gettysburg, and Comrades who wish to take these vol- 
umes home to their Posts can procure them here, as they pass along in 
voting. This is the only fair way that we could see to do this thing." 

Comrade Stevens, Post 139, Scranton: "I would like to inquire why 
some Posts get half a dozen copies and others get none?" 

Comrade Naylor, Post 160: "I would suggest that only one copy of 
the report of the proceedings of the National Encampment be given to 
each Post Commander." 

Department Commander Miller: "I cannot answer the question of 
Comrade Stevens, but as the Posts are called and the Representatives 
are here, a copy will be presented, and then the Posts who are not 
represented will find what they have missed and will come next year." 

Assistant Adjutant General: "The Committee on the Judge Advocate 
General's report is ready to report" 
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Gettysburg, June 5, 1901.

Past Department Commander Stewart read the report to the Encamp- 
ment.

The Committee to whom was referred the report of the Assistant 
Adjutant General respectfully report that they have examined the 
report and find it concise and yet comprehensive. It gives in most 
acceptable and satisfactory form the Statistics as to the membership 
of the Department of Pennsylvania, as well as Posts, showing the 
gains and losses in membership by Posts; the aggregate loss from 
December 31, 1899, to December 31, 1900, being 795, or less than three 
per cent. 

We gladly emphasize the suggestion of the Assistant Adjutant 
General that efforts should be made to reclaim suspended and dropped 
members. 

Comrade Wallace has shown exceptional ability in the discharge of 
the duties of his position. He has been faithful, considerate and kind. 
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and the full and complete report he presents to this Encampment indi- 
cates, as said by you, that he is ''the right man in the right place," is 
thoroughly acquainted with the routine of the office, has the confidence 
of the comradeship, and we submit the following resolution:

Assistant Adjutant General. "I move that we now go into a considera- 
tion of the place for our meeting next year." Seconded and agreed to. 

Comrade Corliss, Post 230: *'I move you that we meet here again 
next year." The motion was seconded. 

Comrade Gresser, Post 13, Allentown, Lehigh county: "Commander 
and Comrades, I say that we should meet at Allentown, Lehigh county. 
I tell you that we are always ready to receive strangers; it is a good 
place, and I want to say to you that'l recommend the city equal to any 
city in the State of Pennsylvania. Good conditions, good victuals, good 
cooking, good girls, and smart women. If you come to Allentown you 
will see one of the greatest monuments that was ever erected by the 
people of any county. 

•'We have two kinds of water there, one kind is clear wasser, and the 
other kind is colored wasser, and you can take your choice and drink 
all you want, and I want to say to you, if you select Allentown you 
will live fifty years longer if nothing happens. Comrades, if you select 
Allentown you will never regret it." * * 

Comrade Druckemiller, Post 484: "Commander and Comrades, Get- 
tysburg and Allentown have been presented for your consideration; I 
realize that Gettysburg is near to the heart of every American soldier, 
and more particularly the men of Pennsylvania. These historic grounds 
naturally attract us here; while some of us did not participate in this 
great battle, one of the greatest battles of history, yet we all feel like 
coming to Gettysburg; still there are other places that possibly have 
their attractions, and in obedience to a request I wish briefly to say 
a word for Allentown. No doubt you all know where it is. It is ip the 
eastern Part of Pennsylvania on the line of the Lehigh Valley and 
Central Railroads of New Jersey. They have very excellent trolley 
line accommodations, and the best hotels to be found in the State 
of Pennsylvania, I will except none, and within a radius of six miles 
you have all the accommodations it is possible to have, and in addition 
to that, some of the best looking women in the State of Pennsylvania." 
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Comrade Ziegler, Post 9: "Commander and Comrades: At the earnest 
request of the people of Gettysburg, I take very much pleasure in extend- 
ing to the I>epartment a cordial invitation to meet here next year. 
Now this invitation implies of course the necessary expenses connected 
therewith. I desire to say a word in regard to Gettysburg. With all 
due respect to Allentown and every other town in this great State of 
Pennsylvania, I think there is no place really for the soldier like Gettys- 
burg. Where, I would like to ask any of you, can you go with your 
friends and take them around miles of magnificent avenues, full of 
memorials to mark the spot where all of you who were in the battle 
stood on those fateful days of July, '63, and where can you and your 
friends who once stood on this field amidst the flying shells and 
whistling bullets on those eventful days, enjoy yourselves better than 
upon the field where you then stood to build a new nation on a founda- 
tion big enough and broad enough to maintain our great Republic for- 
ever and forever. 

'*I hope, Comrades, that you will all vote for Gettysburg next year." 

Comrade Bengough, Post 157: "I want to say that there is something 
else to be considered in connection with these Encampments beyond 
the place itself. Now we of the West feel that it is getting pretty far 
East to come to Gettysburg, but yet It is not so far East as Allentown, 
and you must remember that in connection with coming to these En- 
campments, there is a considerable expense brought upon the individual 
delegates, on account of railroad fares and for that reason more than 
any other, I know that the Western delegates desire to come back to 
Gettysburg and not go any farther East next year." 

Comrade Grim, Post 21: "I would be glad to go to any other city 
besides this one, but I am convinced that as Ireland has her St. Pat- 
rick's day, and Germany has her Whitsuntide, and almost every other 
nationality has her day in America, so it seems to me that the day for 
the old soldier of the State most naturally brings him to Gettysburg. 
The fact is, that we could not meet in a smaller room than this, and 
to-day we are compelled on account of the increase of over 300 to get 
a larger hall than we had expected. I am told that it is a hard matter 
to get rooms, and this increase seems to be a matter of business. There 
is no other spot that so strongly draws the old soldier as the hallowed 
spot of Gettysburg. We are drawing the lines closer and closer as we 
are passing down time's highway, and it will not be long at the farthest 
before there will be but a small number left to come here, and for my 
part I feel It to be a pleasure to have the privilege of mingling our 
voices together here In comradeship and in upholding what we did from 
'61 to '65." 

Comrade Eberhart, Post 51: "Commander, I would like to say this, 
that if our Comrade from Allentown can guarantee that we will live 
fifty years longer if we hold the Encampment there, why we will all 
vote for that place." (Laughter.) 

Department Commander Miller: "Let us have it understood first 
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that we shall vote on the amendment. The amendment to the original 
motion is, that we go to Allentown." 

The question being on the amendment, it was lost. 

Department Commander Miller: "Now we will vote upon the original 
resolution that we meet next year at Gettysburg." Cries of question. 

The question being put, it was agreed to. 

Department Commander Miller: "We shall then meet again next year 
at Gettysburg." 

Comrade Seabold, Post 467: "Commander, I move you that we pro- 
ceed to the election of officers; many of us want to leave." Motion 
seconded. 

Department Commander Miller: "It is moved and seconded that we 
proceed to the election of officers." 

Comrade Bricker, Post 349: "Commander, in reference to this matter 
of a recess, I would suggest if the Department take a recess after voting, 
whether it would not be better to have this vote declared before there 
is a recess taken." 

Department Commander Miller: "The question before us is that we 
now proceed to the election of Department Commander, Senior and 
Junior Vice Department Commanders and Medical Director." 

The motion being put, it was agreed to. 

Comrade Rogers, Post 23&: "I move to reconsider the vote by which a 
recess occurs after the vote for these officers is taken." 

Motion seconded. 

Past Department Commander Wagner: "Would it not be better not 
to adopt this motion made by Comrade Rogers but to adopt a positive 
motion that we re-convene at five o'clock for the further transaction 
of business?" 

Comrade Rogers, Post 238: "I accept that." 

Department Commander Miller: "I want to know whether the Com- 
radQ who seconded Comrade Rogers' motion will accept the amendment 
stated by Past Department Commander Wagner, that is to say that 
we re-convene at five o'clock after the voting?'* 

"Comrade Rogers accepts the suggestion made by Past Department 
Commander Wagner, but the Comrade here on the left who seconded 
the motion is not ready to accept It" 

Comrade Rogers, Post 238, explained that the motion was seconded 
by a Comrade sitting near him, whereupon objection was withdrawn. 

Department Commander Miller: "I decide now that the motion is be- 
fore us and ready now for any Comrade to speak upon." 

Past Department Commander Vanderslice: "I just want to suggest, 
that judging by our experience in other years, you could not have the 
vote counted and bring the Encampment back here by five o'clock." 

Past Department Commander Wagner: "We can vote by five o'clock. 
We will certainly be done voting by that time, and we can come back 
again and transact other business until the tellers are ready to an-, 
nounce the result of the election* " 
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Comrade Grim, Post 21: ''Commander, I would like to ask for informa- 
tion, what the motion is?" 

The motion was re-stated by the Department Commander. 

Comrade Baxter, Post 10: "I move to lay the motion on the table." 
Motion seconded. 

Department Commander Miller: "The motion being undebatable, we 
will put the motion." Cries of question. The question being put, it 
was agreed to. 

Comrade Rogers, Post 238: "Quite a number of the Comrades around 
here have asked when we meet again." 

Department Commander Miller: "We meet to-morrow morning at 
nine o'clock." 

Past Department Commander Sample: "Commander, I move that 
we now proceed to the election of officers." Motion seconded. 

The Assistant Adjutant General asked leave to present a report, which 
was granted. 

Assistant Adjutant General announced the report of the Committee 
on the report of the Council of Administration, which was read to the 
Encampment.

"The motion now to be passed upon is to adopt the report of the 
Committee on the report of the Council of Administration as read." 

The question being put, it was agreed to.

done, as I understand it, with the three names of the men who were 
candidates for Department Commander printed thereon, I have been 
handed a ticket with the name of only one candidate on it, and I wish 
to say that if you have not tickets enough, I have got 2,000 of them 
with the three names on, and you can have all the tickets you want." 

Past Department Commander Wagner: "This is certainly making a 
mountain out of a mole hill. We can all read, and we will certainly 
not vote a ticket with one name on it, simply because some man has 
handed it to us. I call for the order of the day." 

Department Commander Miller: "I wish to state that there were three 
names on all the tickets furnished by the Assistant Adjutant General, 
and distributed by the tellers." 

Comrade Pearce, Post No. 139: "In the name of the Senior Vice Com- 
mander appearing on the ticket, it is printed as H. B. Stevens, of Post 
139. The correct initials are A. B. and not H. B." 

Department Commander Miller: "It is understood that A. B. Stevens 
is the candidate voted for as Senior Vice Commander." 
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Comrade Grim, Post 21: "Several Comrades want to know whether 
the vote will be cast for the Senior and Junior Vice Commanders at 
the same time as the vote for Commander?" 

Department Commander Miller: "Certainly, that is understood." 

Comrade Sweely, Post 64: "Commander, I wish to call attention to 
the fact that there has been a ticket distributed with only one name on, 
and I move you sir, that the tickets that have not all of the 'candi- 
dates' names on that were nominated, be thrown out of the box." Mo- 
tion seconded. 

Past Department Commander Wagner: "Department Commander and 
Comrades, I do not care to have a question decided out of order upon 
a point of order, but I am sure if the Comrades will consider for a 
moment the irregularity of the proposition that is now made, they will 
not adopt it. Here are three candidates; we are not limited to three, 
we can vote for anybody we please. We. vote by ballot according to the 
Rules and Regulations; we can prepare our own tickets if we want 
them, and no man has the right to question it unless there is a regula- 
tion made to the contrary. I have not written one; I have taken a three- 
name ticket and have scratched out two of the names. There is no rule 
which prevents a delegate of an officer of this Encampment from 
writing his own ticket if he wants to, and we certainly cannot pass a 
resolution saying that a ticket composed of one name shall be thrown 
out. We are not limited to anything except to vote by ballot, unless 
there is but one nomination, and then the election can be by accla- 
mation. We all know for whom we are going to vote, why not pre- 
pare your own ticket in your owil way? Any ticket that has more 
than one name on it, not scratched, will be thrown out. I make that 
point of order." 

Department Commander Miller: (As several Comrades rose and ad- 
dressed the Commander) "I will not consider any more argument oh 
this question nor permit any one to suggest that this is not an honorable 
, body of men; I am willing to trust my Comrades to cast their ballots 
in the proper way, and the proper way is a ballot. You may write the 
name of your candidate or you may have it printed, so long as it is a 
ballot; it is a ballot, and I am sorry that any Comrade should talk 
about forgery and things of that kind. I am proud of the Grand Army 
of Pennsylvania and I should feel exceedingly sorry if I should lay down 
my office, and leave behind me Comrades who passed a resolution that 
such votes will not be accepted. I have endeavored to so conduct the 
affairs of this Encampment that they should be for its best good, and I 
shun the idea of any Comrade telling me that certain Comrades and 
members of this Encampment are acting improperly. I will stand by 
you in what is right, and I will ask you to stand by me. It is not a ques- 
tion of whether you served one month or forty years, and I now decide 
that we shall proceed to vote. I will receive no motions until this duty 
shall be carried out according to your own directions, and the Assistant 
Adjutant General will call the roll of the Posts, b^ginijing w^ith Post No,

Department Chaplain Sayers: "Almighty God, our Heavenly Father, 
we invoke Thy blessing upon us. We thank Thee for Thy loving care 
over us through the darkness of another night, for permitting us to 
live to see the light of this new day. With it come new responsibilities, 
with it we need new grace to dicharge the duties that come to us. We 
pray that Thy blessing may rest upon us and do Thou graciously guide 
us in all of our deliberations, and we pray especially that Thy blessing 
may rest upon us this morning as perhaps not again we shall meet 
as we met yesterday and this morning until we shall meet on the 
other side of the river of death. We pray, therefore, that Thou wouldst 
so prepare us for the duties of life, that wherever we may be, wherever 
in Thy Providence we shall be called to go, we may be true and loyal 
and faithful to Thee.

Comrade Kirk, Post 462: "I wish to call the attention to the fact 
that I am credited to Post 465.

Department Commander Miller: "The correction will be made." 

Comrade Druckenmiller, Post 484: "Commander, I move that the usual 
course as to the reading of the Journal of the previous proceedings be 
taken, and that it be dispensed with." 

Comrade Boyle, Post 215: "I second the motion." 

The question being put, it was agreed to. 

Comrade Rogers, Post 238: "Commander, yesterday Comrade Wagner 
made a motion in reference to the candidacy of Comrade Thomas J. 
Stewart for Commander-in-Chief. I rise more particularly for informa- 
tion. Comrade Wagner suggested that the members of this Encamp- 
ment who were elected to represent Pennsylvania at Cleveland act as 
a committee to promote his candidacy.

Now I move that a sub-committee of five members of this Encampment 
be selected to further the nomination of Comrade Stewart for Com- 
mander-in-Chief, and that committee be located at or near Philadelphia,

Department Commander Miller: "I thank the Comrade very much for 
his suggestion; Comrade Stewart should, of course, be taken into account 
before we pass a resolution of this kind. If the Comrade will pardon 
me I will state that there has been a resolution prepared for that very 
purpose."

Department Commander Miller: "If there are no objections a message 
will be sent to each of them." 

Comrade Eltdnhead, Post 106: "We would like to have some informa- 
tion in regard to the committees of this Department. We have failed 
to hear several reports yet. 1 am myself on one of those committees 
and our Chairman has failed to call that committee together. We would 
like to know whether the Department is going to suffer this?" 

Assistant Adjutant General: "What committee are you on?" A. "On 
the Chief Mustering Officer." 

Assistant Adjutant General: "I have that report, and if you will please 
come forward upon the platform, you can examine it, and if you ap- 
prove it, you can sign it." 

Past Department Commander Darte: "As judge of the Returning 
Board, if the Comrades will give me a little attention, I will tell them 
what we did yesterday. As you know, we had an election for Depart- 
ment Commander, and for Senior and Junior Vice Commanders. The 
■ result of our counting, and there was no dispute about it at all, the 
result of the vote for Comrade Mahon, whose name happened to be 
first, was 211 votes; Comrade McCauley, whose name happened to be 
second, but was not second in the number of votes he got, was 3&9, and 
Comrade Demming had 36 votes. 

"I want to say right here that there isn't anybody in the Department 
that will do more to help my friend, Comrade McCauley, and do it more 
cheerfully than the old Mahon men. My opinion is very strong that 
next year you will find my other friend, Thad. Mahon, asking you again 
to elect him Department Commander. Another friend of mine, up 
there. Comrade A. B. Stevens, was running for Senior Vice Commander, 
and another friend, W. H. Bricker, was also running for Senior Vice. 
A. B. Stevens had 338 votes and Bricker 274. It seems that some way or 
other the Lackawanna fellows always get there. McNevin and Gresser 
were candidates for Junior Vice. McNevin had 358 votes and Gresser 
252. 

"It is my fortune to be Chairman of the Committee on Resolutions. 
Now, Comrades, without any nonsense, if you will take your seats and 
all listen, I will read this resolution on the pension question, which 
I know you all want to hear," 
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Past Department Commander Miller: "One moment, please. I have 
a very important announcement to make, which is, that Comrade Lisvi 
G. McCauley having received the largest number of votes for Department 
Commander, is therefore declared to be duly elected as your Depart- 
ment Commander for the ensuing year, and Comrade A. B. Stevens 
having received, the largest number of votes for Senior Vice Com- 
mander, he is hereby declared elected, and Comrade McNevin having 
received the largest number of votes for Junior Vice Commander, is 
also declared duly elected." 

Past Department Commander Darte: "I want to have the honor of 
moving that the election of my friend Levi G. McCauley be made unani- 
mous." 

Comrade Mahon, Post No. 309: "Commander, I rise to second the 
motion. Two things should characterize every contest of the Grand 
Army of the Republic in this Department, first that every Commander 
elected should have an honorable record, and the fight should be clean 
in the way of voting. I want to say to you that Comrade McCauley, 
who has been elected Department Commander, is well worthy of the 
honor. He and I have been warm friends for many years, and will be 
until the end. You have elected a Comrade who is an honored citizen 
of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania and whose war record stands 
second to none. You have got a good Commander, and we are all going 
to sustain him, and trust that the good Lord will permit us all to live to 
come back here next year and sit under his administration." (Ap- 
plause.) 

Comrade Henry C. Demming, Post 58: "Commander, an old Comrade 
of the Grand Army, when he aspires to the very important position of 
the command of this Department is in love with the position, but when 
defeat comes 1 know of no one more worthy of that high position than 
our good Comrade McCauley, and I second the motion to make his elec- 
tion unanimous." (Applause.) 

Comrade Wm. H. Dodd, Post 211: "We have had a nice vote, and there 
are no scars left, and I want to say to the Comrades present that while 
I am a great admirer of Comrade McCauley, yet if our friend and Com- 
rade Mahon wants the suffrages of this Department, after the nice and 
clean way he has carried on his campaign, we are his friends." (Ap- 
plause.) Cries of question. 

The question being put, it was unanimously agreed to. 

Chaplain Sayers: "Commander, I am informed that the Ladies are 
outside who were here yesterday, and they would be glad to come and 
visit us at this time." 

Department Commander Miller: "I will appoint the Chaplain a com- 
mittee to escort the ladies in and to seats upon the platform." 

As the Chaplain escorted the ladies into the hall the entire Encamp- 
ment rose to greet them, and the Chaplain escorted them upon the 
platform, and announced that they were a committee from the Woman's 
Relief Corps. 
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Department Commander Miller: "I now have the pleasure of intro- 
ducing to you the President-elect of the Woman's Relief Corps, Mrs. 
Mumford and her associates." (Applause.) 

The other ladies of the committee were Mrs. Dr. Chapman and Miss 
Foote.

Department Commander Miller: "The President of the Relief Corps 
announces that Mrs. Dr. Chapman wishes to say a word." 

Mrs. Dr. Chapman: "Commander and Comrades, I came here as an 
associate with Mrs. Mumford, to encourage her so she would be able 
to speak to you. I belong to that small number in the Woman's Relief 
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Corps who had no near relative in the army during the war of the Re- 
bellion. My nearest relative was a second cousin, who took part in 
the war, but I lived during the war and the Relief Work begun 
then and which has been continued since, I have taken part in, and 
have regarded it as a privilege to be permitted to do so, and of recent 
years the work has been for the memorial home at Brook ville, providing 
for the veteran and wife, and the widows and the orphans. We have a 
house accommodating a large number, and during the past year we have 
established a hospital department which enables us to give better care 
to those needing our attention. You all know that the Home was estab- 
lished principally to keep the veteran and his wife together, quite as 
much as the caring for the children. In some of our cases we have been 
especially interested. We have a couple there now, the man is seventy- 
five and his wife a year younger. He has been in poor health since 
he came home from the army, but with that determination that many 
of you can understand, to be self-supporting; he worked until less than 
a year ago. When I was sent for to investigate the case, he said, *We 
have been assured a home in various places, but in no instances that 
I have found will they take care of mother after I am gone, and you 
know I agreed to provide for her, and I will go to no place where she 
would be turned out if I should die, and when we assured him that we 
would take care of mother and himself too, he came. They have been 
happy and comfortable and glad to be useful so far as they could be. We 
do not expect every case that we must take care of to be grateful and 
appreciative. There are some who have the little idiosyncracies and 
peculiarities that we meet with in people outside, for instance, we have 
one member that assured me that the butter on the plate of the man 
opposite him is larger than his supply, and another that the molasses 
on the jug on the next table is fuller than that on his table, and so 
they have grieved sometimes, but we are very much pleased to know 
that their necessities and comforts are looked after and that we are 
able in their last days to make them as comfortable as they could be 
made in their own homes had the finances lasted as they had in the 
earlier years. 

"Now, Comrades, I want to assure you that this is a good home, and 
you will know it, because we have substantial encouragement from 
your present Commander, for which we are very appreciative and glad, 
and through this encouragement we are able to complete some neces- 
sary arrangements for those that are sick. We have several there that 
are blind, and we have one girl, the daughter of a veteran who only has 
one eye, and we have three or four others who are totally blind and 
others with various afflictions that make it impossible for them to be 
self-supporting. While we have had the children all the time until 
now, we have been able to secure their admission to Jumonville and 
to Scotland to such an extent that there will be very few children left 
to us. The old people cannot be comfortable with the noise and prattle

that is the natural result of the young life. We are glad to tell you 
we are working for the veteran who is no longer able to care for him- 
self. We are taking care of the daughters and the sisters and the chil- 
dren, and making them feel that the soldier who served the nation in 
the hour of trial is provided for at this time." (Great applause.) 

Department Commander Miller: "We want to assure the President 
and Ladies of the Woman's Relief Corps that we are pleased and de- 
lighted to hear of the good work they are doing at the Memorial Home, 
and I trust that the Comrades will feel that it Is our nome tnougn you 
and I may not go there; some of our Comrades will. Now it is an easy 
thing for me to ask your prayers. I ask you all to pray, and I don't 
want anybody to say that they don't. I do say that any contribution 
any one that feels that he can give, he can give himself pleasure in 
sending some contribution to this home which will be gratefully re- 
ceived, and the pleasure will be yours, because you know, and the 
Chaplain knows it, that to delight a woman's heart is one of the grandest 
things that a man can do."

Whereas, The administration of the pension laws of the United Ftates by the Pen- 
sion Department Is of such a character as to call forth the most earnest condemnation 
from the soldiers and sailors of the United States of the War of the Rebellion, and 

Whereas, The records show that thousands of our Comrades passed away during 
the year 1900, many of whom had applications on file in the Pension Office for an 
unreasonable time, and who had furnished all the proof required by law and yet their 
claims had been unsettled and they have gone to their death feeling that this great 
Government which was indebted to them for so much, had failed In its obligations; 
therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we declare that it is our candid judgment that the President owes 
it to his old Comrades in arms to at once reorganize the Pension Department, that 
they may receive that Justice which we are satisfied they meant and which we feel 
assured will bring an endorsment from all patriotic people of the Nation. That we 
favor a just and equitable administration of the pension laws of the Nation, which 
we hereby believe Is not now the case and has not been since Hon. H. Clay Evans 
assumed control of the Department, and we therefore ask that he be removed as 
Pension Commissioner. 

Resolved, That our delegates to the National Encampment be Instructed to carry 
out the above resolutions. 
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Past Department Commander Sample: "Having been one of the par- 
ties who originated the resolution which you received through the 
Department within the last thirty days on this question, the language 
contained in the report of the committee is perfectly satisfactory to 
us, and I therefore move you that the resolution be adopted as just read, 
as the sense of this Encampment." Cries of question. 

Comrade ShufF, Post 10: "Commander, at yesterday's session it was 
my privilege to oppose a resolution proposed by Comrade Boyle, and 
now I think that Comrade Boyle should take the platform and explain 
his position." Cries of question, question. 

The motion of Past Department Commander Sample to adopt the reso- 
lution as read was seconded by several Comrades, and the question 
being, shall the motion prevail, it was unanimously agreed to.

Pa., be instructed to 
recommend to the Encampment that a committee be appointed to memorialize the 
State Liegrislature to have made and to give a bronze medal to each surviving honorably 
discharged soldier who served in a Pennsylvania regiment (Infantry, Cavalry or 
Artillery) from '61 to *65. 

The Post would suggest a Keystone with the profile of Governor A. G. Curtin on 
one side and '61-' 65 and the coat of arms of Pennsylvania on the obverse side. 

Past Department Commander Darte: "On that the Committee on Res- 
olutions report as follows: 'Motion made and carried that it be referred 
to the Council of Administration to be reported at the next Encamp- 
ment' " 

Department Commander Vanderslice: "I have not a motion to make 
by way of amendment to that at this time, but I suggest to the Council 
of Administration that if they bring a resolution asking the State 
Legislature to authorize these bronze badges for every infantry, cavalry 
and artilleryman, that I hope they won't forget there were several thou- 
sand men from the State of Pennsylvania who served in the United 
States Navy."

Past Department Commander Darte: "The recommendation of the 
committee on this resolution ofTered by Ellis Post No. 6, recommending

A motion being duly made and seconded to that effect, it was agreed 
to. 

Past Department Commander Darte: "The next resolution was of- 
fered by Courtland Saunders Post No. 21, Philadelphia." Resolution 
read to the Encampment: 

Whereas, The 30th day of May Is recognized throughout the country as Memorial 
Day or Decoration Day, and 

Whereas, For the last ten years the above day, which is known as a holiday, 
has been steadily drifting to a day of frolic, dissipation, and 

Whereas, The object of Memorial Day -is to a greater or less extent a failure, and 

Whereas, We believe Memorial Day to be one of the most sacred of the entire year 
and should be strictly observed as an occasion which should fill the hearts of the 
American people with solemnity and thought, relative to those who fell in battle 
and died from sickness and wounds for the preservation of the Union of States and 
defense of Flag; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we the members of Courtland Saunders Post, No. 21, Department 
of Pennsylvania, enter our protest agaist such dissipation and frolic as is usually 
observed on Memorial Day. Further, be it 

Resolved, That our delegation to the State Encampment be requested to bring the 
matter to the attention of said Encampment with the view of abolishing Decoration Day 
and substituting: therefor Memorial Day. 

Past Department Commander Darte: "We do recommend, the com- 
mittee recommends^ that Memorial Day, instead of being a day of frolic 
and pleasure, be a funeral day. That is the day when we think of our 
dead Comrades; that is the day when we realize how many of them are 
gone, and we do ask that all Comrades do not talk about it as Decora- 
tion Day at all. It is Memorial Day; it is Memorial Day which comes 
from our hearts and upon which day we ask every Comrade to remember 
the cd.use they died for and to remember what they gained by dying." 

Comrade Grim, Post 21: "Commander, I move that the report of the 
committee be adopted.** Motion seconded by Comrade Boyle, of Post 
215, and agreed to. 

Past Department Commander Darte: "The next resolution is from 
Fred. Taylor Post, No. 19, which is as follows." Resolution read to 
the Encampment: 

Resolved, That this Post requests the Department Encampment to restore the 
honors of Past Post Commander to Comrade John W. Frazier, who was Commander of 
this Post from January, 1897, to August, 18&8, he having returned to the Post after 
resigning. 

Resolved, That the Delegates from this Post to the said Encampment prepare and 
urge the passage of a Resolution to that effect. 

The committee reports the above with an affirmative recommenda- 
tion. 

The report of the committee was adopted. 

Past Department Commander Darte: "The next is a bill to the Senate 
of the United States creating the ofllce of General Superintendent of 
National Cemeteries under the authority and control of the United 
States and providing for the same.** 
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Read to the Encampment: 

Resolution presented by Comrade W. C. Knox, Commander of Fort 
Ligonler Post No. 324: 

Resolved. That it Is the sense of this Department that Senate bill No. 5013, of 5eth 
Congress, 2nd Session, a bill creating: the office of General Superintendent of National 
Cemeteries, and under the authority and control of the United States and providing 
for the same. And we hereby recommend the passage of the same. 

Past Department Commander Darte: "This was reported with an 
affirmative recommendation." On motion the report of the committee 
was adopted. 

Assistant Adjutant General Wallace read the following telegram:

Comrade :

Past Department Commander Darte read the following resolution, 
presented by Courtland Saunders Post No. 21: 

In common with other citizens, the Veterans of the Civil War of 1861-65 have noticed 
with profound astonlBhment and regret that so-called "Southern War Claims" are 
I»resented to Congress from time to time in behalf of persons living in the Southern 
States. They therefore feel called upon to take the following action: 

Whereas, Certain bills are presented to Congress by persons living in the Southern 
States, claiming reimbursement for damages alleged to have been sustained through 
the temporary occupation of certain buildings for hospital or other purprses by United 
States troops during the late Civil War, and 

Whereas, We believe It to be contrary to sound public policy that such claims 
should be paid: 

First. Because of the apparent Impracticability of establis-hing the justice of the 
amount of each claim after the lapse of so long a period of time as thIrty-sIx years 
since the close of the war, even if. In any way, the claim itself could be proved to be 
just. 

Secondl.v. Because investigation by Congress in the past has shown that the amount 
claimed is usually, if not always, grossly In excess nf any i>ossibIe alleged damages; 
and the temptation to make the amount of said damage.*; excessive after so long a 
time mu.^it be apparent to all. 

Thirdly. Because such alleged losses were sustained in accordance with the principle.*? 
and usages of war in appropriating necessary buildings for the temporary shelter 
of our troops or for hospitals for our sick and wounded soldiers. Therefore, It is hereby 

Resolved, That we most respectfully and vigorously protest against the granting 
of such claims by Congress: and we earnestly request you to do all In your power as 
Senntors and Reiiresentatives In Congress to prevent the passage of bills to satisfy 
these claims. 

Past Department Commander Darte: "The committee believes that 
this is not a matter that pertains to the Grand Army of the Republic 
and that it be reported with a negative recommendation. We think 
it should be reported to somebody else." 
Comrade Grim, Post 21: "I am sorry to disagree with the committee." 
Department Commander Miller: "The report of the committee is 
made, and until a motion is made to accept or reject, you are not in 
order." 
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Comrade Grim, Post 21: "I move to adopt the resolution as read." 

Comrade Eltonhead, Post 106: "I rise to endorse these resolutions." 

Comrade Walters, Post 182: "I second the motion that the report 
of the committee be approved." 

Comrade Eltonhead, Post 106: "I second the motion of Comrade 
Grim." 

Comrade Grim, Post 21: "I was hoping some one would second my 
motion to adopt the resolution as read. It has been my privilege as 
well as my duty for the last fifteen years to spend most of my time 
in the southern States and while I am not here to antagonize the Con- 
federate soldiers, I am here from a positive knowledge and belief that 
the soldiers who protected this country, have a right to say something 
about the expenditure of the money for paying these claims. I will 
give you one illustration. In building the Dismal Swamp canal, part 
of my old regiment was through there and occupied a church at Deep 
Creek. Since that time a new church has been placed there by the 
very liberal gifts of its citizens, but to-day there is a claim before 
Congress to pay for that old church, and when I asked Major Gerry, 
who wa^ a Major in Pickett's Division that charged through the fields 
here, who got this money, he said, 'I guess some of the old boys will 
get full on it.' The originators of that have passed into oblivion, and 
the young generations of to-day which are the strongest enemies we 
have, will be the recipients of this gift, and for that reason it seems 
to me while it is true, I believe, that some of the old claims of 1812 
are still Ungering in the halls of our Legislature, that is because our 
Congressmen are so energetic, some of them. Still, I believe that these 
claims should have been stricken from the books long ago, and that 
the claims of to-day that originated during the war of the rebellion 
from the loss of a few chickens on up to the hen-coop that they stayed 
in, should have long ago been forgotten. Some of them are making 
capital out of it to-day to elect their men. 

"I am sorry that this resolution was not passed as read and I have 
tried to present the facts to you in a just, honest and impartial view." 

Comrade Lumbard, Post 148: "I desire to support Comrade Grim. It 
has been my fortune for the last six years to go over these reports and 
it is enough to curdle the blood of any Union soldier to see the claims 
that are brought in. Comrade Mahon is Chairman of the War Claims 
Committee, but that committee is composed of a number of rebel sol- 
diers, too. I remember that we had one member of the committee, 
Captain Alger, of Michigan, and he was accustomed to ask, 'What is 
the record of that man for loyalty?* It would be answered that of 
course he was loyal and a Union man. I remember a case of a man 
by the name of Cooper, who came in and the question was asked, 
'What is your status for loyalty?' He said 'I am loyal, but I must con- 
fess, by God, I had it whipped into me.' I don't see why this Conven- 
tion can't ask our members of Congress to refuse to allow these claims. 
I believe this Convention would be doing a good thing if it would ask 
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our members of Congress to scrutinize these claims very closely, be- 
cause many of them are certainly outrageous and unjust." 

Comrade Wasson, Post 117: "Commander, I presume there is no man 
on the floor of this house to-day than has been more familiar with 
these things than I have been. I am the man in the House of Rep- 
resentatives who files these private bills. It is due to Pennsylvania 
and one of her loyal sons to-day that very many of these claims get 
no recognition whatever. It seems to be the business of these men 
who come from the southern States, whenever they receive encourage- 
ment to push these claims. I recall the case of Afr. Richards, of Ala- 
bama, who succeeded General Joe Wheeler, they came in a few years 
ago, in the 54th Congress there was a bill passed that gave |270,00O, 
I think, for the Methodist Book Concern, a concern that is located in 
Nashville, Tennessee. This bill went through, and it was ascertained 
subsequently that it was engaged in printing the tactics of the Con- 
federate Army, and it was taken charge of by the Union Army when they 
occupied Nashville. The very minute that we show them any encour- 
agement, these claims fiow into Congress, and I think it is high time 
that those who served in '61 and know whether these claims are just, 
should be heard on this question, and I appeal to every Union soldier 
who with me bared his breast in battle that our loyalty be shown to-day 
and let us go upon record in favor of this resolution." 

Comrade Holgate, Post 307: "It seems to me that this resolution 
should be adopted." 

Comrade Wasson, Post 117: "Commander, Comrade Boyle, corrects 
me as to a statement that I made; it was the Methodist Episcopal 
South, not the Methodist Book Concern, that I had reference to." 
Cries of question, question. 

Comrade Holgate, Post 307: "It seems to me we should all take into 
consideration what is contained in the resolution, how it affects the 
various organizations, how it affects the Grand Army of the Republic; 
that is what is raised by this resolution. Let us look at that for one- 
half minute; I think that every man in this room will agree that the 
Grand Army of the Republic is a portion of the body politic of Penn- 
sylvania, and that being so, it carries with it the right to petition Con- 
gress in the same manner as any other portion of the people of the 
State of Pennsylvania. We have not lost our rights because we carried 
the flag and marched with a musket on our shoulders. We are a por- 
tion of the people of the State of Pennsylvania and because we are a 
portion assembled here, we have not signed away one single atom of 
our charter right to petition our members of Congress, our Senators 
for redress of what we consider a wrong. We may do it as individuals 
or as members of the G. A. R., or as citizens of this great Common- 
wealth, or as citizens of the United States of America. For that reason, 
believing that every man within the sound of my voice has the right 
as an individual, as a citizen of the State of Pennsylvania, and as a 
member of the G. A. R., to petition for the redress of wrong, it seems to 
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me that there should be put one opinion on this subject. If the reso- 
lution is an honest resolution, as presented to this committee, it reflects 
the sentiments of the G. A. R. with reference to these spoliation claims 
presented from time to time, I think that the soldiers who served in 
the war for the Union now present in this body, ought to express in 
unmeasured terms their sense that our Representatives in Congress 
should sit down upon these claims, and having so expressed themselves 
they should carry conviction home to their members in every way they 
can. It is something which concerns the G. A. R. It is a matter which 
touches us at many angles, directly and indirectly, and as such I think 
this resolution ought to be adopted.'' 

Past Department Commander Darte: "Commander, in the words of 
one of our southern friends, 'let us see where we are at.' No. 3 was a 
resolution protesting against the granting of southern war claims by 
Congress. Now let us see what the record of the committee is. I will 
read it. 'Moved and carried that this not being a matter that pertains 
to the G. A. R., that it be reported with a negative recommendation.' 

We don't believe in paying southern war claims, but as to adopting 
this resolution for the reason stated, the Committee on Resolutions 
said no. Now what are you going to do with it?" 

Comrade Holgate, Post 307: "Commander, as I understand this reso- 
lution, it is a direction on the part of this Post that the members of 
Congress refuse the consideration of southern war claims." 

Past Department Commander Darte: "Commander, we do not believe 
in the claims but we do not think that the committee here of the 
G. A. R. is a court of claims. If these people have got a claim which 
they can prove against the United States, it ought to be paid. We do 
not believe that the committee here of the G. A. R. of this Depart- 
ment is a court of claims to pass upon these questions. We say we 
don't want anything to do with it at all. We report against doing 
anything with it at all. We can't try these claims, if we should pass 
judgment upon them. We have no authority to try them. We are not 
in favor of the granting of any such claims, we simply say it is a ques- 
tion that we are not competent to dispose of." Cries of question. 

Comrade Wilt, Post 6&: "Commander, for my part I do not think 
that we ought to pass this resolution. I think that it goes beyond our 
province, and will not be the means of accomplishing any good and 
I am in favor of the report of the committee." 

Comrade Boyle, Post 215: "Commander, I do not rise to speak, but 
I am confused with regard to this, and I simply rise to ask that that 
resolution and the report of that committee may be read again so that 
we may know what we are voting on." 

Department Commander Cumings: "Very many of us are anxious 
to get away on the one o'clock train, and we can quickly decide this 
question by voting on it, and I say, let us vote on it." 

Department Commander Miller: "The committee will read the resolu- 
tion and the report again." 
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Past Department Commander Darte re-read the resolution of Court- 
land Saunders Post 21, and the report of the committee. 

Department Commander Miller: "The question is simple and p'ain. I 
wish, however, to suggest, before taking action what the result will 
be if the resolution is adopted. As I understand this resolution, if it 
is passed a copy of it will be sent to each Representative in Congress, 
and to each Senator from Pennsylvania only. An amendment was 
offered that the resolution be adopted as read. Now we will have to 
vote first, whether the resolution shall be adopted, and then on the 
report which says that it shall be negatived." 

The question being, shall the resolution be adopted as read? It was 
agreed to. 

Department Commander Miller: "Now shall the committee's report 
be received which negatives the resolution; the next question will 
be on the report of the committee." 

Past Department Commander Sample: "I ask for permission to amend 
the report of the committee, so that it will read as follows: 'Moved and 
carried that while we most heartily commend and endorse the senti- 
ments embraced in the above paper, that we do not believe that it is a 
matter of legislation for the Department Encampment of the G. A. R., 
and we do not believe it is a question for the action of the Encampment.* 
This recommendation as it stands now leaves us in the position of con- 
demning the action of Post 21." 

Department Commander Miller: "Are you ready to vote upon this 
amendment?" 

Comrade Holgate, Post 307: "The Commander of this Department has 
put the motion, and upon the amendment this body has acted. After 
that action it is incompetent for these people to come here and put in a 
new amendment. The only question is upon the adoption of this repcr!:. 
That has already been passed upon." 

Comrade Oat, Post 334: "Commander, I hope that the Encampment 
will vote down the amendment proposed." 

Department Commander Miller: "There is only one question and that 
is as to the adoption or rejection of the amended report of the com- 
mittee." 

The question being put, it was not agreed to. 

Assistant Adjutant General: "I have the report of the committee 
on the report of the Department Inspector."

The committee on the Department Commander's address announced 
that it was ready to report, when Senior Vice Department Commander 
Banks took the chair. 

Past Department Commander Hull read the report as follows: 

Gettysburg, Pa., June 6, 1901. 
Robert B. Wallace, 

Assistant Adjutant General. 
Comrade: 

Your committee on the Department Commander's address have the 
honor to report that they have read the same and most heartily com- 
mend it for its clear and comprehensive statements of the year's work 
and of the condition of the Department. It is but natural that with 
advancing years our Comrades suffering from the decrepitude and feeble- 
ness of age should lose somewhat of their vigor in sustaining the order, 
and we have been agreeably surprised to learn that our losses for the 
official year have been so small. We believe that this gratifying result 
is in a large measure due to the wise administration of Department 
Commander Miller and his official staff, who have exercised such a 
prudent and conciliatory spirit toward those who otherwise might have 
dropped out of the order on account of discouraging circumstances. 
The task of holding up our organization to its high standard of numeri- 
cal strength and efficiency now requires the exercise of good judgment, 
careful consideration and a heart full of love for the order, and we 
believe that it is the highest compliment we can pay to our retiring 
Department Commander when we say that he has proved himself to 
18 
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have been possessed of all of these grand qualities. While referring 
to this we feel like emphasizing his recommendations to his successor 
that "special attention be given to the Comrades who formerly sat with 
us in the Post rooms but having lost interest drifted away." The 
report of last year shows how much can be done by faithful, persistent 
work in this direction. 

It is also a matter of congratulation that the dignity and soldierly 
appearance of our Department continues up to its high standard. Com- 
mander Miller mentions this with pride and we are sure that his own 
soldierly bearing and deportment has been an inspiration whenever 
and wherever he has led our column.

The Department Commander again takes occasion to repeat the 
admonition that all true Comrades should use their influence to pre- 
serve the sacred features of Memorial Day. It seems to us that this 
is a holy duty next to our veneration for the Christian Sabbath and 
that we should carry the injunction home with us and do all we can 
to prevent the desecration of our sacred Memorial Day. 

The finances are also in a highly gratifying condition as a result of 
careful business methods and economical administration of its work. 
The same wise course pursued in the future will be sufficient guarantee 
that we shall be able to maintain the Department for years to come 
without placing any heavier burdens upon the Posts. 

In summing up the work for the year we offer the following resolution: 

Resolved, That our thanks are due and are hereby tendered to Department Com- 
mander Charles Miller for the faithful, able and conscientious manner in which he 
has discharsred his duties durlnsr his official term; for the kind and courteous treatment 
he has extended to his Comrades and for the uniform soldierly greetings he has always 
given to all who have had the pleasure of his acquaintance. 

In speaking the word farewell we only do so in his official capacity, with the full 
assurance that his comradeship will still be dear to us and will be cherished with 
grateful hearts as long as time shall last. 

Resolved, That the incoming Department Commander be directed to appoint a 
committee of five to prepare a suitable testimonial to present to our retiring Com- 
mander, Charles Miller. 

The reports of the Senior and Junior Vice Department Commanders, 
Comrades J. N. Banks and William R. Parks, establish that they were 
two faithful officers and that they had fully earned the commendation 
given to them by the Department Commander in his address. 

For many years the two Comrades named have been earnest and 
enthusiastic workers in our organization and your committee is justified' 
in saying that although Comrade Banks and Comrade Parks are about 
giving up official station, yet they will both be found just as earnest 
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and enthusiastic in the interests of the Department of Pennsylvania 
and of the Grand Army of the Republic generally, as they were while 
holding rank as officers.

Comrade Hull: "I move the adoption of the report." 

Motion seconded, accompanied by a suggestion that the report be 
adopted by a rising vote. 

Senior Vice .Commander Banks: "It is moved and seconded that 
the report of this committee on the address of the Department Com- 
mander be adopted as read and that there be a rising vote. All in favor 
of that motion will rise." It was unanimously agreed to. 

Comrade Bengough, Post 157: **I rise to make a motion. I do it in 
the interests of about three-fourth of this Encampment, that we now 
proceed to cast our ballots for the National delegates and Council of 
Administration. We have got to go home in a very short time, and 
we want to get out of here." Motion seconded. 

Comrade Bengough, Post 157: "Will you allow me to suggest that 
this motion be not put until the officers of this EJncampment are in- 
stalled, and then when we take our vote, the business being over, im- 
mediately after the officers are installed, if this motion shall prevail, we 
will take our vote and leave the Encampment for our homes." 

Department Commander Miller resumed the Chair: "The motion is 
entirely unnecessary because it is our intention to proceed to vote for 
the National delegates and for the Council of Administration; several 
Comrades will be appointed to go down the aisles and receive your bal- 
lots." 

Comrade Bengough, Post 157: "I will yield and withdraw my motion 
if my second will join me." 

Motion withdrawn. 

Department Commander Miller: "The motion has been withdrawn 
by the kindness of Comrade Bengough and the Comrade who seconded 
the motion." 

Past Department Commander Sample: "Commander, we have had 
with us almost from the Infancy of the Department of Pennsylvania a 
Comrade, who was familiar with every man from one end of the State 
to the other, until within the last two or three years, and never missed 
an Encampment nor any gathering of the Grand Army, but the time 
came to him, as it will come to us all, when he had to answer the great 
summons." I mean grand old Chill Hazzard. It seems to me there 
ought to be a motion made by some one, and therefore I make it, that 
there be a page set aside in the annual proceedings expressing our 
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appreciation of the services of Past Department Commander Chill W. 
Hazzard," Motion seconded by Comrade Druckenmiller, Post 484, and 
the question being upon the motion, it was agreed to. 

Department Commander Miller: *'A committee will be appointed in 
due time to attend this." 

Comrade Bengough, Post 157: "I move that this Encampment names 
Department Commander Miller as a member of the committee on the 
candidacy of Comrade Thomas J. Stewart for Commander-in-Chief and 
that the other members of that committee shall be named by Depart- 
ment Commander Miller." 

The motion being duly seconded, was agreed to. 

Chaplain Sayers: "I move that we extend a vote of sincere thanks 
to Post 9 of Gettysburg, and to its friends who have contributed to the 
entertainment of this Department Encampment" 

The motion having been duly seconded, was unanimously agreed to. 

Comrade Bengough, Post 157: "I move that we proceed to vote on 
the line and suggestion of the Department Commander, that the Com- 
rades remain in their seats and that the Department Commander select 
Comrades enough to get around promptly and that the tellers appointed 
to lift the ballots of the Comrades for the Council of Administration 
and delegates pass down the aisles so that their ballots can all be put 
in one hat" 

Motion seconded. 

Department Commander Miller: 'I want to make a statement so th^it 
you will all understand what we are voting on. The motion is that 
we proceed now to vote for delegates to the National Encampment and 
for the Council of Administration. 

"It is moved and seconded that we proceed now to vote for members 
of the Council of Administration and for the delegates to the National 
Encampment; that the Comrades can vote in their seats, so arranging 
their ballots that tellers may pass a box or hat up and down the aisles 
and you can deposit your votes." 

The question being on the motion, it was agreed to. 

Department Commander Miller: "Before relinquishing the duties of 
of Commander I want to give my thanks as well as the thanks of the 
Encampment to Comrade Louis P. Langer, of Post 1, for the prompt, 
intelligent and soldierly manner in which he has performed the duties 
of Officer-of-the-Bay during all the sessions of this Encampment. 

"The Assistant Adjutant General will now announce the committee 
on the candidacy of Comrade Thomas J. Stewart, and on which com- 
mittee the Encampment generously placed my name." 

Assistant Adjutant General Wallace: "The committee on the candi- 
dacy of Comrade Thomas J. Stewart for Commander-in-Chief, in addi- 
tion to Department Commander Miller, is as follows: Past Department 
Commanders Louis Wagner, Robert B. Beath, John M. Vanderslice, 
John P. S. Gobin, Thomas G. Sample, William Emsley, H. H. Cumings, 
Alfred Darte, William J. Patterson and James F. Morrison; Department 
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Commander-elect Levi G. McCauley; Comrades Thad. M. Mahon, E. H.

Department Commander-elect, Comrade Levi G. McCauley came upon 
the platform at this time and was greeted with applause. 

Department Commander Miller: '*I would like to have the officers-elect 
present themselves upon the platform. 

"If there is any Comrade in the Encampment who has not voted 
and desires to vote, let him come to the front and deposit his ballot. 
The ballot is now closed." 

Department Commander Miller: "It gives me great pleasure now. 
Comrades, to present to you for installation, the Department Com- 
mander, Senior and Junior Vice Department Commanders. I have asked 
Past Department Commander Hull to act as installing officer." 

Past Department Commander Hull: "Commander and Comrades, the 
duty assigned to me having been announced to you, I will at once pro- 
ceed to the installation of the officers who have been elected. 

"Assistant Adjutant General, you will present for installation the 
Senior and Junior Vice Commanders, Department Chaplain and Medical 
Director." These officers were then duly installed. 

Past Department Commander Hull: "Assistant Adjutant General, you 
will now present for installation the Commander of the Department." 

Department Commander Levi G. McCauley came forward escorted by 
the Assistant Adjutant General, and was duly installed. 

The Commander announced as his Assistant Adjutant General, Charles 
F. Kennedy, Post 2; Assistant Quartermaster General, Edwin Walton, 
Post 63; Department Inspector, Charles A. Suydam, Post 2, who were 
duly installed. 

Past Department Commander Hull: "Comrades, your duties will be 
made plain to you by studying the rules and regulations." 

Past Department Commander Hull: "We confide the interests of the 
Department to the keeping of Comrade McCauley, with the assurance 
that the interests of this great Department of the Grand Army of the 
Republic will be greatly enhanced by his administration. We feel that 
in trusting the interests of this Department to his hands, that we shall 
go on prospering the same as we have before." 

Department Commander McCauley: "Comrades of the Encampment, 
I thank you very much from the bottom of my heart for the honor con- 
ferred upon me. I consider that to be the Commander of the Depart- 
ment of the Grand Army of the Republic of Pennsylvania is the greatest 
honor that can be conferred upon any soldier. I have achieved some 
little success heretofore, and I have had some honors, but I consider 
this superior to and above them all. 

"My great desire during the coming year is to do the very best I 
can for the Department. Heretofore, whenever I have had anything 
to do, I have endeavored to give it the very best efforts in me. I shall 
endeavor to do the same in this Department. 
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'*I do not know whether I can help you all, but if I can help any of you, 
if you think I can, you know my address, write me, and if I can do it, 
I will, if there is anything I can do to advance the interests or promote 
the welfare of any of you, advise me and will be at your commana. 

"Again I thank you for this greatest of honors and compliments, and 
1 ask you all to assist me in every way that you can. I can't get along 
with a divided house, and I ask these men who have been in the fore- 
front, to stand by me as I have stood by them. I will expect every Com- 
rade in this Department to do that, because 1 have had the assurance 
from Comrades Morrison and Cumings, and others, that they will stand 
up for me the same as they have for Comrade Miller." 

Past Department Commander Hull: "Commander and Comrades, it 
gratified me beyond measure to have the honor of installing the ofllcers- 
elect of this Department at this time. Twenty-three years ago I had 
the honor to command the Department of Pennsylvania in our Encamp- 
ment on the battle-field at this place. That seems to have been the 
starting point from which we took new courage, and new inspiration 
to go on and work for the Department of Pennsylvania, and I think 
from that hour, from the time we had our Encampment here upon the 
slope of Cemetery Ridge, that we took a new inspiration, and our 
Department went ahead as it never went before, and now in speaking 
of this, I want to infuse the same spirit into our Comrades as was infused 
into us as we tented upon this same field. 

"Let us go home and feel that we have an interest in every Post. 
Let us feel that we have a new inspiration to work for the interests of 
our order. Comrade Sayers and Comrade Vanderslice were with us 
then, but I want to say to every Comrade, let us rally around our new 
Commander and give him all the encouragement and good cheer in 
his work that we possibly can." 

Commander McCauley: "I especially desire that Past Department 
Commander Miller at least give us his blessing." 

Past Department Commander Miller: "Department Commander and 
Comrades, the year which has just past has been one of exceeding great 
pleasure to me because our Department of Pennsylvania is still keeping 
to the front. There is nothing like success. You all know that, and 
there is nothing that stimulates success so well as the hearty co-opera- 
tion of each individual member of this grand organization of the Grand 
Army of the Republic of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. It is the 
rank and file after all, that has a tendency to stimulate the growth of 
the organization, and I wish to assure the Commander that he has not 
only my hearty co-operation, but also that I am willing, even like him- 
self, to assist him and the Comrades whenever it is in my power so to 
do, and therefore, Comrades, I bespeak your hearty sympathy and co- 
operation for our worthy Department Commander. Encourage him by 
your presence, and let it be said that under his administration many 
who should be in this grand organization have come in during the year 
which is ahead of us. We ought to invite our soldier friends who are 
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outside of the Grand Army, to join and to participate with us in the 
pleasure that we have in these reunions, and in this Association so full 
of fraternity, charity and loyalty. I am sure that every one, every 
member of our organization will give our new Commander all the sup- 
port possible, will hold up his hands and assist him to promote the 
interests of our order. It is an honor to us to have a worthy Com- 
mander, and therefore our deportment should be such that we will be 
an honor to him. 

"I was rather pleased this morning to receive from a gentleman who 
is not a Grand Army man, an expression which I will repeat to you. He 
said to me this: 'There is a great deal of brains in the Association just 
met.' I thought it was strange that he had not discovered it before, 
because out of our ranks have come judges, legislators, men of finance. 
Congressmen, Senators and Presidents. (Applause.) And boys, what 
we want to do is to stand together, and build up our order, and don't all 
of you imagine as a friend of mine said the other day, that it was his 
regiment that *put down the rebellion, with the hearty co-operation of 
the army of the Potomac' Not one of us put down the rebellion, but 
with the hearty co-operation of the whole army, of all the armies of 
the Union, the results brought about are so gratifying to every American 
citizen who now enjoys the fruits of their labors. 

"I want to thank you, my Comrades, I want to thank you every one 
here, for the kindness and the encouraging words I received during the 
time that I have been honored by being Department Commander of the 
Grand Army of the Republic in Pennsylvania. It is a year that I shall 
always remember, and I shall also remember that you were very kind 
to me during this session; it was rather a trying position for a farmer 
like me to run an organization like this. You are so liable to get 
rattled especially when the bulls and the bears get to howling, but after 
all, you have been very nice to me, and I thank you many times for it, 
and wishing the Department of Pennsylvania and our worthy Com- 
mander and his associates the best of success and prosperity and hap- 
piness and contentment, I will close." (Great applause.) 

''I did want to say one thing, Commander, and that is this. I do not 
know that I want to give you any suggestions, but I do want to say 
that a smart fellow is the man who can get the other fellow to do the 
work, and therefore though a farmer, I was smart enough to bring 
about me men that upheld my hands and did the work, and I am greatly 
indebted to them, and judging from the quality of the men that our 
worthy Commander has selected for his staff, I am sure he will dis- 
cover what I did, that after all it is a good thing to let somebody else 
help you, because you get all the credit and they do the work." (Ap- 
plause.) 

Commander McCauley: "I have the pleasure of introducing the Senior 
Vice Department Commander, Comrade Stevens." 

Senior Vice Department Commander Stevens: "Commander and Com-

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rades of ihe Grand Army, it is not proper for me to detain you at this 
time with anything like a speech, and I will not attempt to do it. I 
will simply say to you, Comrades, that I appreciate the honor conferred 
upon me; while it was unexpected and unsolicited, nevertheless it is 
appreciated, and I simply ask you as Comrades of the Grand Army for 
the coming year to assist us in the performance of our duties, and I have 
to say to you sir, that it is for you to command and I am at your ser- 
vice to obey." (Applause.) 

Department Commander: "I have the pleasure of introducing to you 
the Junior Vice Department Commander, Comrade McNevin." 

Junior Vice Department Commander McNevin: ''Commander and Com- 
rades, time is precious, and I know you are all anxious to get away, 
therefore I will only say that for the honor you have conferred upon me, 
I heartily thank you." 

Department Commander: "I have the pleasure of introducing to you 
Assistant Adjutant General Kennedy." 

Comrade Kennedy: "Commander, I first want to say that I thank you 
for the honor of his appointment, coming to me in a measure entirely 
unsolicited, and I can hardly express my appreciation fitly at this time. 
I only want to say that it will be my pleasure as well as my duty so far 
as I can, to stand by you as Commander and do the best I know how for 
the Department of Pennsylvania and the Grand Army of the Republic. 

"I know the Comrades are growing tired and worn, and do not desire 
to hear long speeches or addresses from any one. I only want to say. 
Comrades, that I am here to do, as Comrade Miller said a few moments 
ago, to do the work for the Commander, so that he may have the credit, 
and I hope that I may be able to do my part of it so well that you will all 
be satisfied." 

Department Commander: "Is there any further business to come be- 
fore this Encampment? If not, I shall proceed to close." 

Department Chaplain Sayers pronounced the benediction. 

Department Commander McCauley: "I now declare the 35th Annual 
Encampment of the Department of Pennsylvania, Grand Army of the 
Republic, closed." 
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THE FOLLOWING REPORTS CAME TO THE ASSISTANT ADJU- 
TANT GENERAL AFTER THE ENCAMPMENT HAD CLOSED. 

Gettysburg, June 6, 1901. 
R. B. Wallace,

28« 35TH ANNUAL ENCAMPMENT, DEPT. OF PENNA., 

Past Department Commander Thomas G. Sample, Past Junior Vice 
Commander Theodore Burchfield and Comrade John M. Sutman, Post 
No. 60, appointed a committee, under a resolution of the Encampment, 
to prepare a memorial page for Past Department Commander Chill W. 
Hazzard, submitted the following: 



CHILL W. HAZZARD. 
Born May 5th, 1839. Died April 22d, 1901. 

Chill W. Hazzard was enrolled among the defenders of the 
Union, and on July 5th, 1861, was commissioned Second Lieuten- 
ant, Company F, Twelfth Regiment, Pennsylvania Volunteer Re- 
serve Corps, and First Lieutenant, September 18th, 1861. On 
April 2Gth, he was promoted to Captain of Company C, in the 
same regiment; later, he served as Aid on the Staff of General 
Crawford, commanding the Third Division, Fifth Army Corps. 
Captain Hazzard was brevetted Major for gallant and meritorious 
service at Spotsylvania C. H. 

As a member of the Pennsylvania Reserve Division he partici- 
pated with his regiment in all the battles in which it was engaged, 
from Dranesville, in 1861, to Cold Harbor, in 1864. He was 
wounded in the head at the battle of Fredericksburg, December 
13th, 1862. 

Joining Post No. 60, July 11th, 1876, he took immediate active 
interest in its affairs and those of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public generally, held appointive and elective offices in the Post 
and for several terms was its Commander. In 1880 he was elected 
Commander of the Department of Pennsylvania and the story 
of his administration shows that during his term fifty Posts and 
more than forty-two hundred Comrades were added to the rolls 
of the Department. 

His record as a gallant soldier merged into his record of devo- 
tion to the Grand Army of the Republic, and the history of both 
shows that he was grand and unique. 

Whole-souled, affable, genial and companionable; a man of 
li*£h intelligence and of keen discernment; he was quick of 
thought and of action. 

He avoided the trodden paths of oratory and in his addresses 
he delved deep in the gardens of literature, of poetry, of romance, 
of tradition and of history; old and cherished themes were 
graphically presented by him in new and pleasing sentiments. 

His companionship was sought by the people everywhere; his 
Comradeship was so fraternal that it reached to everyone who 
ever wore the honored uniform of blue. In the councils of our 
great organization his opinions and advice were solicited and fol- 
lowed. 

Many eyes were dimmed, many throats were filled and many 
hearts were saddened when the sorrowful news came— Chill Haz- 
zard is dead.
